CANONS 
Of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  Diocese  of  Michigan. 

TITLE  L— CANON  XII.— GENERAL  REGULATIONS   OP   MIN- 

ISTER8,  AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 
§  I.  [1]  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Miniater 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  deli- 
vered, to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to 
this  effect : 

We,  the  Chnrch  Wardens,  (or.  In  ease  of  an  AsHtstant  Minister,  We,  the 
RcHitor  and  Church  Wardens,)  do  certify  to  the  Right  Rev.  (naming  the 
Bishop,)  or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee.) 
that  (naming  the  person,)  has  been  duly  ohoeen  Rector  (or  Assistant  Minister, 
as  the  case  may  be,)  of  (naming  the  Parish  or  Church.) 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

§  II.    No  Minister,  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary  District 

to  another,  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector,  Stated  Minister,  or  Assistant 

Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  District  to 

which  he  removes,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  ecclesiastical 

authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following :  — 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.  A B has  been  canonically  transfer- 
red to  my  Jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regular  standiug. 


CANONS  OP  THE  DIOCESE  OP  MICHIGAN— X.  OP  VACANT 

CHURCHES. 

§  I.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

§  II.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such 
vacant  Parishes  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus  supplied,  to  defray 
all  the  expenses  incidental  to  such  occasional  services. 

TITLE  n.— CANON  XH.— GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

§  I.  A  Communicant  removing  ft-om  one  Parish  to  another,  shall 
procure  from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or, 
if  there  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  statin/!: 
that  he  or  she  is  a  communicant  in  good  standing;  and  the  Rector  of 
the  Parish  or  Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removes,  shall  not  be 
required  to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  communicant  until  such  letter  be 
produced.*

V.  The  elections  of  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  Registrar 
of  the  Diocese,  Standing  Committee,  Missionary  Conmiittee, 
Trustees  and  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  Deputies  to 
the  General  Convention,  and  Trustees  of  the  General  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  in  this  order : — For  each 
election  the  President  shall  appoint  Tellers,  who  shall  receive 
and  count  the  votes,  and  report  the  result  to  the  President, 
who  shall  declare  it  to  the  Convention  before  the  next  election 
shall  be  entered  upon.  A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  an  election.

VJUl.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion, shall  be 
received,  unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinite- 
ly, or  to  a  certain  time;  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it;  and  mo- 
tions for  either  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named.  A  motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to 
lay  on  the  table  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

IX.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  at 
the  same  annual  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present ;  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose 
being  made  by  one  of  the  majority  on  the  prior  decision. 

X.  Every  member  present  when  a  motion  is  put  shall  vote 
thereon,  unless  excused  by  the  Convention. 

XI.  On  the  requisition  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and 
nays  shall  be  called,  and  entered  on  the  journal.  (ConcemtJig 
the  vote  by  Orders^  see  Constitution^  Article  VII^ 

XII.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President , 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIII.  When  a  member  desires  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  and 
address  the  President  in  an  audible  voice.  If  more  than  one 
member  rise,  the  President  shall  determine  the  preference. 

XIY.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
subject  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XY.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  Convention  with- 
out leave  asked  and  voted. 

XYL  These  Rules  of  Order,  once  adopted,  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present; 
nor  shall  any  of  them  be  changed  or  rescinded,  except  upon 
one  day's  notice  of  motion  to  that  effect.

The  Secretary  would  further  report :  that  agreeably  to  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Conyention  of  1867,  the  Missionary  Committee,  in  con- 
j  miction  with  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  haye  successfuUy 
continued  the  semi-annual  Diocesan  Missionary  meetings  of  the  preyi- 
ous  year.  The  Fall  meeting  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Marshall,  the 
Spring  meeting  in  St  John*8,  Saginaw  City,  each  "  occuppng  two  entire 
days  **  and  drawing  together  a  large  number  of  our  working  clergy  and 
goodly  congregations  of  the  people.  CareAil  arrangements,  made  in 
adyanoe  by  the  Bishop  and  the  Committee,  hearty  co-operation  on  the 
part  of  the  Rectors  and  Parishes  concerned,  and  willing,  as  well  as 
often  exceedingly  able  fulfilment  of  their  respectiye  appointments  by 
the  clergy  summoned  to  take  part  in  the  work,  haye  made  these  meet- 
ings a  powerful  agency  for  good  within  this  Diocese,  and  it  is  belieyed 
of  some  yalue  by  way  of  example  and  stimulus  to  other  Dioceses. 

The  balance  in  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary  Committee  is  greater 
than  usual,  in  consequence  of  the  remoyal  of  seyeral  missionaries  from 
their  respectiye  fields  of  labor,  and  the  inability  of  the  Bishop  to  pro- 
cure suitable  persons  to  supply  their  places  :  But  the  Committee  would 
not  haye  the  Conyention  infer  from  this  state  of  the  treasury,  which  is 
purely  accidental  and  exceptional,  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  increase  our 
efforts  to  augment  the  sum  to  be  placed  at  the  Committee's  disposal  for 
the  next  conyentional  year.  Neyer  were  the  Committee  more  deeply 
impressed  with  the  necessity  of  an  addition  to  the  church's  force  of 
godly,  earnest)  self-denying  preachers  Of  the  gospel,  than  at  this  timci 
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Eyery  part  of  our  land,  east,  west,  north  and  south,  is  sending  oat  the 
Macedonian  cry,  "come  over  and  help  us  *' ;  and  no  part  of  the  country 
is  in  greater  need  than  our  own  Diocese,  whose  population  is  increa- 
sing with  a  rapidity,  which,  in  respect  to  religion,  is  fearful ;  because  it 
comes  in  under  the  pressure  of  urgent  material  wants,  which  for  the 
time  seem  to  pre-occupy  the  thoughts  and  demand  all  the  means  of  the 
emigrant.  This  class  of  our  population  ought  to  be  closely  foUowed 
by  the  Missionaiy  of  the  Gross,  who  should  be  on  the  ground  in  season 
to  bend  the  twig  of  religious  sentiment  and  mould  the  young  settle- 
ments into  nuclei  for  the  reception  of  the  saring  truths  of  the  gospel. 

If  we  really  beliere,  as  it  is  hoped  we  all  do,  that  the  church  is  the 
"  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth,"  it  is  our  bounden  duty,  in  our  respec- 
tive spheres  of  action,  and  to  the  extent  of  our  actual  ability,  to  aid  in 
every  lawful  effort  to  diffuse  its  heavenly  teachings.  Upon  the  laity 
rests  the  responsibility  of  furnishing  the  means  of  support  to  those 
godly  men  who  have  renounced  all  worldly  advancement  and  conse- 
crated themselves  to  Christ  in  the  work  of  the  ministry  of  the  gospel. 
By  the  last  annual  report  there  were  4,890  communicants  in  the  Dio- 
cese, There  are  probably  nearly  6,500  now.  Among  the  78  parishes 
there  were  17  containing  519  communicants,  or  inore  than  one  tenth  of 
the  whole,  which  gave  nothing  to  Diocesan  Missions;  and  the  rate  in 
contributing  parishes  was  very  irregular,  some  giving  fifteen  cents  per 
communicant,  and  one  more  than  two  dollars.  It  appears  to  the  Com- 
mittee that  there  must  be  some  defect  in  parish  work,  when  it  contrib- 
utes nothing  or  almost  nothing  to  the  great  cause  of  Missions,  and  that 
it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  an  average  of  two  cents  a  week,  or 
about  a  dollar  a  year  from  each  communicant  could  be  obtained  if  a 
systematic  plan  of  weekly  offerings  were  established  and  adhered  to  in 
every  parish.  This  would  give  the  Committee  about  six  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  next  Conventional  Year.  Experience  proves  the  value  of 
systematic  and  organized  effort  The  people  learn  the  habit  of  giving 
and  the  results  often  agreeably  surprise  their  Pastor  and  themselves. 

I  am  instructed  by  the  Commitfee  to  suggest  to  all  parishes  in  which 
they  have  not  already  adopted  some  regular  plan  of  contributing  for 
church  purposes  extra  to  their  own  parish,  that  they  enter  upon  the  ex- 
periment at  once.

Lord  with  such  abundant  success  and  enduring  results,  that  he  being 
dead,  yet  speaketh.

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THE  BISHOP'S  ADDRESS. 


■♦♦«- 


The  year  that  has  passed  has  been  an  eventful  one  in  the 
history  of  the  Churdh. 

THB   LAMBETH   CONFEBENCX. 

The  meeting  of  nearly  eighty  Bishops,  at  Lambeth,  of  the 
Anglican  Communion,  was  no  ordinary  event. 

It  was  the  consummation  of  the  desire  of  the  great  body 
of  toe  Church,  that  a  more  intimate  union  should  be  formed 
between  the  different  branches  of  the  Church  of  Christ  It 
was  the  only  meeting  of  this  kind  ever  held  since  the  Refor- 
mation, and  although  it  was  not  a  general  Council,  and  not  of 
an  authoritative  character,  still  its  deliberations  could  and 
have  exercised  no  ordinary  influence  upon  the  Church. 

It  has  brought  together  in  closer  bonds  the  Church  in 
England,  and  in  her  Colonies  and  in  our  own  country,  and 
shown,  that  however  separated  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  still 
they  all  formed  parts  of  that  Holy  Church  redeemed  by  the 
precious  blood  of  Christ,  the  great  depository  of  the  truth|  and 
commissioned  by  Him  to  spread  it  far  and  wide  throughout 
the  earth. 

It  has  done  more,  it  has  reaffirmed,  in  the  letter  addressed 
to  all  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus,  the  great  doctrines  of  the 
Reformation  as  the  basis  of  our  union  and  security,  and  by  a 
happy  confirmation  of  Scriptural  truth  and  doctrine,  set  forth 
the  entire  antagonism  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  to  all  the  cor- 
rupt usages  and  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  Rome. 

By  this  happy  and  mild  declaration  of  the  truth,  every 
suspicion  must  be  put  to  rest,  of  any  compromise  with  the

troth,  and  any  identification  with  the  rites  and  ceremonies,  or 
with  the  doctrines  of  that  Church. 

Such  suspicions,  and  justly  too,  had  existed  far  more  in 
England  than  in  our  own  country. 

BITUALISK. 

Many  were  to  be  found  who  had  grown  weary  of  the  plain 
and  simple  formularies  of  the  Church,  and  had  introduced  a 
more  gorgeous  worship,  made  up  of  symbols  and  vestments, 
which,  harmless  in  themselves,  but  as  used,  would  and  will, 
sooner  or  later,  create  dissatisfaction  with  the  Church  of  the 
Reformation,  and  reconcile  the  worshipper  to  forms  and  cere- 
monies which  contain  in  them  the  very  errors  which  had 
marred  the  beauty  and  changed  the  character  of  the  Church 
of  Christ,  and  which  had  been  removed  at  no  less  a  price  than 
the  blood  of  her  children.  And  in  speaking  thus,  we  are  by  no 
means  opposed  to  all  proper  efforts  being  made  to  make  the 
service  more  attractive  and  to  divest  it  of  that  lifeless  and  for- 
mal character  which  at  times  marks  its  performance.  It  should 
be  made  attractive  and  beautiful  to  the  great  masses  who 
know  but  little  of  its  excellence,  to  humble  the  heart  as  well 
as  to  raise  it  to  the  most  fervent  devotion.  This  can  be  done 
without  any  comprohiise  of  the  truth,  or  the  introduction  of 
any  peculiarities  which  mark  the  Church  of  Rome. 

In  our  own  Church  in  this  country,  there  has  always  been 
great  uniformity  in  her  worship.  Her  members,  wherever  they 
were  found  on  the  Lord's  dajr,  could  join  in  a  common  prayer 
and  keep  up  the  happy  associations  of  the  house  of  prayer  at 
their  homes.  We  trust  that  this  will  always  mark  her  char- 
acter, and  that  her  children  will  not  feel  as  strangers  in  their 
Father's  house. 

We  hope  that  the  happy  interchange  of  feelings  and 
views  at  the  Lambeth  meeting,  will  tend  to  such  a  result,  and 
promote  not  only  closer  unity  in  doctrine,  but  also  a  greater 
degree  of  uniformity  in  worship. 

We  are  happy  to  say  that  no  changes  have  ever  taken 
place  in  any  of  our  parishes  in  this  Diocese,  but  a  steady  ad* 
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herenoe  to  every  rale  of  the  Church  has  marked  and  distin- 
guished her  Clergj. 

SIGNING  OF  ▲  DECLiJUTION  CONDEKKING  BITITALIBK. 

On  this  account  we  regretted  the  signing  of  a  ^^  Declara- 
tion,*'condemning  what  was  called  '^ritualism."  As  it  had 
but  littie  existence  in  the  Church  and  none  in  our  own  Dio- 
cese, it  was  calculated  to  excite  alarm  in  the  minds  of  the 
members  of  the  Church,  and  create  suspicions  of  the  Clergy. 
The  least  improvement  in  the  manner  of  conducting  the 
worship  would  be  considered  an  innovation,  and  eventually 
lead  to  the  interruption  of  harmony  between  Pastor  and 
people. 

Besides  it  placed  a  weapon  in  the  hands  of  the  opposers 
of  the  Church,  which  has  been  wielded  with  no  little  power  in 
spreading  distrust  among  the  members  of  the  Church,  and  in 
shaking  the  confidence  of  others  who  had  been  looking  to  her 
as  the  great  conservator  of  the  truth  in  this  land. 

We  hope  that  God  will  still  preserve  us,  as  we  have 
always  been,  a  united  and  happy  people. 

DISLOYALTY  TO  THE   CHUBCH. 

We  regret  that  we  have  to  turn  from  this  evidence  of 
unity  and  power  in  the  Church,  to  the  sad  attempts  of  some 
of  her  members,  to  pull  down  and  destroy  those  peculiarities 
which  emphatically  mark  her  as  the  Church  of  Christ. 

We  are  happy  to  state  that  such  attempts  are  confined  to 
a  very  small  number. 

It  involves  the  sacredness  of  the  most  solemn  vows,  and 
encourages  the  entire  destruction  of  aU  those  laws  of  the 
Charch  which  have  preserved  her  from  the  days  of  the  Apos* 
ties  as  distinct  from  all  human  associations,  and  as  the  one 
great  agency  for  spreadmg  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus. 

We  have  no  war  to  wage  with  those  who  differ  from  us. 
As  individuals  we  can  love  and  respect  them  as  followers 
of  Christ,  but  in  their  corporate  capacity  we  can  have  no 
union  with  them.     • 
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It  would  be  based  on  giving  up  the  Ministry  which  Christ 
instatnted,  and  to  which  He  promised  His  special  presence  and 
blessing,  and  all  those  peculiarities  of  our  Holy  religion,  which 
monlded  the  hearts  and  lives  of  the  most  eminent  saints  on 
earth.  Every  safe-guard  would  be  lost  which  has  preserved 
Uie  Church,  and  kept  her  from  the  private  conceits  and  teach- 
ings of  men,  which  have  spread  infidelity  broadcast  over  the 
whole  country. 

But  it  is  well  that  such  attempts  have  been  made  at  so 
early  a  date.  They  will  call  out  the  strength  and  power  of 
the  Church,  and  we  trust  eventually  free  her  from  those  who 
set  at  naught  ordination  vows,  and  laugh  at  the  binding  force 
of  her  laws. 

It  is  a  sad  spectacle  to  see  men  under  the  claim  of  high 
devotion  to  God,  and  great  liberality  towards  men  of  all 
creeds  and  opinions,  anxious  to  destroy  the  glorious  inheri- 
tance which  the  Savior  has  left  to  his  children.  They  will 
have  their  reward. 

BBVIEW  OF  THE  YBAB. 

From  this  brief  notice  of  passing  events  we  turn  with  far 
more  pleasure  to  the  consideration  of  those  responsibilities 
which  6dd  has  imposed  upon  us. 

These  we  have  felt  with  increasing  force  during  the  past 
year.  We  have  been  able  to  give  more  time  and  labor  to  our 
duties  than  in  any  former  year,  and  to  examine  more  thorough- 
ly the  wants  of  the  Diocese. 

In  doing  so,  there  has  been  mach  to  encourage  as  well 
as  depress.  We  have  never  preached  to  such  numbers,  and 
never  had  more  applications  for  the  extension  of  the  Church.* 
It  has  been  a  goodly  sight  to  witness  the  numbers  crowd- 
ing to  join  in  our  holy  worship,  and  to  hear  the  continued 
expression  of  satisfaction  with  her  peaceful  and  quiet  ways. 

THB   BUIUL  POPULATION. 

From  causes  which  we  need  not  notice,  a  large  part  of 
our  rural  population  have  become  entirely  indifferent  in  ref- 

•See  ]«gtt6K. 
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erenee  to  the  salTation  of  their  souls,  and  far  worse,  a  large 
namher  have  given  up  all  belief  in  the  religion  of  Christ. 
These  evils  are  not  so  apparent  in  large  cities  and  towns. 
Society  is  more  compact,  and  a  religions  pnblic  opinion  still 
influences  a  large  number  to  adhere  to  the  outward  forms 
of  religion.  Hence  the  evils  are  not  so  apparent,  but  are 
gradually  and  silently  undermining  the  power  of  the  truth  of 
God.  In  a  scattered  population,  where  these  bonds  do  not 
exist,  and  where  every  man  thinks  and  acts  for  himself,  inde- 
pendent of  any  outward  guide,  we  see  the  sad  fruits  of  the 
experiments  of  men  with  the  religion  of  Christ. 

Now  is  the  time  if  ever,  to  place  before  them  the  beauty 
as  well  as  the  reality  of  the  reli^on  of  Christ  Wherever 
this  has  been  done,  many  have  been  brought  into  the  fold 
of  the  Savior,  and  the  opportunities  for  doing  so  were  never 
greater  than  at  the  present  time. 

In  spite  of  the  great  opposition  made  to  the  Church,  (and 
never  greater  than  now)  hundreds  are  anxiously  enquiring 
into  her  claims  and  seeking  for  instruction  from  her  Clergy. 
Many  of  the  most  influential  men  of  our  State,  as  well  as  those 
in  the  more  humble  walks  of  life,  are  looking  to  her,  as  the  only 
safe-guard  against  the  inroads  of  error  which  now  threaten  to 
overturn  and  destroy  the  religion  of  our  blessed  Lord. 

It  is  sad  to  think  that  at  such  a  time  so  little  can  be  done. 

THE  AID  FR^  THE  DOMESTIC   COMMITTEE   BBDUCED.  1^ 

The  aid  which  we  received  from  the  Domestic  Committee 
in  New  Tork,  has  been  reduced  to  nine  hundred  dollars  for 
the  present  year,  and  our  own  funds  have  laid  idle  to  some 
extent  for  the  want  ot  men  to  go  forth  and  preach  the  Gospel. 
And  in  thus  reducing  the  aid  hitherto  furnished  us,  the  Com- 
mittee have  been  obliged  to  do  so. 

FUNDS  GATHBBBD  XTP  BY  MISSIONiLBT  BISHOPS. 

The  Missionary  Bishops  have  gathered  up  the  funds  of 
the  Church  at  large  for  their  own  special  flelds  of  labor,  and 
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the  sapplies  ot  the  General  Missionary  field  of  the  Charch 
have  been  greatly  reduced.  How  far  and  how  long  this  prac- 
tice Lb  to  continne  we  know  not,  but  we  do  know  and  feel  that 
it  greatly  interferes  with  the  increase  of  those  Dioceses  in 
which  the  Bishops  remain  at  home,  and  only  look  for  aid 
through  the  constituted  channels  of  the  Church. 

GREATER  EFFORTS  AT  HOME  NEEDED. 

We  must,  therefore,  make  greater  efforts  at  home.  We 
can  do  much  in  working  ourselves,  independent  of  foreign  aid, 
and  in  extending  the  Chuich  in  the  Diocese.  The  Church  at 
large  must  not  be  forgotten. 

Still  we  would  by  no  means  advise  entire  forgetfulness  of 
the  Church  at  large.  We  have  long  been  sustained  by  our 
General  Missionary  Board,  and  it  would  be  a  poor  return  for 
the  aid  we  have  received,  to  withdraw  our  funds  which  are 
now  so  much  needed  to  sustain  the  destitute  portions  of  our 
Church, 

MISSIONARY   INFORMATION   NEEDED. 

Bat  we  must  also  have  a  due  regard  to  our  wants.  We 
can,  we  ought  to  do  far  more  than  we  have  ever  done.  Our 
congregations  only  need  instruction,  aitd  a  knowledge  of  the 
missionary  work  to  enlist  them  in  a  cause  which  must  be  dear 
to  every  Christian  heart.  We  think  it  is  for  want  of  this  that 
00  little  interest  is  felt 

If  our  missionary  papers  do  not  reach  every  home,  and 
even  if  they  do,  we  will  find  that  a  regular  presentation  of 
facts  to  oar  congregations  will  call  forth  a  deeper  and  more 
permanent  influence. 

This  ought  to  be  done,  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and 
we  feel  confident  that  every  Pastor  would  soon  find  that  it  will 
be  an  easy  matter  to  call  forth  substantial  interest  in  our  Mis- 
sionary work. 

Whenever  this  interest  is  felt  and  expressed,  God's  bles- 
sing will  descend  into  the  heart.  It  is  the  sure  mark  of  a 
sound  and  increasing  parish.  But  wherever  this  is  neglected 
1 
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we  have  always  found  a  parish  to  dwindle  and  decay.  The 
love  of  Christ  will  give  outward  expression  of  it,  if  it 
exist  in  the  heart.  It  will  catch  his  own  blessed  spirit,  and 
rapidly  destroy  its  selfishness.  His  was  a  missionary  spirit, 
80  must  his  followers  be.  They  must  have  the  mind  of 
Christ.     It  is  the  sum  and  substance  of  true  religion. 

MISSIONARY    FUNDS   SHOULD    BE    TRANSMITTED    EARLIER. 

And  we  would  call  your  attention  to  an  earlier  return  of 
missionary  funds  to  the  Treasurer.*  xThese  are  often  left  to  the 
close  of  the  year,  and  much  embarrassment  is  felt  in  keeping 
up  the  regular  payment  of  the  small  pittance  which  is  aUowed 
to  our  missionaries. 

When  this  is  done  it  is  only  paid  as  a  contracted  debt, 
without  the  contiibutoi*s  recognizing  it,  as  one  of  tae  highest 
pleasures  of  the  Christian  heart  While  we  try  to  do  good  to 
others,  God  will  bless  us  and  give  us  more  of  that  blessed 
spirit  which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  a  Christian  peace. 

CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION. 

It  has  been  to  me  the  source  of  great  pleasure  to  find  that 
so  many  Parishes  have  become  deeply  interested  in  the  cause 
of  Christian  Education.  We  never  can  contend  with,  or  set 
up  rival  schools  with  the  excellent  Common  Schools  of  the 
Slate.  So  far  as  intellectual  training  is  concerned,  and  ihe 
inculcation  of  obedience,  and  the  preservation  of  order  and 
decorum  in  the  schools,  they  certainly  stand'  among  the  fore- 
most in  our  country. 

Whenever  we  can  do  so,  we  have  visited  these  schools, 
and  have  always  been  received  with  kindness  and  courtesy. 
On  a  former  occasion  we  have  requested  the  Clergy  to  do  so, 
and  tijcy  can  exercise  a  silent  and  pervading  influence  over 
the  minds  of  the  scholars. 

The  very  fact  that  an  interest  is  shown  in  their  instruc- 
tion, draws  out  and  often  renders  permanent,  a  feeling  of  re-

•  The  Miflflionaries  are  paid  quarterly. 
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spect  and  reverence  for  the  Ministers  of  Christ.  After  such 
a  visit,  and  a  few  kind  words  to  them,  we  have  always  found 
that  whenever  we  have  met  them,  either  in  their  little  sports, 
or  on  the  highways  of  life,  that  a  smiling  fiico  and  a  pleas- 
ant recognition  have  been  given  to  us.  But  after  all  it  is 
only  a  worldly  education,  and  we  are  free  to  admit,  the  best 
of  its  kind. 

THE   NEED    OF   CHURCH   SCHOOLS. 

We  need  that  moral  and  religious  training  which  will 
make  them  realize  and  perform  their  duties  to  God,  as  well 
as  their  fellow  beings.  They  must  be  fitted  for  higher  posi- 
tions than  mere  respectability  and  influence  in  the  world. 
Tbis  education  must  be  furnished  by  the  Church.  If  not,  a 
fatal  and  ruinous  system  must  take  its  place. 

PATRONAGE  OF  ROMISH  SCHOOLS. 

We  have  been  surprised  at  the  number  of  girls,  the 
daughters  of  Christian  parents,  members  of  our  Holy  Church, 
who  are  sent  to  Romish  Schools. 

« 

These  schools  are  rapidly  increasing  among  us.  The 
question  must  soon  be  decided  whether  the  whole  matter 
shall  be  given  into  their  hands,  or  whether  the  Church  will 
take  it  into  her  own  hands.  Several,  in  different  parts  of  the 
State,  have  been  drawn  away  from  the  faith,  through  these 
agencies,  and  were  it  not  for  the  risk  thus  run  of  losing  the 
son],  we  could  wish  that  such  would  always  be  the  result,  as 
a  just  retribution,  and  as  warnings  to  others. 

We  are  happy  to  know  that  successful  efforts  are  now 
making  to  counteract  such  influences. 

The  excellent  Institute  at  Marshall  is  affording  a  pleasant 
home,  and  wise  and  careful  instruction  for  the  daughters  of 
the  Church.  It  should  receive,  as  it  richly  deserves,  the 
kind  interest  of  Christian  parents,  in  every  part  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 

At  Jackson,  noble  effort  has  been  made  by  that  Parish, 
always  abonnding  in  good  works,  to  erect  suitable  buildings 
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for  a  Female  Institute  under  the  name  of  St.  Mary's  Hall.  It 
is  the  proper  designation  for  it,  for  it  will  associate  it,  in  all 
coming  time,  with  that  bold  and  adventurous  leader  in  the 
great  cause  of  Christian  Education,  who  was  the  first  and 
foremost  in  arousing  the  Church  to* a  sen.se  of  her  responsibili- 
ties— the  lamented  Bishop  Doane — a  name  that  will  never  die. 

At  Fentonville,  a  successful  beginning  has  been  made  to 
establish  Christian  Schools  for  boys  as  well  as  girls.  The 
members  of  the  Church  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  village  have 
shown  the  deepest  interest  in  their  success.  Funds  have  been 
liberally  given  to  commence  the  buildings,  to  be  situated  in 
different  parts  of  the  town,  and  it  is  hoped,  that  during  the 
present  year,  tliey  will  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  pupils. 
They  are  to  be  under  the  charge  of  the  indefatigable 
Rector  of  the  Pariah,  to  whom  they  owe  their  existence,  and 
in  whose  hands  they  are  not  likely  to  fail. 

PAROCHIAL   SCHOOLS, 

In  addition  to  these  efforts,  several  Parochial  Schools  have 
been  commenced  in  different  Parishes.  One  of  these  is  now 
in  existence^  and  we  trust  will  be  continued,  under  the  care  of 
St.  Luke's  and  St.  John's  Churches,  Kalamazoo.  If  these 
Schools  could  only  be  sustained,  much  would  be  accomplished 
in  instilling  sound  principles  into  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the 
children  of  the  Church,  and  to  keep  out  the  false  teachings 
to  which  they  may  be  exposed  in  after  life. 

I  now  proceed  to  give  you  a  brief  outline  of  my  Episcopal 
duties  during  the  past  year. 

CHRIST    CHURCH,   DETROIT. 

June  17.  At  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Paddock,  I  con- 
firmed a  sick  person  in  private. 

BAY   CITY, 

June  23.     I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Bay  City,  and  con- 
firmed fifteen  persons. 
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COXS£CftA.TION   OF  THE   BEV,   JOHN  F.    TOUXG,  D.  2>.,    FLOBIDA. 

July  8.  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  consecration  of  the 
Rev.  John  Freeman  Young,  D.  D.,  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Florida. 

CHRIST   CHURCH,   DETROIT. 

July  8.  At  the  request  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Paddock,  I  con- 
finned,  in  Christ  Church,  Detroit,  one  person  ahout  to  leave 
for  a  home  in  the  far  west. 

HOUGHTON. 

August  9.  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Houghton,  Lake 
Superior,  and  confirmed  seven  persons.  This  Parish  has 
erected  a  very  commodious  Parsonage,  joining  the  Church, 
for  the  accommodation  of  their  Pastor.  I  have  learned  with 
regret,  that  he  has  heen  obliged  to  resign  the  charge  of  the 
Parish  on  account  of  his  health. 

MARQUETTE. 

I  also  visited  Marquette,  preached  twice  in  St.  Paulas 
Church,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

The  Church  edifice  has  been  almost  rebuilt,  and  with  its 
neat  and  comfortable  parsonage,  and  its  energetic  people, 
gives  evidence  of  a  sound  and  healthy  growth. 

September  14.     Confirmed  a  sick  person  in  private. 

THE   REV.    HENRY   C.    RANDALL. 

September  14.  I  gave  letters  dimissory  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Randall  to  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut.  I  parted  with  him 
with  regret,  as  he  had  been  a  faithful  and  devoted  Missionary. 

THE   REV.   J.    J.    Mo  COOK.  ^ 

October  3.  I  received  the  Letters  of  Dimissory  from  the 
Bishop  of  Connecticut,  of  the  Rev.  J.  J.  McCook. 

THE  REV.    T.    C.  PITKIN,   D.   D. 

September  30.  I  received  the  Canonical  Notice  from  the 
Vestry  of  St  Paul's  Church,  Detroit,  of  the  election  and 
acceptance  of  the  Rectorship  of  the  same,  by  the  Rev.  Thos. 
C.  Pitkin,  D.  D. 
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October  6.  I  received  the  Letters  Dimissory  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Pitkin,  from  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York. 

MT.    CLEMENS. 

October  6.  Preached  twice  in  the  Court  House,  at  Mt. 
Clemens,  to  a  very  large  congregation.  There  appeared  to  bo 
a  deep  interest  felt  for  the  re-establishment  of  the  Church  in 
this  village.  It  has  been  made  a  Mission  Station  under  the 
care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ward. 

COLDWATER  AND    THE    SOUTHERN   CONVOCATION. 

October  10.  I  met  the  Southern  Convocation  in  St. 
Mark's  Church,  Coldwater.  Nearly  all  the  members  were 
present  Much  interest  was  manifested  by  the  congregation, 
in  the  services,  which  were  continued  for  two  days.  I  preach- 
ed and  also  confirmed  thirty-one  persons. 

THE  EASTERN  CONVOCATION  AND  DEARBORN. 

October  11  I  was  present  at  the  Eastern  Convocation, 
at  the  Arsenal,  at  Dearborn.  Several  addresces  were  made  by 
the  Clergy  present,  at  the  time  of  my  visit;  after  which  I  con- 
firmed twelve  persons. 

DEXTER. 

I  preached  twice  in  St.  James',  Dexter,  administered  the 
,Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  fifteen  persons.  This  parish 
is  reviving  under  the  care  of  the  present  Rector. 

PONTIAC. 

October.     I  preached  in  Zion  Church,  Pontiac.    At  the 
time  of  ray  visit,  it  was  without  a  Rector, 
y  November  6.     I  confirmed  one  person  in  private — sick. 

SEMI-ANNUAL    MISSIONARY  MEETING. 

November  14  and  15.  I  attended  the  Semi- Annual  Mis- 
sionary Meeting,  Marshall,  in  Trinity  Church.  Twenty-five 
Clergymen  were  present.  The  whole  services  were  most 
pleasant  and  profitable  to  both  Clergy  and  people. 

THE  PERRIN  INSTITUTE. 

By  invitation  from  the  ladies  of  the  Perrin  Female  Insti- 
tute, I  visited  it  in  company  with  the  Clergy.     Several  ad- 
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dresses  were  made  to  the  pupilB,  and  much  satisfaction  was 
felt  and  expressed  by  all  present,  that  such  a  home  could  be 
found  by  the  daughters  of  the  Church. 

KALAKAZOO,   ST.   LUKE's. 

November  15.  I  preached  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Kalama- 
zoo, and  confirmed  ten  persons,  one  of  whom  was  from  St. 
John's  Church. 

ALBION. 

November  17.  I  preached  twice  in  St.  James'  Church, 
and  confirmed  seventeen  persons.  The  Church  was  crowded 
to  excess,  and  many  could  not  even  gain  admittance.  God  has 
signally  blessed  the  labors  of  the  Rector. 

CONPIEMATION   OP    A   SICK   PERSON. 

November  21.  I  confirmed  a  sick  person  at  the  Michigan 
Exchange,  Detroit. 

TUB   REV.  EDWARD   SEYMOUR. 

November  22.  I  received  the  Letters  Dimissory  of  the 
Rev.  Edward  Seymour  from  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin 

MIDLAND. 

November  24.  I  visited  Midland,  accompanied  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Leech,  of  Saginaw  City.  Through  his  faithful  labors, 
in  connection  with  those  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Eastman,  Royce 
and  Birchmore,  a  deep  interest  has  been  created  for  an  organ- 
ization of  a  Church,  in  that  new  and  rapidly  growing  village. 
I  preached  twice  in  the  Court  House  to  crowded  congrega- 
tions, and  confirmed  four  persons.  A  Church  has  been  organ- 
ized since  my  last  visit —  an  eligible  lot  secured  and  paid  for, 
on  which  to  erect  a  church  edifice  —  and  funds  raised  sufficient, 
I  hope,  to  complete  it.  This  successful  efibrt  shows  what  can 
be  accomplished  by  occasional  missionary  services,  in  destitute 
fields  by  the  Rectors  of  parishes,  and  especially  by  keeping  up 
the  services  without  any  intermission. 

ST.    JOHNS. 

December  8.    I  preached  twice  in  St.  John's  Church,  St. 
Johns,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons.     This  was  my  first  visit 
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to  this  parish  since  the  completion  of  their  neat  charch  edifice. 
I  was  greatly  surprised  at  its  church-like  appearance,  manifest- 
ing great  good  taste  in  all  its  arrangements.  The  congrega- 
tion, and  above  all  the  pastor,  deserve  great  credit,  and  I  trust 
that  God  will  bless  them,  for  their  Christian  zeal  and  self- 
denying  efforts.

January  5.  I  preached  twice  in  the  Court  House  at  Mt. 
Clemens,  and  confirmed  ten  persons. 

THREE   BIYERS. 

January  12.  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  and  confirmed 
eleven  persons.  This  parish  has  erected  a  beautiful  brick 
church,  in  which  we  worshipped.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Charles  has 
labored  with  unwearied  assiduity  to  accomplish  this  object. 
It  stands  as  a  monument  of  his  patient  energy  and  zeal,  and 
under  circumstances  which  might  have  broken  down  the 
spirit  of  one  less  active  in  the  Master^s  cause.  The  Church 
has  been  placed  on  a  permanent  ba&is  in  that  active  and 
thriving  village. 

MENDON. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  the 
Methodist  Cburch  edifice,  in  Mendon,  and  confirmed  six  per- 
sons. This  place  was  connected  with  Three  Rivers  under  the 
care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Charles.  It  is  proposed  to  erect  a  neat 
church  edifice  the  present  year,  and  funds  have  been  raised  for 
this  purpose. 
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SOUTHERN  CONYOOATION  AT   HILLSDALE. 

January  14  and  15.  I  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Southern 
Conrocation  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Hillsdale.  I  preached  and 
confirmed  nine  persons. 

THE  BET.   H.   C.   LIGHTKEB. 

January  16.  I  reoeired  the  canonical  notice  of  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Rev.  M.  C.  Lightner  as  Rector  of  Orace  Church, 
Detroit 


January  26.  I  preached  twice  in  St  Paul's  Church,  Flint, 
and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

CONSECRATION  OF  THE  RET.   JOHN  W.   BECKWITH,  D.  D. 

January  27.  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  consecration  of 
the  Rev.  John  W.  Beckwith,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Georgia. 

ST.    CLAIR. 

February  9.  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  St  Clair,  and 
confirmed  two  persons. 

HOLLT. 

February  15.  I  preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
edifice  at  Holly. 

FBNTONTILLE. 

On  the  16th  I  preached  in  St  Jude's  Church,  Fentonville, 
and  confirmed  six  persons. 

LDVDBN. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  I  preached  in  a  large  ball, 
filled  to  overflowing,  at  Linden,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 
At  this  village  a  stone  church  edifice  is  in  process  of  erection. 

LONQ  LAKE. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  at  Long  Lake  in 
a  school-house,  six  miles  distant  from  Linden,  and  confirmed 
five  persons.  Such  was  the  crowd  of  persons,  that  I  was 
obliged  to  stand  at  the  door,  as  I  could  not  gain  further 

access.

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HABTLAND. 

February  17.  I  preached  at  the  Tillage  of  Hartland,  ten 
miles  distant  from  Fentonyille,  to  a  very  large  congregation. 

DAVISBUBGH. 

February  18.  I  preached  in  Davisburgh,  and  confirmed 
three  persons. 

These  six  points  form  an  Associate  Mission,  under  the 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fuller,  Rector  of  St  Jude's,  Fenton- 
yille. He  is  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Flower.  This  is  what  I 
always  desired  to  accomplish,  as  it  is  the  only  mode  in  which 
we  can  meet  the  wants  of  so  many  now  looking  with  interest 
to  our  Church.  The  plan  has  been  most  successfully  carried  out 
by  Mr.  Fuller.  It  was  one  of  the  most  plesisant  visits  I  ever 
made  to  any  part  of  the  Diocese,  and  if  we  could  establish 
such  Missions  at  other  points,  hundreds  could  be  gathered  into 
the  fold  of  Chrisi. 

WYANDOTTE. 

February  25.  I  preached  in  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Wyan- 
dotte, and  confirmed  eleven  persons.  I  regret  that  this  parish 
is  now  vacant,  by  the  removal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Phelps  to  Battle 
Creek. 

ANN  ABBOB. 

March  1.  Preached  twice  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  Ann 
Arbor,  and  confirmed  seventeen  persons.  A  large  stone  edi- 
fice has  been  commenced  by  this  parish,  and  hopes  are  enter- 
tained that  it  will  be  completed  the  next  year.  It  will  furnish 
sittings  for  many  of  the  students  of  the  University,  and  thus 
exert  an  influence  for  the  Church,  which  has  been  felt  through 
the  untiring  labors  of  the  Rector,  even  with  the  most  limited 
means  of  securing  their  attendance  upon  his  services.  As  I 
have  said  on  former  occasions,  these  efforts  ought  to  excite  the 
interest,  and  call  forth  the  hearty  cooperation  of  every  parish, 
as  through  these,  many  young  men  may  be  brought  into  the 
ministry  of  the  Church. 

DETBOIT,    ST.  JOHN's.

We  have  had  applications  from  ten  or  twelve  important 
places  for  the  appointment  of  Missionaries. 

When  at  Ionia,  five  different  committees  from  various 
towns  waited  upon  me,  and  in  the  most- earnest  manner  en- 
treated me  to  send  a  Minister  of  Christ  to  save  them  and 
their  children  from  the  fearful  errors  sweeping  over  the  land. 
In  every  instance,  the  greater  part  of  the  minister's  salary 
was  pledged  and  solemnly  promised  to  be  paid. 

Dear  Brethren,  something  must  be  done  to  meet  this  sad 
state  of  things.  If  we  could  only  secure  the  services  of  two  faith- 
fol  Missionaries  to  form  an  Associate  Mission  and  visit  the  many 
places  within  a  circuit  of  thirty  miles,  we  could  lay  the  founda- 
tions broad  and  deep  of  permanent  and  self-supporting  parishes. 

CONCLUSION. 

Let  us  be  more  dilligent,  more  selfdenying,  more  zealous 
in  the  cause  of  Christ.  The  times  in  which  we.  live  demand 
it;  perishing  souls  appeal  to  us. 

Our  own  limited  days  present  the  strongest  motive  to  un- 
wearied effort 

May  Ood,  in  His  infinite  mercy,  enable  us  to  so  labor  in  His 
cause,  that  when  the  Chief  Shepherd  shall  appear,  we  may  re- 
ceive the  never-fading  crown  of  glory  which  he  has  promised.

The  Vestiy  respectflilly  report  that  as  regards  number  of  families, 
there  is  no  material  change  in  the  condition  of  the  Parish  since  the  last 
report  Nine  new  communicants  were  sometime  since  admitted  by  the 
former  Minister.

In  addition  to  the  Rector's  Monthly  Service  at  the  Poor  House,  and 
Sanday  Service  at  the  Jail ;  a  Sunday  Service  is  sustained  at  the  Poor 
House,  Oeddes,  and  Delhi,  bv  Lay  Readers.  The  Rector  officiated  in 
xVugust  last  on  one  Sunday  in  St.  Josephs,  where,  with  proper  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  Church  people,  occasional  services  might  be  secured. 
Within  a  few  weeks,  a  semi-monthly  service  for  colored  people  has  been 
established — on  Wednesday  evening,  in  the  church. 

The  foundation  for  a  new  church  was  prepared  last  fall,  and  the  walls 
(bowlder  stone)  are  now  rising.  The  erection  at  present  will  bo  nave 
and  aisles,  the  tower  and  chancel  to  be  added  at  a  future  day.

The  statistics  of  the  above  report  are  f«r  the  past  year,  except  for  the 
number  of  Public  Services,  ana  of  times  the  Communion  has  been  ad- 
ministered. From  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  Rector- 
ship of  the  Parish  during  the  conventional  year,  I  am  unable  to  give 
the  whole  number  of  services,  and  some  other  statistics  in  this  report, 
still  it  is  full  in  all  other  respects  as  obtained  from  the  Parish  and 
Vestry  Record  Books.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ritter  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
this  Church  in  October,  since  which  time,  up  to  the  first  of  March,  the 
Public  Services  were  continued  by  the  venerable  Senior  Warden,  Mr. 
Sylvanus  Reed,  Sr.,  whose  fidthiul  and  acceptable  services  as  a  lay 
reader,  kept  the  congremtion  together  in  the  worship  and  service  of  the 
Church.  No  little  credit  la  due  to  our  beloved  Senior  Warden,  for  his 
zeal  and  labor,  especially  as  his  advanced  years  and  growing  infirmities 
made  the  effort  a  veiy  considerable  sacrifice. 

The  ladies  of  the  congregation  too,  as  usual,  are  deserving  of  com- 
mendation for  their  unwearied  and  successfiil  works  on  behalf  of  the 
Church.  They  have  collected,  from  what  might  be  considered  almost 
mite  supplies,  the  very  handsome  sum  of  eight  hundred  dollars  and  paid 
it  over  to  the  vestry  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  Rectory ;  at  the 
same  time  usine  their  successful  influence  with  the  vestry  to  provide 
for  the  remainokr  of  the  purchase  money,  so  that  now  we  have  a  hand- 
some and  convenient  Rectory,  with  good  outbuildings,  fruit  trees, 
shrubbeiy,  etc.,  complete,  worth,  as  property  is  selling  in  Battle  Creek, 
thirty-five  hundred  dollars.  Taking  mto  consideration  the  population 
and  business  resources  of  the  place,  one  la  naturallv  astonished  that  the 
parish  is  so  small  and  comparatively  uninfluentfal.  Other  relieious 
bodies  carry  the  masses,  and  have  given  tone  to  public  opinion,  detri- 
mental to  the  interests  and  teachings  of  our  Church.  The  public 
schools,  and  indeed  all  public  institutions,  in  their  influences  are  cer- 
tainly not  with  us,  and  we  feel  thankful  if  they  are  simply  neutral. 
Such  a  condition  of  things  makes  theigrowth  of  the  Church  very  difil- 
cult  However,  there  is  a  growth  of  Kindlier  feeling  sprin^ngup,  I 
trust,  and  which,  with  Qod^s  blessing,  before  many  years  will  enable 
the  Church  in  this  place  to  arise  and  shine. 

We  are  in  great  need  of  a  new,  more  commodious,  and  more  attractive 
House  of  Worship.  The  present  edifice  was  erected  when  the  place 
was  in  its  infiincy.  It  was  small  for  the  congregation  at  first,  almost  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago.  We  should  have  one  of  at  least  four  times 
its  dimensions,  and  of  some  little  claim  to  architectural  beauty.  The 
prosperity  and  population  of  the  place,  as  well  as  a  due  regard  to  the 
taste  and  culture  of  the  people  demand  it.  Until  this  shall  be  accom- 
plished, we  cannot  expect  an  increased  conmgation.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  our  people,  seeing  the  need,  will  ere  louj^,  be  ready  to  make  the 
requisite  efforts  and  sacrifices  to  insure  so  desirable  a  result.

It  is  a  cause  of  devout  gratitude  that  our  membership  has  been  in- 
creased during  the  year  by  the  large  class  of  31  persons  confirmed.  Sev- 
eral others  are  also  awaiting  confirmation.  Our  Sunday  School  was 
never  so  large,  or  interesting,  and  quite  a  goodlv  number  of  the  larger 
pupils  seem  to  be  getting  ready  to  be  connrmed,  when  they  shall  be 
thought  of  sufiicient  age.  The  congregation  has  been  steadily  on  the 
increase. 

Our  contributions  show  a  great  disparity  with  the  year  previous,  but 
perhaps  the  large  amount  contributea  last  year  for  church  enlargement, 
u  a  justification  for  our  ^ving  less  this  year.  As  Bunyan  says,  "  this 
year  has  not  been  a  bearing  year.**  We  hope  a  better  yield,  for  the  year 
tooome. 

Our  church  has  been  open  every  Sunday,  and  when  tiie  Rector  has 
been  absent,  the  Wardens  of  the  Church  have  held  service,  with  Lay 
Beading,  which  has  been  most  acceptably  rendered.  The  Rector  has 
held  service  twice,  and  administerea  the  Holy  Communion,  in  Grace 
Church,  Union  City,  which  is  still  vacant,  though  some  steps  are  being 
taken  to  secure  a  pastor. 

Durine  his  sunmer  vacation,  the  Rector  officiated  four  Sundays  in  St. 
John's  Church,  Detroit,  and  administered  the  Holv  Communion.  He 
also  attended  one  funeral  there,  leaving  a  sweet  little  child  of  one  of 
the  Vestry,  sleeping  under  the  beautiful  shades  of  "  £lmwo€Kl."

Besides  the  services  above  mentioned,  I  have  officiated  once  in  the 
Mariner's,  once  in  St.  Paul's,  twice  in  Christ,  and  four  times  in  St. 
John's  Churches,  Detroit.  Two  services  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand 
Kapids,  and  two  in  St.  Paul's,  Jackson.  I  have  taken  my  turn  as 
Chaplain  in  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  holding  services  for  two  months  on 
Sunaay,  and  Thursday  of  each  week ;  and  assisted  the  Rector  of  St. 
John's  Church,  Detroit,  on  Sunday  evenings,  and  frequently  on  week 
days,  for  the  past  six  months. 

The  condition  of  the  parish,  as  compared  with  last  year,  is  very  en- 
couraging ;  disheartenea  and  depressed  with  the  burden  of  a  heavy 
debt,  but  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  report  that  Christ  Church,  St. 
John's  and  St.  Paul's,  of  this  city,  came  to  our  relief  and  assumed  the 
liabilities  of  the  parish,  and  by  their  Christian  liberality  have  freed  it 
from  its  $4,600  deots.  Courage  is  now  revived,  confidence  restored,  and 
the  parish  was  never  in  a  more  prosperous  condition,  and  promises  well 
of  being  able,  at  no  very  distant  day  to  support  itself.  I  would  here  put 
on  record  my  grateful  acknowledgment  to  these  Churches  for  their  gen- 
erous and  timely  assistance,  and  also  to  several  individual  members  fbr 
^eir  kindness  and  substantial  aid  to  me,  whereby  I  have  been  en- 
couraged and  sustained  in  my  work.

We  mourn  the 
loss  of  one  endeared  to  us  by  the  most  sacred  ties  that  could  bind  a  loy- 
inffpastor  and  grateful  people  together. 

While  our  present  is  thus  drap^  by  this  ereat  bereayement,  we  turn 
with  confidence  to  Him,  the  mat  head  of  the  church,  for  consolation 
and  guidance  in  the  path  of  auty  and  peace.

This  report  of  ministerial  acts  includes  only  the  time  since,  March  8, 
when  I  was  placed  in  charge. 

Services  were  commenced  in  Midland  in  October,  1867,  by  the  Rev. 
John  Leech,  Rector  of  Saginaw  City ;  Rev.  Qeo.  B.  Eastman,  East  Sag- 
inaw ;  Rev.  J.  W.  Birchmore,  Flint ;  and  Rev.  Fayette  Royce,  Bay  City. 
Each  of  those  gentlemen  gave  one  or  more  services. 

Nearly'  a  month  after  services  were  commenced,  our  Rt.  Rev.  Father  in 
Ood,  (with  Rev,  Mr.  Leech)  visited  Midland  and  administered  the  Holy 
Rite  of  Confirmation  to  four  persons. 

The  Bishf )p  preached  morning  and  evening  in  the  Court  House,  which 
was  literally  crowded  to  overflowing.  The  good  influence  of  these  in- 
imitable sermons  will  be  fUllv  known  only  at  the  judgement  day,  but 
their  influence  is  still  felt  in  Midland. 

Services  and  occasional  lay  reading  were  kept  up  through  the  winter, 
with  a  steadv  increase  in  interest,  and  with  good  congregations  and  a 
flourishing  Sunday  School: 

The  present  prospects  are  very  favorable.  The  church  feeling  is 
growing,  congregation  increasing,  and  the  few  communicants,  consist- 
ing mostly  of  those  who  have  been  brought  into  the  church  from  other 
refigious  bodies,  are  earnest  and  harmonious  in  their  work. 

A  lot  has  been  purchased  for  a  church  building,  and  a  subscription 
amounting  to  about  $2,000  has  been  raised  towara  building  a  church. 
In  the  meantime,  a  hall  has  been  rented  and  neatly  fltted  up  with  pews 
and  chancel  for  the  use  of  the  congregation,  until  a  church  is  built.  The 
field  is  ripe  for  the  harvest  and  a  little  aid  will  secure  a  permanent 
church  interest  in  Midland.

stant benefactors ;  and,  in  behalf  of  the  people  whom  we  represent,  we, 
the  Rector  and  Vestrv,  do  hereby  testify  our  gratitude  to  Almighty 
God  that  He  has  put  it  into  our  brother^s  heart  to  do  this  good  and 
timely  act,  and  we  fervently  pray  that  he  may  in  no  wise  lose  his  re- 
ward.

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This  congregation  has  been  steadily,  though  slowly,  on  the  increase. 
Our  Sunday  School  continues  still  interesting.  The  teachers  continue 
prompt  ana  earnest  in  their  work,  and  the  progress  of  the  school  gives 
us  much  encouragement,  and  can  the  fostering  care  of  the  Diocesan 
Board  of  Missions  be  retained  by  this  Church,  we  entertain  the  hope 
that  ere  long  this  Parish  will  be  numbered  among  the  self-sustaining 
Parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

I  continued  my  connection  with  Ionia  until  the  1st  of  October  last,  when 
the  Rey.  Robert  Wood  assumed  the  duties  of  the  Parish  of  Bt.  John's 
and  relieyed  me,  from  the  onerous  labors  of  both  Parishes. 

Soon  after,  however,  I  commenced  services  atLoweU,  in  Kent  county, 
where  I  have  continued  services  up  to  this  time.  I  found  a  few  families 
of  church  people  there,  but  the  want  of  a  suitable  place  in  which  to 
hold  servict  has  operated  very  much  against  us,  The  Cengregational 
society  has  very  kmdly  allowed  us  the  use  of  their  house  of  worship  in 
the  afternoon,  of  alternate  Sundays  (it  being  the  intermission  between 
their  services),  and  we  have  so  occupied  it,  but  we  are  thus  deprived  of 
the  use  of  our  morning  service,  which  is  the  most  important  part ;  and 
for  the  want  of  male  communicants,  no  organization  has  been  effected 
there.    In  fact  there  are  not  materials  enough  to  form  an  organization. 

Lowell  is  a  very  active  business  place  of  some  twenty-five  hundred 
hohabitants ;  it  is  growing  rapidly,  and  it  is  highly  important  that  the 
Church  should  he  planted  there,  and  fostered  untu  it  has  gained 
suiBcient  to  sustain  itself. 

Thus  have  I  been  steadily  and  uninterruptedly  engased  on  this  Mis- 
sionary station  since  the  last  conventional  ^ear,  and  feel  much  indebted 
to  the  sustaining  hand  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Board.  The  bless- 
ings of  a  kind  Providence  having  rested  upon  me,  so  as  to  enable  me 
to  meet  every  duty,  and  but  a  momentary  sickness  of  less  than  twenty- 
four  h9urs  has  been  experienced  durinc;  the  past  year.  The  distance  my 
family  are  from  this  station,  has  caused  me  much  anxiety,  and  has  been 

auite  a  draft  upon  the  feelings  and  energies  of  the  Missionary.    For  in 
^e  discbarge  of  my  duties  during  the  past  year  I  must  have  traveled 
more  than  seven  thousand  miles.

The  report  of  ministerial  acts  covers  only  the  time  since  my  ordina- 
tion —  March  31, 1868 ;  but  the  offerings  reported,  are  those  of  the  year 
1867-*68. 

The  Rev.  the  Rector  of  Saginaw  City,  held  service  on  every  Sunday, 
with  few  exceptions,  during  the  year,  until  I  was  put  in  charge  of  the 
station. 

The  church  people  here  are  working  earnestly  and  very  harmoniously. 
They  have  purchased  a  fine  lot  and  finished  paying  for  it,  hoping  to  be 
able  to  buila  a  small  church  during  the  present  year. 

We  suffer  from  the  sectarian  bigotry  of  the  owner  of  the  hall,  in 
which  we  are  obliged  to  worship  on  account  of  the  fact  that  no  other 
place  can  be  had  in  the  town.  He  is  now  charging  nearly  double  the 
rent  which  he  charged  last  jear.  Trials  do  not  discourage  us ;  they 
only  serve  to  keep  us  steadilv  at  work.  Much,  if  not  all  the  Church  in 
South  Saginaw  is  the  fruit  of  the  earnest  work  of  Church  woinen.  When 
I  first  took  charge  of  the  Sunday  School  here  nearly  three  years  since, 
the  number  of  communicants  was  four.

This  church,  situated  four  miles  from  Wyandotte,  was  under  my 
parochial  charge  from  the  first  of  June  to  the  first  of  March  following. 

Services  were  held  every  Sundajr  afternoon  in  addition  to  my  serrioes 
at  Wyandotte.  The  congregation  is  a  small  one,  and  the  people  are  not 
able  of  themselves  to  sustain  the  regular  services  of  the  church,  and  as 
the  missionary  money  has  been  witndrawn,  this  parish  togjether  with 
that  at  Wyandotte,  must  be  closed,  or  left  to  the  very  uncertain  ministra- 
tions of  a  lay  reader. 

I  regret  this  for  Trenton,  especially  as  the  people  are  very  desirous  of 
the  pastoral  ministrations  of  an  acceptable  clergyman,  and  are  no  doubt 
willing  to  make  such  sacrifices  as  is  in  their  power  for  that  purpose.  I 
met  with  a  most  cordial  and  hearty  welcome  at  all  times  from  them,  and 
left  them  at  last  with  great  reluctance.  I  have  to  acknowledge  manj  acts 
of  kindness,  both  in  word  and  deed,  and  shall  ever  invoke  theblessmg  of 
God  upon  their  efibrts  to  build  themselves  up  in  a  strong  and  self-sup- 
porting parish. 

My  statistical  returns  are  incomplete,  necessarily  from  the  fact  that  I 
am  now  so  far  away  from  the  parish  and  not  having  access  to  the 
ecords.    My  own  ofiicial  acts  are  all  that  I  can  give.

In  my  report  I  have  not  a  large  amount  of  statistics  to  give.  But  I 
trust  that  I  have  not  been  altogether  unprofitably  employed  in  my  Mis- 
sionary duties  within  my  appointed  field  of  labor.  I  have  at  present 
three  points  at  which  Divine  service  is  performed  and  the  gospel 
preached  to  attentive  congregations  in  Lawrence,  Hartford  and  Lawton. 
Besides  which  I  have  preached  three  times  in  Paw  Paw  (one  of  which 
was  at  a  funeral)  and  twice  in  Homer.  At  Lawton,  the  prospects  of  the 
church  are  quite  encouraging.  There  are  several  communicants  at 
each  of  the  stations;  but  not  sufficient  to  justify  organizing  parishes  at 
present.  As  soon  however  as  the  prospects  of  permanency  will  Justify 
the  measure,  I  intend  to  organize  parishes  at  Lawrence  and  Lawton. 
I  have  also  visited  the  thriving  village  of  Decatur,  where  I  was  told 
that  a  few  weeks  before,  quite  a  favorable  feeling  prevailed  towards 
establishing  the  church  in  that  growing  town.  But  not  being  able  to 
succeed  in  securing  the  services  of  such  a  minister  asthey  judged  suited 
to  their  wants,  the  project  was  given  up,  and  another  denomination 
had  taken  the  ground.    But  even  now,  could  a  young  and  active  Mis- 
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sionsT  be  sent  there,  he  would  in  all  probability  establish  a  good  parish. 
At  other  points  in  the  county,  there  are  church  people  who  would  re- 
joice to  welcome  a  missionary,  but  who  are  too  few  and  far  between  to 
omnize  into  parishes.

REPORT  OP  THE  SOUTHERN  CONVOCATION. 
3b  the  Might  Beverend  the  BUhop  af  the  JHoceae  c^  Wchigan: 

In  accordance  with  the  XI.  Canon,  the  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Con- 
Tocation  respectfully  reports : 

That  after  the  discontinuance  of  the  meetings  of  this  body  for  some 
years,  the  following  ministers,  viz:  Revs.  H.  Safford,  J.  A.  Staunton, 
William  Charles,  and  J.  W.  Ray,  met  at  Trinity  Church,  Three  Rivers, 
on  June  25, 1867.  Nothing  further  was  attempted  than  to  re-organize 
and  to  have  the  Church  Services,  with  Addresses,  Sermon  and  the  Holy 
Communion — the  Sermon  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ray.  The  Rector  acted  as 
Moderator,  and  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Kay  was  chosen  Secretary.  A  small  col- 
lection was  taken  for  Missions— care  of  the  Rector. 

On  October  8, 18C7,  the  Convocation  met  in  St,  Mark's,  Cold  water. 
Present,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  and  Revs.  SafFord,  Buckmaster,  Cor- 
son Charles,  Ray,  and  Howard.  The  like  services  with  the  above  were 
held,  and  the  Bishop  confirmed  thirty -one  persons.  A  small  collection 
was  taken  and  given  to  Rev.  Mr.  Charles  for  his  church  building  at 
Three  Rivers.  A  most  interesting  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop 
on  the  subject  of  confirmation  ;  another,  before  the  Communion,  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Charles,  and  Addresses  were  given  during  Convocation,  by 
most  of  the  Clergy  present. 

On  January  14  18C8,  Convocation  met  at  St.  Peter*s,  Hillsdale.  Pre- 
sent, the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop,  and  Revs.  Safford,  Corson,  Huson,  Buckmas- 
ter, Ray,  and  Charles,  Addresses  were  given,  after  evening  services,  by 
several  of  the  Clergy.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Peters  was  present  the  second  day  to 
attend  a  fbneral,  on  which  occasion  the  Rector  preached  the  sermon.  In 
the  evening  of  the  second  day  the  Bishop  preached  the  same  able  ser- 
mon as  above  noted,  and  confirmed  some  ten  persons.  A  small  collec- 
tion was  taken  for  Missions,  going  into  the  hands  of  Rev.  Mr.  Charles 
for  his  church  building.  On  the  third  day.  the  Holy  Communion  was 
celebrated.  Rev.  Mr.  Peters  of  Detroit,  giving  the  introductory  dis- 
course. 

On  Wednesday  of  Easter  "Week,  April  15,  1868,  Convocation  met  in 
Trinity  Church,  Monroe.  Present,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop.  Revs.  Saf- 
ford, Corson,  Charles,  (removed  to  Pontiac)  Buckmaster,  Lyster,  and 
Ray ;  and  by  invitation,  present  from  Detroit,  Revs.  Dr.  Aitkin  and 
Paddock.    The  church  having  lately  been  burned,  the  meetings  were 
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held  in  the  Court  House.    The  loss  to  the  Parish  of  their  chnroh  was  a 
prominent  topic  of  remark  in  the  addresses.    Communion  Sermon  was, 
preached  by  Rev.  Mr.  Lyster,  and  by  request,  sermon  for  the  Bishop" 
before  Confirmation,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Paddock.    Six  persons  were  confirmea. 
and  a  collection  taken  during  the  Conyocation,  for  Missions— care  of  the 
Rector.

In  conformity  with  the  Vlllth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  reports  the  acts  of 
the  Committee  since  the  last  annual  convention,  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  organized  on  the  10th  of  July.  1867,  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Wilson,  President,  and  Charles  C.  Trowbridge, 
Secretary. 

On  the  same  day,  the  Committee  signed  their  consent  to  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  Rev.  John  Freeman  Young,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
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of  Florida,  and  Rey  Francis  M.  Whittle,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of  Vireinia. 

On  the  26th  Jiilj,  the  Committee  gave  their  consent  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  new  Pansh  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  to  be  called  Grace  Church 
Parish. 

On  the  llth  November,  1867,  the  Committee  si^ed  their  consent  to 
the  consecration  of  the  Rev.  John  Watrous  Beckwith,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Oeorgia. 

On  the  10th  December,  1867,  the  Committee  recommended  Mr.  Emil 
^bnltz  to  be  admitted  a  candidate  for  Priest's  orders,  and  on  the  same 
day  they  recommended  Mr.  William  R.  Tillinghast  to  be  ordained  Deacon. 

On  the  14th  April,  1868,  the  Committee  signed  their  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  William  Henry  Augustus  BLssell,  D.  D., 
as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Vermont. 

On  the  same  day  they  recommended  Mr.  Edward  West  Flower  to  be 
admitted  a  candidate  for  Deacon's  orders. 

On  the  26th  May,  1868,  the  Committee  recommended  Mr.  George 
Washington  Wilson  to  be  admitted  a  candidate  for  Deacon^s  orders.

REPORT  OF  ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL. 


I%e  HL  Bev,  &  A,  McOotkry,  D.  D.,  D.  a  L,  : 

The  General  Convention  at  its  last  session  passed  a  canon  requiring 
all  Church  Colleges,  Church  Schools,  and  Church  Hospitals,  Orphan 
Asylums,etc.,  to  make  report  to  the  Bishop  at  each  Diocesan  Convention. 

Regarding  this  canon  as  most  beneficial  in  its  tendency,  and  trusting 
to  see  it  everywhere  obeyed  in  the  Church,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  re- 
port the  condition  and  prospects  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  Church 
Home,  of  the  cit^  of  Detroit,  to  which  some  reference  was  made  in  the 
diocesan  convention  journal  of  1866. 

The  association  may  now  be  regarded  as  established  in  its  character 
and  work.  It  is  managed  by  fifteen  Trustees,  who  are  chosen  as  nearly 
as  practicable  from  all  the  parishes  in  Detroit,  and  whose  operations  are 
carried  on  by  Executive  Committees  of  ladies  and  gentlemen.  Very 
great  harmony  has  characterized  the  administrations,  and  the  necessary 
means  have  been  contributed  principally  by  St.  Paul's,  Christ's  and  St. 
John's  parishes.  Dr.  Zina  Pitcher,  Physician  and  Surgeon;  Dr.  Henry  W. 
Lyster,  Assistant  Ph^rsician  and  Surgeon ;  Dr.  Farrand,  and  Dr.  Fletcher 
have  been  incessant  in  their  watchful  care  over  the  invalids  of  the 
Home  ;  and  Dr.  Pitcher  has  made  a  valuable  gift  to  the  medical  de- 
partment. The  receipts  for  the  current  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing 18  April,  1868,  were  12,276  58,  and  the  disbursement  of  that  de- 
partment $1,817  44.  The  association  owns  8  1-2  acres  of  land  between 
Fort  St.  and  Detroit  River,  adjoining  the  city  and  accessible  by  street 
railway,  valued  at  about  $15,0110.  Upon  this  land  it  is  proposed  to  erect 
the  present  year  the  first  of  a  j^roup  of  edifices  which  will  ultimately 
be  required  to  carry  out  the  design  of  the  association.  The  proposed 
building  will  be  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  accommodate  forty  or  fifty 
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inyalids  and  aged  persons.  The  estimated  cost  will  be  $25,000,  inclnding 
feiiciiig[,  ftimaoes,  et&,towards  which  there  Is  in  the  treasury  about  $5,000. 
Sabflcnptions  haye  lately  been  made  for  as  much  more,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  whole  sum  necessary  will  be  made  up  in  time  to  keep  the  work 
in  progress.  If  not,  the  work  will  be  suspended,  as  the  Trustees  haye 
resolyed  not  to  incur  a  debt.  There  is  now  a  debt  of  $6,000  upon  the 
land,  towards  which  subscriptions  haye  recently  been  obtained  to  the 
extent  of  $3,500,  and  the  committee  haye  no  doubt  of  success  in  pro- 
curing the  remainder.  The  terms  of  admission  are  yery  low,  and  may 
be  complied  with  by  indiyiduals,  churches  or  Sunday  schools  in  behalf 
of  those  proposed  as  recipients  of  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital.  During 
the  past  year  nineteen  persons  haye  been  receiyed  in  the  Home  and 
Hospital,  and  at  present  there  are  ten,  which  number  cannot  bejexceeded 
with  the'present  accommodations.  Although  intended  primarily  as  a 
Church  Mome  for  the  sick  and  a«;ed  of  our  own  Communion,  we  haye 
gladly  admitted  sufferers  from  other  Christian  bodies)  and  indeed  with- 
out any  other  claim  than  that  of  sickness  and  want,  and  the  blessinn 
which  have  been  bestowed  for  such  relief  obtained,  haye  well  repaid  the 
membera  of  the  association  for  all  the  outlay  of  time  and  money  and 
sympathy. 

"We  desire,  dear  sir,  to  inyoke  through  y«u  the  sympathy  and  material 
aid  of  the  members  of  our  Communion  throughout  the  diocese.  The 
strongest  and  the  richest  among  them  may  to-morrow  be  among  the 
weakest  and  poorest,  and  at  least  their  children  and  grand-children 
may  knock  at  our  door  for  relief.  We  pray  that  all  who  haye  expe- 
rienced God*s  blessing  upon  their  business  pursuits, would  reflect  that  in 
no  way  oould  their  thousands  or  hundreds  or  fifties  be  better  inyested 
than  in  the  stock  of  our  Church  Home.  Such  a  proyision  against  the 
casualties  of  life  commends  itself  to  the  attention  of  eyery  Christian 
man  and  woman,  and  we  hope  its  consideration  may  moye  the  hearts 
of  those  who  Uye  in  ceiled  houses,  as  well  as  those  of  eyery  other  rank 
in  life,  to  come  to  our  aid  at  the  present  time.

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TITLE  I.-CAJNON  Xn.-GENBRAL  REGULATIONS  OF  MINISTERS, 

AND  THEIR  DUTIES. 

§  I.  [1.]  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minister 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  deliv- 
ered, to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to 
this  effect: 

We,  the  Charch  Wardens,  (or,  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  We,  the 
Rector  and  CSiarch  Wardens.)  do  certify  to  the  Right  Rev.  (naming  the 
Bishop,)  or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Oommlttee,) 
that  (naming  the  person,)  has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  (or  Assistant  Minis- 
ter, as  the  case  may  be,)  of  (naming  the  Parish  or  C3iarch.) 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

g  n.  No  Minister,  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary  Dis- 
trict to  another,  shall  ofllciate  as  the  Rector,  Stated  Minister,  or  Assis- 
tant Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  District 
to  which  he  removes,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following  .* — 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev.  A B has  been  canonioally  trana- 

ferred  to  my  Jorisdiotion,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regular  standing. 

CANONS  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OP  MICHIQAN-X.  OP  VACANT  CHURCHES. 

§  I.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

§  n.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such 
vacant  Parishes  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus  supplied,  to  defray 
all  the  expenses  incidental  to  such  occasional  services. 

TITLB  II.-CANON  XII.-GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

§  L  A  Communicant  removing  firom  one  Parish  to  another,  shall 
procure  from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or, 
if  there  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  stating 
that  he  or  she  is  a  communicant  in  good  standing ;  and  the  Rector  of 
the  Parish  or  Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removes,  shall  not  be 
required  to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  communicant  until  such  letter  be 
produced.*

Vin.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  to  lay  it  on  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  or  to  a 
certain  time ;  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  and  motions  for  either  of 
these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  A 
motion  to  adjourn  and  a  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  always  be  in 
order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

IX.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  at  the  same 
annual  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent ;  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of  the 
majority  on  the  prior  decision.

Two  Miadonary  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year,  in  accor- 
dmoe  with  the  resolution  of  the  Convention;  the  first  at  Niles  and 
the  second  at  Adrian.  These  meetings,  which  brought  together  a  good- 
ly number  of  the  clergy,  are  believed  to  have  awakened  considerable 
interest  and  the  discussion  of  missionary  topics  by  the  clergy,  especially 
in  their  inlbrmal  meetings,  was  found  to  be  more  profitable  to  them  and 
more  interesting  to  the  congregation  that  attended,  than  set  speeches 
prepared  beforehand. 

At  the  last  Convention  a  considerable  sum  was  lying  idle  in  the 
treasQxy  in  consequence  of  the  diflculty  of  obtaining  missionaries  for 
several  vacant  Adds.  We  have  no  such  embarrassment  to  report  at  this 
time.  The  treasury  is  well  nigh  exhausted,,  the  demand  for  Missionaries 
grows  more  and  more  pressing,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
tbtt  twice  the  sum  heretofore  expended  annually,  could  now  be  appro- 
priated to  great  advantage. 
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So  fiur  as  the  efforts  of  the  Missionary  Committee  could,  with  pro- 
priety, be  directed  to  arousing  the  parishes  to  a  Just  sense  of  thdr  re- 
sponsibility in  respect  to  the  work  of  Missions,  they  have  been  so 
directed.  Erery  argument  which  they  could  urge  has  been  brought 
forward  in  their  reports  of  former  years,  and  they  have  begged  and  en- 
treated the  parishes  to  adopt  and  pursue  some  systematic  plan  of  contri- 
butions for  church  work,  including  missions.  That  the  Committee  have 
not  been  more  successftd  is  a  source  of  pain  and  grief  to  themselYes, 
and  ought  to  be  a  cause  of  shame  and  mortification  to  the  members  of 
our  church  who  so  little  heed  the  iigunctions  of  their  Divine  Master  to 
"go  into  all  nations  and  teach  them,"  the  truths  of  his  blessed  goq;>eL

the  same,  with  as  much  care  as  was  practicable,  without  delaying  their 
report  to  a  subsequent  conyention.  From  the  reports  made  at  previous 
conventions,  it  appears  that  from  the  time  the  Bishop  resigned  the  Rector- 
ship of  Bt  Paul's,  Detroit,  in  1868,  the  convention  has  animaUy  appropri- 
ated for  his  support  the  sum  of  $8,000,  which  sum  has  been  regularly  paid 
to  him  in  advance,  monthly,  by  the  Treasurer,  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  ; 
that  by  the  generous  donations  of  various  parishes  in  the  dty  of  Detroit, 
aided  by  a  few  subscriptions  outside,  an  Episcopal  residence,  eligibly

kxitedand  worth  an  annaal  rental  of  from  ten  to  fifteen  hundred  dollars, 
wisMcnred  to  the  Diocese  in  1866,  and  that  from  that  time,  the  use  of 
dils  rendence  has  been  fhrnished  to  the  Bishop  free  from  rent,  all  taxes, 
iiwnnmce  and  repidrs  having  been  in  the  meantime  paid  by  the  Diocese. 
Tbe  proYiflion  thus  made  was  supposed  to  be  a  fiiir  and  suitable  one  at 
the  time,  and  from  the  best  information  of  the  committee,  is  iWy  equal 
tothesdaries  paid  to  either  of  the  Western  Bishops,  unless  it  be  in 
Ohio,  as  to  which  we  are  not  hiformed. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  these  &cts,  were  it  probable  that  the  yarious 
parishea  would  bear  the  necessary  increased  assessment,  without  com- 
plaint,  your  committee  would  fed  less  embamasment  upon  this  question! 
hut  we  fed  compelled  in  this  connection  to  take  cognizance  of  the  &ct 
that  in  order  to  carry  on  effectiTdy  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese 
ereii  on  its  present  footing  and  without  increasing  it,  a  large  addition 
musil  be  made  to  our  present  pledges,  and  that  this  increased  amount 
SNUt  be  paid  if  we  would  sustain  the  honor  of  the  Church  and  the  cause 
of  Christ  Under  such  drcumstanoes  and  with  the  existing  stringency  in 
money  matters,  the  committee  cannot  but  fed  that  it  would  be  unwisely 
hazarding  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  to  ask  an  increase  of 
from  38  to  07  per  cent  upon  the  present  assessment  of  the  parishes,  in 
order  to  raise  the  Bishop's  salary  one  or  two  thousand  dollars  higher. 
In  the  present  condition  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  only  about  $2,100  can 
be  retlized  to  apply  upon  the  salary,  the  balance  of  three  thousand  be- 
ing paid  by  assessment,  hence  any  increase  of  this  saUry  necessarily 
compds  an  equal  increase  of  the  assessments  upon  the  parishes,  a  result 
tiiat  would  be  quite  sure,  as  the  committee  beUeye,  to  create  serious  dis- 
■itifllkction. 

Th^  therefore  return  this  matter  to  the  convention  with  such  a 

recommendation  as  th^  hope  may  accomplish  the  much  desired  end— 

which  is,  that  in  addition  to  the  present  salary  of  the  Bishop  the 

oonyentkm  shall  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  per 

annum,  to  be  paid  to  the  Diocesan  for  traveling  expenses,  in  lieu  of  the 

former  insulfident  provision  made  by  resolution  of  convention  by  which 

the  Parishes  were  required  to  defray  his  expenses  at  each  visitation  of 

the  fiishopb    All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  committee  on  Christian  Education  would  respectftilly  report, 
that  a  deep  feeling  of  the  importance  of  Christian  Education,  properly 
80  caDed  pervades  the  Diooe^  without  doubt ;  but  at  present  does  not 
seem  to  go  beyond  the  point  which  it  has  reached  several  times  before, 
to  wit :  the  mundaHon  of  its  importance.  The  need  of  a  Diocesan  Church 
School  for  girls  has  not  lessened  by  the  progress  of  time,  yet  the  fonnda- 
tion  of  such  an  institution  is  apparently  no  nearer  its  accomplishment ; 
and,  b^ond  this  we  are  forced  to  chronicle  the  giving  up  of  the  Penin 
InsUtate  at  Marshall,  which  might  have  been  developed  into  a  most  im- 
portant general  aid  to  this  great  work,  had  it  received  the  patronage 
which  was  to  be  expected.  At  present  the  only  effort  to  provide  a 
Church  School  in  this  Diocese  is  being  made  at  Fenton,  and  this  is  in 
its  commencement  Nor  does  the  subject  of  parochial  schools  seem 
more  highly  estimated  in  piactioe,  than  of  those  of  a  higher  sort,  for 
several  that  were  in  progress  have  been  given  up. 

The  lUlore  of  the  meUiods  hitherto  in  use  to  promote  Christian 

Bducationin  this  Diocese,  indicates  either  an  indiffisrenoe,  which  we  are 

unwilling  to  bdieve  really  exists ;  or,  the  necessity  of  an  eniirdy  differ- 

aU  9ff9Um  to  promote  this  conlSassedly  all-important  work.    ^^Fa»  eet  ah 

kod$  doeerV*    Assodatlons  of  Christian  men  and  of  Christian  women 

for  the  work  of  education,  may  be  the  true  solution  for  this  practical 

question,  as  it  is  seen  to  be  the  true  method  in  the  Christian  work  of 

taking  care  of  the  sick  in  hospitals,  and  of  the  poor  in  Church  Homes. 

When  Christians  exhibit  the  self  devotion  of  the  earlier  ages,  we  shall 

see  the  corresponding  results,  and  not  before.

In  his  opinion,  the  only  practicable  ^y  for  the  Diocese,  in  its  ozganic 
capacity,  to  succeed  in  promoting  Cliristian  Education,  is  to  encourage  and 
foster  providential  beginnings,  rather  than  to  attempt  the  difficult  task 
of  founding  ds  nono.  In  keeping  with  this  conTiction,  he  would  there- 
fore recommend  a  policy  for  adoption,  which  may  be  roughly  sketched 
as  follows: 

Ist.  The  election  by  this  Convention  of  three  Trustees  who  shall 
liave  charge  of  the  Diocesan  Educational  Fund,  which  shall  be  used 
from  time  to  time  for  promoting  the  work  of  building,  or  for  creating 
an  endowment,  as  the  contributors  to  said  fUnd  shall  elect,  and  at  such 
places  as  they  shall  elect ;  or,  in  case  there  be  no  direction  in  the  matter, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees. 

2d.  The  appointment  of  an  agent  who  shall  spend  his  entire  time 
in  soliciting  subscriptions  to  this  ftmd  throughout  the  Diocese. 

By  acting  upon  this  plan,  and  fflourting,  of  course,  proper  condi- 
tions of  the  different  places  where  it  may  be  proposed  to  be  given  out,  the 
Diocese  will  be  sure  to  make  some  progress  in  the  great  work  which  so 
loudly  calls  for  a  practical  exhibition  of  your  interest ;  at  the  same  time 
it  will  be  guarded  from  the  danger  of  sinidng  capital  in  fruitiess  oflbrtfi.

He  ihaH  also  collect 
and  preaery  e  such  materials  as  can  be  obtained  relatiye  to  the  hiatoij  of 
the  Diocese,  and  of  particular  parishes,  and  ahall  catalogue  and  qliBrify 
all  books,  documents  and  papers^  so  as  to  make  their  contenta  aocesiible 
for  reference. 

m.  He  shall  also  keep  a  book  containing  a  record  of  all  consecra- 
tions of  Churches,  of  all  ordinations,  of  all  sMitences  and  acts  of  dfliK>- 
sition  fbr  c^enses  in  the  Diocese,  of  all  admissiona  and  dlsmlsssli  of 
clergy  into  or  fh>m  the  Diocese,  and  of  all  deaths  of  clergy  belonging 
thereto. 

He  shall  annually  report  to  the  Conrention,  showing,  ifith 
such  details  as  may  seem  expedient,  the  concUtion  of  the  collections  in

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For  the  last  few  years,  I  have  been  obliged  to  oommence 
the  reoord  of  my  labors,  with  a  notice  of  thelo88,bydeatiif  of  Bomeone 
of  our  Clergy. 

THE  LATB  BBT.  D.  T.  OBINHBLL,  D.  D. 

A  few  weeks  preceding  our  last  annual  meeting,  we  lost  our  belored 
and  eyer-to-be-remembered  OrinnelL  The  suddenness  of  bis  death, 
and  the  shodc  it  gaye  to  us  all,  and  particularly  to  myself  unfitted  me 
to  notice  our  sad  berearement  in  such  a  manner  and  in  such  terms  as 
he  deserved.  While  time  has  chastened  and  subdued  our  feeUngSi  it 
has,  in  no  respect  lessened  the  sense  of  our  loss.  He  was  particularly 
near  to  me,  as  he  spent  more  than  a  year  of  his  preparation  for  Orders 
under  my  supervision,  and  received  at  my  hands  the  Diaconate  and  the 
Priesthood.  I  directed  him  to  his  first  and  only  Parish ;  and,  through* 
out  his  ministry,  he  was  the  kind,  confiding,  submisdve  Presbyter,  and 
the  feithftd  and  devoted  Mend.  As  his  character  and  labors  baTe 
been  so  truly  described  in  the  Records  of  the  Church,  and  as  his  mem- 
ory lives,  in  all  its  fireshness,  in  the  hearts  of  those  to  whom  he  ndnia- 
tered  in  holy  things,  I  only  Join  my  appreciation  of  his  worth,  and  the 
deep  sense  of  my  loss  as  his  Bishop  and  friend,  to  the  mournful  page 
which  commemorates  the  grief  of  the  Diocese. 

THB  LAXB  BSV.  OBOEGB  O.  BACHMAlf. 

Another  has  iUlen  rinoe  we  last  met,  the  Rev.  Geoige  O.  Bachman. 
He  departed  this  life  in  April,  in  the  sweet  assurance  of  an  entrance 
into  Paradise,  to  await  a  Joyful  resurrection.  He  was  a  man  of  singular 
purity  and  zeaL  He  brought  all  his  energies  of  body  and  mind  to  the 
work  his  Master  had  given  him  to  do.  Weariness  and  toil  and  priva- 
tion were  chaerfhlly  endured.  The  poor  and  the  destitute  werethe  partic- 
ular oljeets  of  his  care,  and  the  waste  places  of  the  land  the  spots  in 
which  he  loved  to  labor.  In  connection  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chaphi,  I 
performed  the  last  sad  offices  in  committing  his  body  to  the  earth,  and 
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UuBked  God  tbftt  behad  escaped  from  the  pains  and  sorrows  of  a  frame 
worn  out  in  bis  Master's  serrioe,  and  had  exchanged  them  for  a  life 
which  taowB  no  weariness  and  no  decay.

inth  tliia  brief  notice  of  God's  i*hairtftning  hand«  and  of  theadmo- 
nitlon  it  girea  na,  to  be  acttre  and  diligent  in  the  cause  of  oar  Lord,  and 
to  be  ready  to  giye  an  aoooont  of  onr  Btewardahip,  we  turn  to  the  many 
eridencea  of  the  poaitiTe  blessings  we  have  received  at  His  hand.  The 
year  baa  pansed  in  harmony  and  peace.  There  appears  to  be  but  one 
heart  and  mind  in  the  Diocese— no  departure  from  the  good  old  paths 
~no  introduction  of  any  novelties  to  disturb  us^—no  party  organiza- 
tional but  a  firm  adherence  to  every  law  of  the  Church,  and  a  fidthftil 
exhibition  of  "the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus."  Where  vacancies  have 
ooonrred  by  the  removal  of  some  who  had  long  and  ikithftilly  labored 
with  na,  these  have  been  fiUed,  and  but  few  Parishes  are  unsupplied. 
I  have  never  had  so  many  applications  from  some  of  the  best  and  ablest 
Clergymen  of  the  Church,  to  cast  in  their  lot  with  us,  and  aid  us  in  ex- 
tending the  Kingdom  of  Christ  The  difficulty  has  been,  that  we  have 
nol  a  aoitable  provision  for  the  support  of  men  with  Ikmflies  in  our 
Miasinfiary  Stations.  Eight  or  ten  young  men  could  be  well  sustained, 
and  I  hope  that,  during  the  year,  some  of  these  promising  fields  will  be 
oocnpied. 

nrABiLiTT  TO  visrr  flaobs. 

If  I  had  been  able  to  meet  the  expense,  I  should  have  visited  every 
point  in  the  Diocese,  in  which  there  is  a  probability  of  organizing  and 
inalainiwg  a  Pariah.  As  it  is,  I  have  to  confine  my  labors  to  the  old  and 
settled  Parishes  which  can  be  reached  through  the  kind  aid  extended  to 
me bjtbe  Railroads.  IfIcou]dhaveaooompUshedit,Ithinkthat,bythe 
Wesiing  of  Ctod,  I  could  have  greatly  increased  not  only  the  number  of 
the  Cteixy»  but  the  strength  of  the  Diocese.  I  can  only  exert  mypelf 
aooofding  to  my  ability,  with  the  hope,  that  the  Diocese  will  awaken  to 
a  asDse  of  its  duty,  and  cheer  the  heart  of  some  one  on  whom  may  rest 
such  ftarAil  responsiUlity . 

JUUU>  OV  CUUBCS  aCUOOLB  ASD  COIIJBOia. 

I  have,  on  Ibrmer  occasions,  drawn  your  attention  to  the  necessity 
of  founding  Christian  Schools  and  Colleges  for  the  education  of  the 
sons  and  dan^ters  of  the  Church.  I  have  been  sadly  discouraged 
and  disappointed  in  reference  to  this  sul^ect.  I  find  that,  in  almost 
every  part  of  tlie  Diocese,  the  various  denominations  have  well-endow- 
ed Institutions  for  this  purpose.  We  have  not  one.  Whether  it  is  the 
better  plan  for  the  Diocese  to  have  such  institutions  under  its  care,  or 
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to  letTe  them  to  the  liberalitj  and  efforts  of  private  oorporatlons^  it  is 
difllciilt  to  determina  My  own  opinion  greatly  leans  to  the  latter,  bat 
with  the  understanding  and  hope,  that  in  every  part  of  the  Diocese  a

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Such  institutions  have  been  commenced  at  FentonvilIe»  through  the 
energy  and  zeal  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fuller.  I  believe  that  sixteen  thousand 
dolltfs  have  been  subscribed  by  citizens  of  that  village  and  neighbor- 
hood. They  are  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  and  it  is  fViUy 
provided  that,  although  disconnected  with  the  Diocese,  and,  in  no  sense 
Diocesan  institutions,  still,  the  whole  teaching  is  to  be  in  accordance  with 
the  principles  of  the  Church.  The  plan  was  a  noble  one,  and  its  sucbesB 
w6ald  have  been  made  certain,  if  a  like  interest  had  been  shown 
throughout  the  Diocese.  The  Trustees  are,  principally  Lajrmen,  mosit- 
ly  citizens  of  the  village ;  practical,  carefbl,  business  men,  and  not  likely 
to  involve  themselves  or  others  in  any  pecuniary  liabilities.  I  do  hope 
that  they  will  succeed  in  this  noble  effort.  If  the  buildings  could  be 
completed,  (it  Ib  only  intended  to  build  according  to  the  means,)  there 
wouki  be  no  difficulty  in  supporting  the  institutions.  The  location  is  a 
very  ihvorable  one,— healthy  and  attractive,  and  the  deepest  interest  is 
fUt  by  many  parents,  in  a  wide  range  of  country,  to  have  such  fiicnitiea 
Ibr  the  education  of  their  sons  and  daughters.  I  do  hope  that  this  effort 
win  not  diare  the  ikte  of  those  Schools,  whose  doors  have  been  dosed 
by  neglect,  and  their  pupils  turned  over  to  the  teaching  and  guafdian> 
ship  of  Rome.  It  is  a  vital  question,  which  is  assuming  a  more  Intense 
interest  every  day,  whether  the  Church  wHl  take  care  of  her  children, 
or  give  them  into  the  hands  of  those  whose  teaching  is  at  war  with  the 
principles  and  standards  of  our  Holy  Faith ;  or  to  those  who  can  accom- 
modate themselves  to  all  cfaxnmistances,  but  with  a  purpose^  that  never 
changes,  to  extend  their  influence  and  power  over  the  pliable  snseepti- 
Ulitles  of  the  young.  It  requires  but  littie  foresight  to  discover  what 
will  be  the  ultimate  results,  if  parents  surrender  their  children  to  such 
gvardlanship.

We  had  good  hopes  that,  by  this  time,  we  should  have  had  such  an 
Institution  in  the  centre  of  the  State.  The  greatest  liberality  had  been 
shown  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  in  which  It  was  to  be  placed.

It  was  with  mingled  feelings  of  sorrow  and  of  Joy  that  I  performed  this 
seryice.  It  called  to  mind  the  happy  associations  of  earlier  days  when 
we  worshipped,  in  the  old  Church,  with  many  who  had  passed  away 
and  entered  into  thdr  rest,— and,  at  the  same  time^  the  most  Joyous  fed- 
ings  at  the  zeal  and  energy  of  their  descendants  and  successorsi  in  giy- 
ing  this  eyidence  of  their  loye  for  the  Church  of  Christ.

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her  life  of  probaiioiiy  had  solemnly  deroted  them  to  the  Church  of 
ChiiBL  Thia  was  done  in  connection  with  the  design  of  one,  whom  she 
had,  kmg  and  fldthfhily  served,  to  unite  with  her  in  the  holy  act.  Prov- 
idential drcomstances  having  prevented  the  accomplishment  of  the 
wish  of  this  person,  it  was  fidthftdly  carried  out  by  two  of  her  sons,  who 
Bberally  supplied  the  ftmds  required  to  complete  the  Church ;  and  it  now 
fltanda,  in  all  its  simplid^  and  beauty,  as  the  Joint  act  of  a  Christian 
hOQsehold,  to  provide  a  House  of  Prayer  for  the  rich  and  poor.

Much  anxiety 
had  been  felt.  In  every  part  of  the  Church,  in  reference  to  this  meeting, 
and  many  prayers  had  gone  up  to  the  great  Mediator  from  many  devout 
lieirts,  that  the  Holy  Spirit  would  incline  the  hearts  of  aU  the  members 
of  this  Coandl  of  the  Church,  to  meet  the  questions,  which  had  dis- 
torlwd  her  peace,  with  firmness  and  in  the  spirit  of  kindness  and  love. 
Hmr,  per]iape»  in  her  history  was  there  such  an  assembln^e,  made  up 
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of  Del^gales  from  every  part  of  the  Churclu  Sectional  bitterneM  and 
strife  had  ceased,  and  the  Church,  in  her  restored  nni^  and  powec,  had 
agun  met  to  carry  fbrward  the  great  work  of  her  Divine  Head.  Witli 
the  utmost  freedom  of  debate  on  aU  the  vexed  questions  presented  for 
oonslderationt  there  was  no  violation  of  Cliristian  courtesy;  afid  the 
legislation  of  the  Church,  the  result  of  these  deliberations,  has  marked 
the  meeting  of  this  Council  as  one  of  the  most  important  in  her  his- 
toiy.  There  was  no*  special  le^;i8lation,  (the  bane  of  all  deliberative 
assemblies,)  but  great  principles  were  recognized  and  established^  which 
by  the  blessing  of  Ood,  will  save  the  Church  from  all  disturbers  of  her 
peace.  There  was  but  one  heart  and  one  voice  in  protecting  the  Prayer 
Book  from  the  hands  of  the  innovator,  and  for  preserving  it  in  Ha  4a- 
t^ri^y  as  handed  down  to  us  from  the  great  Beformen  in  our  Ho^ 
Church.

The  aboye  Report  is  that  of  the  late  Rector  made  out  by  the  War- 
dens from  the  Church  Books.  On  the  1st  of  November,  18IH3,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Royce  resigned  the  rectorship.  For  five  months  the  Church  was 
without  a  pastor.

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In  presenting  "  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of 
the  Parish,"  it  becomes  necessary  for  mo  to  state,  that  I  have  experienced 
mnch  difficolty  in  making  out  the  foregoing  Report,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  indudes  the  ministerial  acts  of  my  predecessor  and  others,  and  a 
period  of  foor  months,  during  which  the  services  were  supplied  main- 
ly by  lay-reading.  The  Church  has  been  open  every  Sunday.  Of  the 
occasional  offices,  ^w  marriages  were  solemnized  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Ray, 
and  ant  by  the  Rev.  H.  Safford.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ray  officiated  at  three 
burials ;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Safford  at  (mt;  and  the  Burial  Service  was  read 
once  by  our  venerable  Senior  Warden. 

I  can  arrive  at  no  very  accurate  account  of  "Public  Services"  until 
Quinquagesima  Sunday,  when,  in  response  to  an  unanimous  reiterated 
invitation  firom  the  Wardens,  Vestrymen,  and  congregation,  I  took  the 
charge  of  this  Parish,  and  accordmgly  report  only  such  Public  Services 
as  have  been  performed  by  myselfl 

The  Parish  Register  has  been  re-arranged,  and  now  presents,  in  a 
more  orderly  and  systematic  shape,  a  complete  view  of  all  important 
&ct8  as  required  by  the  Canon ;  and,  thus,  having  a  perfect  record,  I 
can  hope  that  I  may,  with  a  greater  degree  of  satisfkction,  be  able  to 
attend  to  my  pastoral  duties  among  my  flock,  and  become  better 
acquainted  with  the  spiritual  relation  of  each  individual  to  the  Parish, 
'^llie  Ladles*  Church  Aid  Society"  has  been  re-organized;  and,  as  an 
evidence  of  the  zeal  and  interest  felt  and  manifested  by  its  members,  the 
entire  liquidation  of  the  Church  Debt  since  Easter,  and  the  inception  of 
a  *' Parsonage  Fund"  are  among  some  of  the  most  pleasing  results. 
The  Pariah  is,  in  all  its  departments,  united,  harmonious,  and  zealous  in 
all  good  works,  and,  evidently  we  are  increasing  in  numbers,  and,  we 
hope,  are  being  blessed  with  increased  spirituality.  The  average  atten- 
dance at  the  Holy  Communion,  since  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  on  nint 
occasions  has  been  jl/ty/  on  the  other  previous^  occasion  forty-tiiz; 
and,  on  the  vihoie  nms^T  forty-nine.  The  largest  number  since  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Parish,  in  1848,  was  on  last  Easter-Day,  when  Mventy- 
MMn,  were  partakers  of  the  most  comfortable  Sacrament  All  the  bap- 
tisms and  confirmations  reported  have  taken  place  since  Quinquagesima 
Sonday.  A  class  of  candidates  will  shortly  be  formed  for  thorough  in- 
struction. 

The  Sunday  School  Library  has,  through  the  instrumentality  of  a 
lady  of  the  Parish,  an  invalid,  received  an  addition  of  fifty  volumes,  and 
the  Rector  has  organized  a  Parish  Library  with  one  hundred  volumes 
as  a  loan  from  his  own  library  to  form  a  nucleus  for  a  proper  supply  of 
Church  Literature  among  the  people  of  his  charge.  The  account  of 
Offerings  may  be  considered  as  a  most  encouraging  assurance  that  the 
members  of  the  Parish  are  realizing  that  alms-giving  is  an  essential  part 
of  true  worship,  and  the  fruits  of  a  living  faith  in  Christ,  which  may, 
with  our  prayers  be  a  memorial  and  acceptable  sacrifice  to  Qod. 

I  have  no  other  extra  duty  to  report,  except  that  connected  with  my 
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attendance  at  the  Diocesan  Missionary  meetings  held  at  Adrian  on  the 
2l8t  and  22d  of  April,  and  in  the  closing  exercises  at  the  recent  dyic 
commemoration  of  the  decoration  of  the  Soldiers*  Graves.

I  entered  upon  the  Rectorship  of  this  Parish  the  first  Sunday  in 
September,  1808,  and  this  report  covers  not  alone  the  period  of  my  in- 
cumbency, but  the  fiuthflil  services  performed  by  my  predecessor,  from 
the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  until  his  resignation,  which  took  effect  in 
August  last  The  Mission  Sunday  School  organized  in  May,  1868,  has 
exceeded  our  most  sanguine  expectations,  and  a  good  congregation  has 
attended  the  services  held  by  me  on  each  Sunday  afternoon.  The  field  is 
entirely  a  missionary  one,  and  the  Parish  have  undertaken  entirely  by 
themselves  to  support  a  Clergyman,  who  will  devote  his  time  to  build- 
ing up  a  Parish  in  that  rapidly  growing  part  of  the  city,  and  hope  soon 
to  secure  a  permanent  and  more  commodious  place  of  worship. 
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I  have  omdated  in  my  tarn,  on  Sandajre  and  Thnrsdays  in  the  after- 
noon, at  8t.  Lake's  Hospital,  and  have  administered  the  Holy  Common 
ion  there  once  in  private,  and  once  in  public.

On  the  8d  of  April,  1860,  a  Parish  was  organized,  with 
tlie  s^le  of  6t  Stephen's  Chnrch,  Detroit  The  chnrch  edifice  was  for- 
maOy  opened  for  Divine  Service  on  the  fifth  Snnday  after  Baster.  Morn- 
ing and  evening  prayer  and  a  Sunday  School  are  had,  on  every  Lord's 
Day,  within  its  walls.  The  organization  of  St.  Stephen's  is  so  recent 
that  statistics  would  be  prematura  The  clerical  acts  of  the  Missionaiy, 
during  the  past  year,  were  placed,  for  convenience  sake,  on  the  records 
of  Qrtoe  Church,  and  will  be  reported  accordbigly.

The  Rector  of  this  Parish  took  charge  on  the  1st  Sunday  after  Easter, 
the  Parish  haying  been  without  a  head  for  about  six  months,  and  hav- 
ing Bofiered  many  things  during  that  time.  The  Hector,  therefore,  has 
not  been  able  to  make  a  complete  report  for  the  year,  financially,  or 
otherwise,  but  for  the  last  two  months  the  report  is  full 

The  church  building  has  been  enlarged  and  repaired,  and  in  many 
ways  beautified.  These  repairs  are  only  of  a  temporary  character.  The 
hope  is  entertained  that  in  a  few  years  a  new  church  may  take  the  place 
of  the  old  one.  Indeed  there  is  great  necessity  for  a  larger  church  now. 
By  last  year's  report  there  were  sixty-two  communicants.  Since  Easter 
there  have  been  admitted  and  received  seventeen  to  communion,  and  yet 
the  Rector  cannot  report  more  than  fifty-six  at  this  time.

The  Rector  has  had  flerenl  serrioes  at  Woodvine,  and  one  in  Stock- 
bridge.  This  report  in  nearly  all  its  details  goes  hack  only  to  the  first 
day  of  XoTemher,  1868L  The  diminution  in  the  nnmber  of  fiunilies  and 
commonicants  is  due  to  a  careftil  reTiaion  of  the  Msta  Sereral  of  the 
families,  no  longer  reckoned  as  members  of  this  Parish,  are  connected 
with  the  Parish  at  Stockbridge. 

It  is  hoped,  that,  by  Gk>d's  blessing,  St  Paul*s  Parish,  now,  as  in  the 
past,  so  united  and  vigorous,  will  grow  up  into  a  structure  worthy  of 
the  foundation  laid  so  broad  and  deep,  and  with  such  marked  wisdom 
by  him,  who  has  been  called  to  his  reward.  A  neat  and  commodious 
Chapel,  for  Sunday  School  and  week-day  services,  is  rapidly  drawin|^ 
toward  completion,  and  the  lot,  adjoining  that  on  which  the  Chnrcfa 
stands,  has  been  secured  for  a  Rectory. 

By  the  cordial  and  fidthftil  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  Psr- 
ish,  through  a  Parish  Guild,  three  lOssion  Sunday  Schools,  in  remote 
parts  of  the  city,  and  one  at  the  WoodyUle  Coal  Mine ;  two  Sewing 
Schools,  with  an  aggregate  of  ninety  pupils ;  and  a  Mother's  Meeting, 
have  been  firmly  established.  It  is  proper  to  mention,  here,  that  the 
Parish  has  recently  lost,  by  death,  one  of  its  oldest  and  most  valued 
members,  Mrs.  Emily  Marion,  who,  just  previous  to  her  departure  in 
peace,  gave,  unconditionaUy,  a  very  liberal  portion  of  her  property  to 
the  Church.  Two  other  devoted  Parishioners  have  each  set  apart  a  lot 
of  land  for  religious  purposes.  ^ 

The  opportunity  is  gladly  taken,  in  closing  this  report,  to  express 
his  deep  gratitude  for  the  varied  tokens  of  generous  confidence  and 
warm  love,  as  comforting  and  cheering  as  they  have  been  unexpected 
and  undeserved,  which  have  made  it  almost  impossible  for  the  present 
Rector  and  his  family  to  realize,  that  they  came  among  an  afiecUonate 
and  forbearing  people  entire  strangers.

With  a  view  to  the  erection  of  a  larger  and  more  suitable  Church 
edifice,  and  also  a  Rectory,  an  eligible  site  has  been  selected,  the  pur- 
chase of  which  is  about  to  be  completed. 

The  Rector  has  officiated  occasionally,  as  heretofcMre,  at  the  Reform 
School,  Sunday  afternoons.  He  also  performed,  in  turn  with  others,  the 
duty  of  Chaplain  at  the  meetings  of  the  Legishiture  during  the  Session. 
Services  have  been  held  without  the  Parish,  at  Mason,  Leslie,  and  Wa- 
consta.  It  was  the  first  time  that  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  had  yis- 
ited  the  two  last  iiamed  places.  At  Waconsta  there  are  several  commu- 
nicants, and  many  who  seem  much  interested  in  the  services.  At  Leslie, 
although  there  are  but  two  or  three  members  of  the  Church,  such  is  the 
interest  already  awakened,  that  several  hundred  dollars  have  been  sub- 
scribed for  the  erection  of  a  church  edifice.

This  congregation  through  the  past  year  has  been  slowly  improv- 
ing. Our  Sunday  School  is  still  interesting,  and  requires  a  mnch  more 
extensive  library  than  we  have  been  enabled  to  fUmish  them.  The 
Teachers  have  generally  been  prompt  and  attentive,  and  the  school 
gives  us  much  encouragement. 

Soon  after  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  with  the  advice  of  oar 
Diocesan,  services  were  suspended  at  Lowell,  as  the  enconige- 
ment  was  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  expectation  that  a  Parish 
could  be  organized  there  at  the  present  time. 

During  the  past  Conventional  year,  I  have  spent  several  Sundays 
at  Portland,  a  thriving  village  in  the  south-east  comer  of  Ionia  county, 
where  I  found  several  members  of  our  Church  and  much  interest  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Church  there,  and  I  also  baptized  three 
children  there.  This  place,  connected  with  Lyons  or  Pewamo,  would 
be  an  ample  field  for  an  active  Missionary. 

I  have  also  held  several  services  in  Lyons,  and  baptized  two  adults 
there,  and  there  are  those  there  who  are  very  anxious  to  have  the 
Church  once  more  established  in  their  vicinity.  I  also  ofllciated  two 
Sundays  for  Dr.  Tustin,  at  Grand  Rapids,  while  he  was  absent  attend- 
ing the  General  Convention ;  also,  on  two  occasions  at  Grand  Haven, 
and  one  Sunday  in  exchange  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bush,  then  at  Owosso, 
and  have  officiated  in  other  places  on  different  occasions. 

Thus  have  I  been  steadily  and  uninterruptedly  engaged  on  this 
Missionary  station  during  the  last  conventional  year,  and  feel  much  in- 
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debted  to  the  taatalning  hand  of  our  Diooesaa  Miaaioiiaiy  BoAid,  whik 
the  blesaingB  of  a  kind  Providence  have  rested  upon  in%  so  as  to  enable 
me  for  every  doty  that  might  be  leqnlied  of  me,  yet  the  distance  I  am 
phu)ed  from  my  family  has  been  the  source  of  much  extra  labor ;  for  in 
the  discharge  of  my  duties  the  past  year  I  have  again  exceeded  in 
travel  seven  thousand  miles.

This  Parish,  like  most  others,  in  a  transition  state,  from  a  Mission- 
ary field  to  a  self-supporting  Parish ;  has  poverty,  and  prejudice,  and 
indifference  to  deal  with,  and  yet,  G'od's  blessing  has  been  granted  in  a 
goodly  degree.  Harmony  of  feeling  and  action  has  dwelt  with  us,  and 
could  the  debt  be  remoyed,  which  now  burdens  us,  we  should  feel  yery 
much  encouraged.  Permanent  arrangements  haye  been  made,  whereby 
seryioes  win  be  held  onoe,  and  perhaps  twice  a  month  at  Oyid,  where 
good  congregations  assemble  to  hear  the  truth  in  the  church.

Owosso,  Feb.  3d  and  3d,  1869.  In  answer  to  the  call,  the  Bishop  of  tbi 
Diocese,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Paddock,  of  the  Eastern  Convocation,  and  twelTt 
members  of  the  Convocation,  asBembled.  The  Rev.  £  0.  Fuller  tend 
dered  his  resignation  as  Secreiary.  and  the  Rev.  Augustus  Buah  was  ap 
pointed  to  hll  the  vacancy.    The  following  reaolutiou  was  passed ; 

Reiioived,  That  each  clergyman  connected  with  this  Convocation 
make  it  a  matter  of  duly  to  visit  the  waste  places  in  his  vicinitj,»s  ofter 
as  practicable,  between  this  and  the  next  Convocation,  in  order  to  pro 
mote  the  interests  of  the  church  In  such  places,  and  report  at  the  next 
meeting.

In  compliance  with  the  Canon  of  the  General  CouTention,  I  would 
respectfQIlf  report  the  present  condition  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and 
Church  Home  of  the  dtj  of  Detroit. 

For  a  few  years  past,  through  the  kindneai  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Harper  Hospital,  we  have  been  permitted  to  orcupy  a  building  belong- 
ing to  that  corporation.  Biuce  the  last  Annual  Convention, the  Corpor- 
ation of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  Church  Home,  haxc  erected,  at  a  crwl 
of  120,000,  on  their  lot,  an  edifice  of  brick,  45  by  00  feet,  three  stones 
high,  capable  of  accommodating  at  least  tiflj^  patienU.  The  building  is 
nearly  ready  for  occupancy,  in  a  few  weeks  it  is  expected  that  the  in- 
mates now  under  the  care  of  the  Board  will  be  transferred  to  this  new 
Home. 

The  bnildiag,  which  is  now  nearly  completed.  Is  placed  upon  a  moKt 
beautiM  lot  of  S^  acres,  on  Fort  street,  over  luokinc  Detroit  River. 
The  property  as  it  now  sUnds  is  valued  at  about  tifly  thousand  dollars. 
The  Coiporstion  still  needs  about  eight  thoussjid  doQars  over  and  above 
present  snbacriptiona  to  complete  and  furnish  the  building  and  to  pay 
the  balance  due  on  the  lot. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Tmsteea  to  erect,  so  soon  as  the  liberality 
of  the  Churchmen  of  the  dW  and  of  the  Diocese  will  allow,  huiktings 
besides  the  one  now  about  flnfshed.  The  design  is.  to  care  and  provide  for 
three  clasaes  of  inmatea,  to  wit:  The  Aged  and  Infirm,  Orphan  Child- 
ren, and  the  Sick ;  a  separate  building  tobe  provided  for  each  class,  with 
a  suitable  Chapel  for  the  whole.  Is  there  a  Christian  man  or  woman  in 
the  Diocese  whose  heart  can  remain  unmoved,  who  can  but  tM  a  deep 
interest  in  the  work  of  providing  for  God's  poor,  fbr  the  aged,  for  the 
orphan,  for  the  nek. 
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*'  For  the  poor  ihAll  never  cease  out  of  the  land :  therefore  I  command 
thee,  myini^,  Thoa  ehalt  open  thine  hand  wide  nnto  thy  brother,  to  thy 
poor  and  to  thy  needy  In  the  land."  "Pore  religion  and  ondeflled  before 
Ood  and  tbe  Father  Ui  this,  to  visit  the  ftitherless  and  widows  in  their  affile- 
UoB,  and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world."  *'  But  whoso  hath 
this  world's  good  and  seeth  his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth  up  his 
bowels  of  oompassion  from  him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  Ood  in  him." 

The  average  nnmber  of  inmates  of  the  Home  during  the  past  year 
has  been  13,  at  a  total  cost  of  about  $2,400.  As  has  already  been  ob- 
served, the  new  building  now  about  complete,  will  comfortably  accom- 
modate folly  fifty  patients.  About  eight  thousand  dollars  per  annum 
will  be  needed  for  the  support  of  tlmt  number  of  inmates.  To  the 
Churchmen  of  the  dty  and  the  Diocese  we  confidently  look  for  the 
means  necessary  to  complete  and  carry  on  this  Christian  work.

L  There  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  convention, 
an  officer  to  be  called  the  Registrar  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall 
hold  hla  office  until  a  successor  is  (£osen.  In  case  of  any  vacanor  in  the 
office,  arising  duiing  the  recess  of  the  Convention,  it  mav  be  fiUed  by 
appointmeni  by  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  or  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  in  case  there  is  no  Bishop,  or  in  case  the  Bishop  is  ab- 
sent from  the  Diocese. 

U.  The  duty  of  the  Registrar  shall  be  to  receive  and  safely  keep 
all  books,  documents,  and  manuscripts  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  not 
reouired  to  be  kept  by  any  other  person  or  officer.  He  shall  also  coDect 
ana  preserve  such  materius  as  can  be  obtained  relative  to  the  history  of 
the  Diocese,  and  of  jMUticular  parishes,  and  shall  catalogue  and  classify 
all  books,  documents  and  papers,  so  as  to  make  their  contents  accessible 
for  reference. 

IIL  He  shall  also  keep  a  book  containing  a  record  of  all  consecra- 
tions of  Churches,  of  all  ordinations,  of  all  sentences  and  acts  of  depo- 
sition for  offenses  in  the  Diocese,  or  all  admissions  and  dismissals  of 
clergy  into  or  from  the  Diocese,  and  of  all  deaths  of  clergy  belonging 
thereto. 

IV.  He  shall  annually  report  to  the  Convention,  showing,  with 
such  details  as  may  seem  expedient,  the  condition  of  the  collections  in 
his  hands,  and  the  additions  made  to  them  from  time  to  time,  with  such 
suggestions  as  he  may  deem  proper  concerning  their  preservation,  ar- 
rangement, and  increase,  and  concerning  the  best  method  of  securing  to 
the  Church  a  knowledge  of  all  matters  of  importance  contained  therein.

No  minister  in  charge  of  any  congregation  of  this  Church,  or,  in 
case  of  vacancy  or  absence,  no  Church  Wardens,  Yestrymen,  or  Trus- 
tees of  the  congregation,  shall  permit  any  person  to  officiate  therein, 
without  sufficient  eyidence  of  his  being  aulj  licensed  or  ordained  to 
minister  in  this  Church ;  Provided^  that  nothmg  herein  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  forbid  communicants  of  the  Church  to  act  as  Lay  Readers. 

Canon  11,  Title  I.,  Section  I.  and  II.,  is  hereby  repealed,  Promdedy 
that  such  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  case  of  a  violation  of  said  Canon 
committed  before  this  date ;  but  such  case  shall  be  governed  by  the  same 
law  as  if  no  such  repeal  had  taken  place.

or  churches  therein,  it  shall  be  deemed  the  cure  of  the  ministers  thereof: 
and  the  assent  of  a  minority  of  such  ministers  shall  be  necessary ;  but

Do  hereby  express  our  respect  for  the  memory  of  our  deceased  brother  and 
feUow  laborer  in  Chnst,as  a  man  of  singular  purity  and  zeal ;  who  brought 
all  his  energies  of  body  and  mind  to  the  work  his  Master  had  given  him 
to  do ;  who  cheerfully  endured  weariness,  toil,  and  privation ;  who  made  the 
poor  and  the  destitute  the  particular  objects  of  his  care;  and  who  loved  to 
labor  In  the  waste  places  of  the  land. 
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conformity  to  the  institutions  of  tlie  Church  with  {^rowing  zeal  for 
their  advancement,  and  the  prosperity  of  the  State  with  whtch  her  in- 
terests are  linked. 

The  population  of  Michigan  is  now  probably  a  million.  Parishes 
are  estabusned  In  the  leadine  towns  and  y  iUi^ea,  and  a  few  are  to  be  found 
in  rural  Districts.  Detroit  has  six  Parishes;  besides  this  dty,  there  is 
only  one  instance  of  two  Parishes  in  the  same  place.  This  is  partly  ex* 
plamed  by  limited  population. 

The  work  remaming  for  the  Church  is,  her  extension  into  the 
smaller  yillages  and  amonff  the  fiirming  population.  To  this  it  is  be- 
lieyed  that  the  Associate  Mission  is  especially  adapted. 

A  plan  of  Semi- Annual  Missionary  Meetings  has  been  introduced 
and  has  been  found  a  means  of  quickening  Missionary  interest,  and  of 
promoting  all  branches  of  Church  work.  Two  out  of  the  flye  Convo- 
cations into  which  the  Diocese  is  divided  regularly  hold  their  Meetings. 

The  Diocese  feels  the  want  of  Educational  Institutions.  Nothing 
has  been  attained  beyond  the  establishment  of  a  few  Parochial  Schools 
and  one  or  two  private  enterprises.  An  effort  to  secure  f^inds  for  a 
Oirls*  School  at  Jackson,  has  fiuled  as  a  Diocesan  undertaking.  The  lib- 
eral Parish  in  this  city  under  the  leetdership  of  its  late  energetic  Rector 
has  taken  the  matter  in  hand,  and  with  some  hopes  of  success.  Church 
Schools  are  projected  at  Fentonville,  for  which  a  large  sum  lias  been 
subKribed  tnere,  and  collected  abroad. 

The  class  of  laborers  particularly  needed  are,  those  who  will  give 
themselves  in  self-denying  service  to  laving  the  foundations  of  the 
Church,  where  a  sparse  population  demands  itineranc}-.  For  such  there 
are  promising  fielos. 

xiew  Churches  are  erecting  at  Monroe,  Ann  Arbor,  Detroit,  (for 
Grace  Church),  Allegan,  Linden,  Burr  Oak,  and  Corunna.  A  building 
is  erecting  in  Detroit  for  St.  Luke*s  Hospital  and  Church  Home. 

Addenda,— Qtmce  the  last  General  Convention,  three  of  our  Cler^ 
have  been  removed  by  death.  The  Rev.  Joseph  F.  Phillips  died  m 
Kiles,  January  80th,  A.  D.,  1806.  He  was  a  ripe  Scholar,  a  faitlifhl  Par- 
ish Priest,  and  a  good  man.  The  Rev.  William  C.  Hurd,  died  at  Tecum- 
seh,  February  dd,  A.  D.,  1867.  Early  removed  from  his  Ministry,  he 
he  had  yet  made  good  proof  of  it  in  his  able,  earnest  ministrations  un- 
der severe  sufferings.  The  Rev.  Daniel  T.  Grinnell^  D.  D.,  died  at  Jack- 
son, suddenly,  June  2d,  A.  D.,  1868.  He  was  a  holy  and  humble  man  of 
God,  an  able  Preacher,  and  unwearied  Pastor ;  a  true  son,  and  &ithf\il 
servant  of  the  Church*  His  entire  Ministry  of  twenty-one  years  was 
passed  at  Jackson.

g  I.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

§  n.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  In  the  Diocese 
who  can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such 
vacant  Parishes  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churcbea  thus  supplied,  to  defray 
all  the  expenses  incidental  to  such  occasional  services. 

TITLE  IL-CANON  Xn.-OENERAL  CONVENTION. 

§  L  A  Communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another,  shaD 
procure  from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or, 
if  there  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens^  certificate  stating 
that  he  or  she  is  a  communicant  in  good  standing ;  and  the  Rector  of 
the  Parish  or  Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removes,  shall  not  be 
required  to  receive  him  or  her  as  a  communicant  until  such  letter  be 
produced*.

Only  one  lliadonary  meeting  liaa  been  held  dnrlng  the  yew,  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  resolution  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  to  wit: 
at  Ann  Arbor,  on  the  10th  of  November.  This  meeting,  occurring  in 
conjunction  with  the  consecration  of  the  Church  of  BL  Andrew  in  that 
floorislking  dty,  was  deeply  interesting,  as  well  on  that  account  as  be- 
cause of  the  large  attendance  of  Clergy  and  La^ty. 

At  the  last  Convention  the  sum  of  six  thonsand  and  forty  doUara 
was  pledged  by  parishes,  Sunday  schools,  and  individuals,  fbr  the  rap- 
port of  Diocesan  Missions  fbr  the  conventional  year.  Of  this  snm 
9S,886  has  been  paid  Into  the  treasory.  Although  the  amount  so 
pledged  was  larger  by  neaily  two  thousand  dollars  than  in  any  former 
yenr,  it  was  fbund  wholly  Inadequate  to  meet  the  pressing  demands 
upon  the  committee,  who  have  felt  inexpresuble  embarrassment  Incon- 
sequence  of  their  inability  to  adie  upon  many  ftvonble  opportunitiea 
which  liave  offered  for  tlie  extension  of  the  privileges  of  the  Church  in 
the  new  settlements,  both  in  the  southern  and  northern  parta  of  the 
Diocsse.

It  is  with  anfeigned  mortiflcatton  that  the  Committee  appointed  to 
report  upon  the  subject  (Christian  Education  are  compelled  to  announce 
that  no  Chnrch  School  has  been  established  nor  any  prorinon  yet  mada 
b7  the  Diocese  for  the  education  of  the  Chnrch's  children.  This  subject 
Is  one  which  no  doubt  Is  conceded  bj  all  as  of  vital  Importance,  and  the 
apparent  lack  of  attention  toward  a  general  institution,  may  be  owing 
to  the  want  of  a  concentrated  and  harmonious  effort  in  this  direction. 

As  the  establishment  of  a  Church  School  bj  the  Dipcese  at  large, 
has  heretofore  failed,  and  at  present  no  data  is  afforded  which  might 
flitable  the  Committee  to  suggest  for  the  fhture,  the^  would  affection- 
ately and  most  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  ConventlMi  to  the  im- 
portance of  systematized  individual  work  in  this  regard,  both  peiaooaUy 
and  parochially. 

At  no  period  of  Ugtory  is  there  greater  oeed  for  vigilance  and  eSbrt 
in  this  matter  than  now ;  and  we  would  recall  the  words  of  the  Bishop 
in  his  address  concerning  the  children  as  pertinent  to  the  subject.  False 
teachers  are  seeking  to  undermine  and  destror  the  &ith  held  by  the 
Church  from  her  Divine  origin,  by  an  intellectaaliam  as  baseless  as  it  is 
indefinite,  or  by  an  asceticism  which  envelopes  the  pliable  n^d  of  youth 
in  a  haze  of  apparent  sanctity,  while  it  secures  Its  sulfject  Into  a  life  of 
sedn^on  and  ignoble  serritude. 

What  shall  I>e  the  remedy  may  well  be  asked.  The  Commhtee  also 
seek  for  an  answer,  and  unable  to  bring  fun  relief  or  satisfy  clearly  each 
Inquirer  can  but  prayerfhily  and  sincerely  urge  upon  each  Parish  the  ne- 
ceasity  of  keeping,  as  fiir  as  possible,  their  young  Children  under  its  spe- 
dal  training,  by  providing  a  Parish  School,  and  if  not  able  to  meet  the 
demands  of  a  higher  education  at  home,  to  send  the  children  to  snch  in- 
stitutions of  learning  as  where  they  know  the  pure  principles  of  our 
Holy  Religion  are  taught  as  the  basis  of  a  right  education. 

We  believe  there  is  no  Parish  in  the  Diocese,  in  fbll  working  order, 
which  could  not  provide  rudimentary  instruction  for  the  children  em- 
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Lced  within  its  cue,  equal  to  the  prlmuy  uhoolB  nniallT  foond  In  dis- 
cti;  &nd  while  we  do  not  now  possess  a.  Diocesan  Seminaiy  to  which 

may  direct  the  attention  of  parents,  the  Church  at  large  lias  man^ 
ich  maf  be  wdl  recommended. 

The  Committee  ma^  be  indulged  in  speaking  thus  plenty  when  the 
lea  so  DTgentl  J  demaod  it— and  we  beg  our  people  to  use  more  care, 
ire  zeal,  and  to  give  immediate  consideration  to  this  subject  of  their 
ildren's  C&ruttim  EducaUon. 

The  Committee  can  but  express  Its  symiMthy  with  the  earnest  efforts 
w  being  made  \>j  the  Rector  of  SL  Jude's  Church,  Fentonrllle,  to  es- 
ilish  a  school  which  alms  to  supply  this  Diocesan  need,  although,  as 
'^  it  has  recdTed  no  Diocesan  sanction  or  snpport.

Aithongh  these  Institatioiu  ■ 
in  no  respect  connected  with,  or  under  the  supervision  of  the  Convc 
tion  or  Diocese,  stiU  I  trust  a  deep  interest  will  be  felt  by  the  membc 
of  the  Church  in  enabling  the  Board  to  provide  a  safe  and  well-co 
ducted  Church  home  for  the  children  of  the  Church.  We  have  do 
nothing  for  Cbristian  education  in  our  Diocese.  Bflbrts  hare  be 
made  by  individuals  and  parishes  for  this  purpose,  but  have  failed 
want  of  support.

It  WB*  a  great  happiness  to  Gnd  so  many  of  the  children  of  lif 
'tiurcli  brought  to  confirmation,    It  is  the  design  of  the  Cborch  to  8e- 
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cure  their  earliest  affection  for  the  Savior,  and  throw  around  them  all 
the  safeguards  of  our  Holy  Religion  at  the  earliest  age,  before  their 
hearts  are  contaminated  with  the  world.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of 
adults  coming  into  the  Church  from  the  various  denominations  around 
us,  we  have  almost  forgotten  the  children  of  the  Church.  I  would  fix 
no  age,  as  the  Church  has  not  done  so.  If  they  are  Garef\illy  brought 
up  by  their  parents  and  sponsors,  and  can  duly  appreciate  the  duties 
which  they  owe  to  God,  they  ought  to  be  brought  to  Him  to  receive  the 
assurance  of  His  love  and  favor.  Early  confirmation  and  early  com- 
munion are  the  great  agencies  which  the  Church  has  founded  to  carry 
on  in  the  hearts  of  her  children  the  sweet  and  holy  influence  of  God's 
Spirit  imparted  to  them  in  baptism.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  win 
them  back  again  when  these  early  influences  are  lost ;  other  and  nn- 
scriptural  means  are  often  resorted  to,  to  make  amends  for  this  neglect, 
but  the  freshness  and  force  of  early  devotion  to  God  can  never  be 
secured.  The  most  lovely  specimens  of  piety  we  have  ever  witneased 
have  been  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  those  who  thus  early  gave  their 
consecrated  souls  to  God.  The  longer  I  live,  and  the  more  I  know  of 
the  influence  of  the  means  which  the  Church  has  founded  to  secure  the 
hearts  and  lives  of  her  children,  the  more  I  am  convinced  that  thej  are 
such  as  God  has  revealed,  to  which  He  has  attached  his  covenanted 
blessings.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  know  that  my  Clergy  feel  the  force  of 
these  requisitions  of  the  Church,  and  have  not  neglected  the  little 
lambs  of  the  flock,  but  have  brought  them  to  Him  who,  when  on  earth 
took  them  up  in  his  arms  and  blessed  them. 

WITHDRAWAL  OF  MIBSIONABT  AID  FBOM  OLD  PABIBHBS. 

In  every  visitation,  I  am  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  neces- 
sity of  withdrawing  the  missionary  stipend  (where  it  is  possible)  from 
parishes  which  have  received  aid  for  so  many  years.  Nearly  thirty 
missionaries  are  now  connected  with  our  diocesan  board,  and  year  after 
year  there  is  no  diminution  of  the  number.  It  is  imposdble  for  jonr 
Bishop  to  enlarge  the  boundaries  of  the  Church  under  such  circum- 
stinces.  New  places  cannot  be  occupied,  and  have  not  been  for  several 
yeai^.  We  have  no  means  to  send  missionaries  into  these  new  fields. 
I  have  always  thought  it  best,  never  to  begin  a  work  in  any  new  place 
without  following  it  up  with  the  services  of  a  Minister  of  Christ.  £x> 
pectations  are  created,  and  exertions  made,  which  often  end  in  disap- 
pointment, and  add  to  the  number  of  those  who  have  no  sympathy  nor 
love  for  the  Church  of  Christ

He 
knew  but  little  of  the  hardships  of  life,  had  never  been  thrown  in  con- 
tact with  men,  but  of  high  refinement  and  social  culture,  and  his  friends 
feared  that  his  timid  and  shrinking  nature  would  be  unfitted  for  the 
toils  and  trials  of  a  western  missionary's  life.  But  how  wonderfully 
God  sustained  him ;  the  very  peculiarities  of  his  nature  which  excited 
fear  for  his  success,  were  the  means  of  winning  his  way  to  the  hearts  of 
men,  and  brought  to  his  support  those  who  could  not  be  reached  by  a 
severe  hand.  Ko  one  can  estimate  the  toil  which  he  endured,  at 
the  time  when  nights  had  to  be  spent  in  rude  hamlets,  or  else  in 
struggles  to  pass  over  roads  calculated  to  break  dow^n  the  strongest 
body.  But  no  difficulties  ruffled  his  spirit.  He  lived  and  toiled  for 
God  and  his  Church,  and  God  preserved  him  to  the  good  old  age  of 
fourscore  years,  and  with  his  mind  unclouded,  his  eye  undimed,  his 
heart  full  of  love,  he  fell  asleep,  having  the  presence  of  his  Savior,  the 
help  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  a  hope,  full  of  immortality.  He  was  my 
near  and  intimate  friend  for  many  years,  and  in  the  list  of  those  with 
whom  I  have  long  associated  and  loved,  no  greater  void  has  been  made 
than  by  the  removal  from  earth  of  this  dear  and  devoted  servant  of 
Christ.

With  moat  laudable 
seal,  "  The  Indies'  Church  Aid  Sode^  "  has  been  efSdently  engaged  in 
good  works,  as  the  tbregt^g  statement  of  contributions  will  exhibit. 
A  handsome,  weD-bnllt  residence  has  recently  been  purchased  for  a 
Bectory,  in  a  beantlfhl  portion  of  the  city ;  and  at  Easter  the  people 
had  the  graUflcatlon  of  seeing  their  Rector  comfortably  settled  in  IL 
"The  Mlssionaiy  Hlte  Bodety,"  a  department  of  the  same  parochial 
agency,  was  organised  Immediately  after  the  last  Convention,  and  has 
been  instmmsDtal  In  providing  for  the  pledge  for  Diocesan  MisslMU 
and  the  sMeasment  of  the  Convention.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTHERN  CONVOCATION. 
To  He  St.  Bm,lhe  Bithop  ^  the  Dioeete  tf  Miehigan  : 

Four  quarterlj  meetings  of  the  Northern  Convocstlon  hare  been 
held  darinx  the  paat  conyentlonal  year.  The  firat  meeting  was  held  In 
Bt  Johns,  in  JuVi  when  the  Rev.  D.  E.  Browa  was  elected  President, 
and  Rev.  S.  S.  Chapin,  Secretary,  to  fill  the  vscancr  occasioned  by  the  re- 
moral  of  tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Boah  to  another  part  of  the  Diocese.  Six  mem- 
bers of  Convocation  were  present,  and  were  much  gratified  in  listening 
to  a  lectare  by  Rer.  Dr.  Tustin,  on  the  "  Church  in  the  Catacombs." 

The  nsnal  religious  services  were  held,  addresses  upon  the  subject 
of  Mtsrions,  by  Rev.  Ur.  Wood,  and  Mr.  Wnlker,  a  candidate  for  Orders. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Barenac,  Sept  3Tth  and  28th. 
Bigbt  dergymen  were  present.  In  teregtlnE  subjects,  suggested  by  the 
President  were  diacnssed  at  this  meeting.    Especially  was  the  Convo- 


ii  Bbnndant  room  for  tlie  Church  to  do  her  work,  and  It  ia  a  field  that 
ODght  to  be  oocapled  at  once. 

The  third  meeting  was  beid  at  East  Bagf naw,  Jan.  1, 1870.  PreMnt, 
the  Bishop  and  eight  memtwra  of  the  Convocation,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Pltkm, 
of  Detroit.

Ammated 
discussions  were  had  respecting  the  t>eat  methods  of  extending  the 
Church  in  the  land.  Parish  work,  too,  had  a  good  ventilating,  and  un- 
doubtedly ftwakened  tome  new  Ideas  and  resolntions  to  tie  used  In  after 
time. 

The  (burth  meeting  was  held  In  Lansing,  AprU^etb,  and  37th.  Con- 
siderable valoable  time  wns  occnpied  at  this  meeting,  listening  to  the 
«icuj«,  made  I>y  the  brethren  for  their  absence.  Theywere  all  received 
and  accepted  In  good  fliltb,  but  prompted  the  passage  of  a  resolution, 
directing  the  President  to  oommunlcate  with  the  brethren,  as  to  the 
utility  uoontlnulng  meetings  of  Convocation.  At  this  meeting  onir 
four  members  were  present,  who,  though  laboring  almost  single  handea, 
did  not  omit  one  intj  ot  nich  meeting,  and  Iiad  uere  been  fourteen  in- 
stead of  fixir,  who  can  doubt  but  that  the  interest  and  benefit  would 
have  b«en  greatly  increased.

The  committee  oi^nized  on  the  18th  of  Jnne,  1868,  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Rey.  John  A.  Wilson  as  president,  and  Charles  G. 
Trowbridge,  secretary. 

On  the  same  day,  the  Committee  recommended  Mr.  Geom  Wash- 
ington  Wilson  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  and  Mr.  fielno  A. 
Brown  and  Mr.  Jason  F.  Walker  as  candidates  for  Priest's  Orders. 

They  also  passed  a  minute  ^expressiye  of  the  regret  of  the  commit- 
tee upon  the  remoyal  of  the  Rey.  Benjamin  H.  Paddock,  D.  D.,  a  member 
of  this  committee,  from  the  Diocese  <»  Midiigan,  where  his  labors  baye 
been  so  lareely  blessed  and  so  highly  appiSdated,  and  their  earnest 
prayer  for  Qoa*s  oontinned  blessing  upon  his  wortc  in  the  yineyard  of 
our  Lord. 

On  the  10th  of  Koyember,  1800,  the  committee  signed  their  consent 
to  the  consecmtlon  of  the  Rey.  Henry  NOes  Pierce,  D.  D^  as  Missionary 
Bishop  of  Arkansas. 

On  the  same  day  the  committee  recommended  Mr.  Robeit  W. 
Grange  to  be  admitted  as  a  candidate  for  Priest*s  Orders,  and  Rey.  Sidney 
Beckwith,  Deacon,  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

On  the  10th  of  Noyember,  1800,  the  committee  recdyed  from  a 
member  of  the  Parish  of  St.  Jude*s  Fenton,  a  communication  in  relation 
to  the  financial  affidrs  of  that  parish,  in  consequence  of  which  the  com- 
mittee inyited  the  rector  of  tne  parish,  the  Rey.  Osgood  S.  Fuller,  to 
meet  the  writer  and  the  committee  with  a  yiew  to  a  niendly  conference 
on  the  sutject.  Such  a  conference  was  held  on  the  1st  *of  December, 
1808,  when,  after  mutual  explanations,  all  differences  were  a^iuMed  in 
a  christianlike  manner,  accoraing  to  apostolic  rule. 

On  the  day  last  mentioned,  the  committee  recommended  the  Rey. 
Jason  F.  Walker  for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate  on  or  after  the  18th  of 
Deoember,  when  the  canonical  term  would  expire. 

On  the  same  day,  the  committee  recommended  the  Bey.  Wllbor 
Rlclim<md  TUlinghast,  Deacon,  for  ordination  to  the  Priesthood. 

On  the  8th  of  June  the  committee  flk;ned  their  consent  to  the  con- 
secration of  the  Rey.  WUBam  WoodrufT  Kiles,  Proftssor  In  Trinity 
College,  Hartford,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Hampehlre.

In  compliance  with  a  canon  of  the  Church,  I  would  respectfiilly 
submit  a  report  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  Church  Home,  of  the  dtj  of 
Detroit,  for  the  past  year. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  the  fine  edifice  then  in  course  of  con- 
struction has  been  completed  and  occupied.  The  inmates  were  trans- 
ferred to  their  new  quarters  about  the  middle  of  August  last,  an  event, 
marklne  as  we  trust,  the  beginning  of  new  life  In  the  history  and  pro- 
gress of  the  good  work  undertaken  by  the  churchmen  of  Detroit 

The  new  building  will  comfortably  accommodate  about  fifty  inmates. 
Its  total  cost,  including  the  large  and  beauttfhl  lot  on  which  it  stands, 
has  been  about  thirty-three  thousand  dollars.  The  present  value  is 
fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  whole  amount  has  been  paid  except 
six  thousand  dollars,  which  sum  has  already  been  provided  for  by 
reliable  subscriptions.  The  institution  has  no  ftmd,  and  depends  for  its 
support  upon  the  Yoluntary  contributions  of  churchmen. 

The  Trustees  have  given  no  little  time  and  thought  to  the  work 
which  has  been  entrusted  to  their  care.  In  all  this  they  are  but  the 
almoners  of  those  who  place  in  their  hands  means  to  proride  and  cany 
on  a  noble  christian  charity ;  for  this  th^  can  go  Just  so  fiir  and  no 
&rther  than  the  means  contributed  will  allow. 

The  number  of  inmates  of  the  Home  at  the  date  of  the  last  annual 
report  was  12 ;  received  during  the  year,  17 ;  returned  to  their  friends, 
11 ;  died,  5 ;  present  number,  }3. 

During  the  past  year  the  relielous  services  and  pastoral  care  of  the 
Home  has,  as  hitherto,  been  in  cnarge  of  the  Bishop  and  clergy  of  De- 
troit 

St  Luke*s  Hospital  and  Church  Home  is  yet  in  its  in&nqr— -the 
day  of  small  things — ^yet  the  past  is  not  without  its  record  of  good  ac- 
complished. Among  those  who  have  there  received  christian  care  and 
attention  have  been  the  a^ed,  the  middle-aged  and  the  young,  the  blind 
and  the  deaf,  the  sick  and  the  suffering.  Within  its  walls  a  christian 
home  has  been  provided,  the  consolations  of  the  religion  of  our  dear 
Lord  and  Master  have  been  administered,  and  from  thence,  souls  re- 
deemed by  the  precious  blood  of  Jesus,  have  departed  to  a  higher  and 
better  world,  where  pain,  sorrow  and  suffering  never  enter.

Rby.  akd  Dear  Sir  :— In  oompliance  with  the  requirements 
of  §  III.,  of  Canon  1.,  of  Title  III.,  of  the  Digest,  I  would  hereby  give 
jMirticular  notice  that  the  following  alteration  in  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church  is  proposed,  to  wit:  That  comprised  in  the  resolutions  subjoined, 
said  resolutions  having  been  adoptea  by  a  constitutional  majority  of 
both  Houses  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  in  October,  1868 

Retolvedj  That  the  alteration  of  the  OonBtltation  reoommended  in  the  Ibl- 
lowlng  reeolution  be  proposed,  and  that  the  same  be  made  known  to  the  sev- 
eral Diocesan  Oonventions,  In  parsoanoe  of  Article  9  of  the  Ck>nstltatlon : 

Bs9oto*d^  That  Article  6  of  the  Ckinstltatlon  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows,  vlx: 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  In  any  of  the  ITnited  States,  or  any  terri- 
tory thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  admitted  on 
acceding  to  this  CX>n8titatlon ;  and  a  new  Diocese,  to  be  fbrmed  from  one  or 
more  existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  following  restrictions : 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any  other 
Diocese,  ntSt  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  Junction  of  two  or  more  Dlo- 
ceaea,  or  oarts  of  Dioceses,  unleaa  with  the  consent  of  the  BUdiop  and  Oon- 
▼enion  of  each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  Qeneral  (Conven- 
tion, and  sQch  consent  shall  not  be  given  by  the  General  Convention  until 
it  baa  satlsfiictory  assn ranee  of  a  suitable  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate  in  the  contemplated  new  Diocese. 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  which  shall  contain  less  than  six  Parishes 
or  leaa  than  alx  Preabytera  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year  canonlcallv 
resident  within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish 
or  Congregation,  and  Qualified  to  vote  for  a  Biahop;  nor  stiall  such  new  Diocese 
be  formed  If  thereby  any  existing  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less 
than  twelve  Pariabea,  or  leaa  than  twelve  Preabyters  who  have  been  realdlng 
therein  and  aettled  and  qualified  as  above  mentioned:  provided  that  no  city 
thall  form  more  than  one  Diocese. 

In  case  one  Dioceae  ahall  be  divided  Into  two  or  more  Dioceses,  the  Dioce- 
san of  tbe  Dioceae  divided  mur  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached, 
and  shall  thereupon  become  the  Dioceaan  thereof,  and  the  Assistant  Biahop, 
If  there  be  one,  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached ;  and  If  not  the 
one  elected  by  the  Blah6p  he  ahall  be  the  Dioceaan  thereot 

Whenever  the  diviaion  of  a  Dioceae  into  two  or  more  Dioceses  shall  be 
ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  Dioceses  shall  be  subleot  to 
the  Constltoton  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  as  local  circnm* 
ttancea  may  prevent,  until  the  aame  may  be  altered  in  either  Dioceae  by  the 
Convention  thereof.  And  wheudver  a  Dioceae  ahall  be  formed  out  of  two  or 
more  exiating  Dloceaea,  the  new  Dioceae  ahall  be  anbject  to  the  ConatituUon 
and  Canona  of  that  one  of  the  aald  exiating  Dioceses  to  which  the  greater 
number  ot  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of  auch  new 
Dioceae,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  oy  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese.

Special  Beport. 

7b  the  Church  Bxtentian  OommiUee: 

In  reyiewing  the  detailB  of  tlie  MiBsionary  work  of  the  part  jetr,  wmt 
facts  are  apparent  which  I  ventnre  to  state  for  your  information.  I  do  not 
feel  at  liberty,  after  this  one  year's  experienoe,  to  reoonunend  any  aotum, 
for  I  am  not  sufficiently  assured  that  the'matters  to  which  I  will  refer  sre 
incidental  to  the  past  year,  or  are  of  older  growth.  First,  with  refer- 
endb  to  meetings  of  this  Committee.  It  seems  to  me  desirable  that  regi^ 
lar  meetings  be  appointed  for,  at  least,  eyery  two  months,  for  tiie 
consideration  of  any  business  the  Bishop  or  the  Secretary  may  haye  to  lay 
before  them,  to  be  attended  by  such  members  as  can  make  it  conyenieni 
In  case  a  full  meeting  is  desired,  notices  to  be  issued  to  that  effsot.  It  hsi 
happened  during  the  past  year  that  the  Secretary  would  haye  been  glad  to 
haye  obtained  the  adyioe  of  the  Committee,  and  yet  the  businees  wai 
hardly  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify  asking  a  formal  special  meeting. 

Again,  with  reference  to  the  pledges  made  to  the  Missionary  Fund.  It 
appears  that  of  the  total  amount  pledged  at  the  last  oonyention,  one«zth 
was  contributed  by  one  parish;  and  that  more  than  one-half  (55^^  per  cent) 
was  contributed  by  the  parishes  in  the  cities  of  Detroit  and  Jackson. 

Again,  with  reference  to  the  payment  of  pledges.  It  appears  that  at  the 
expiration  of  the  second  quarter  of  payments  due  to  missionariee,  DeoeiB- 
ber  31, 1870,  $2,297.48,  or  leas  than  forty  per  cent,  had  been  paid  to  yonr 
Treasurer ;  at  the  expiration  of  the  third  quarter,  March  81, 1871,  $8,848.49, 
or  only  fifty-seyen  per  cent,  had  been  paid ;  and  on  the  first  day  of  Juno 
$5,080.02,  or  eighty-six  per  cent,  had  been  paid.  The  policy  of  the  Con* 
mittee  has  been  to  appropriate  to  the  support  of  Missionaries  the  fnll 
amount  pledged  in  Conyention,  and  to  promise  to  pay  the  same  quarterly, 
commencing  July  1st.  I  presume  that  eyery  member  of  the  Committee  is 
aware  how  much  these  promised  stipends  are  depended  on  by  the  Misnon- 
aries ;  if  not,  abundant  testimony  to  the  fact  may  be  found  in  the  letten 
receiyed  by  the  Secretary.  Nearly  all  make  engagements  baaed  upon 
the  receipt  of  their  allowances  from  the  Missionary  fund  quarterly, 
and  many  are  obliged  to  ask  the  whole  or  a  part  in  adyanoe.  It  is 
eyident  that  at  the  rate  of  receiying,  as  stated  aboye,  the  Committee  cannot 
pay  to  Missionaries  quarterly,  as  promised,  from  the  funds  pledged  for  this 
purpose.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  this  matter  of  making  and  paying 
of  pledges  should  be  urged  upon  the  churches  as  forcibly  as  possible,  that 
they  be  induced  to  adopt  a  system  of  regular  collections  and  of  remittances 
at  least  quarterly.  I  haye  no  doubt  that  in  most  cases,  if  a  proper  system 
of  collections  was  adopted,  the  pledges  could  be  as  easily  paid  by  install- 
ments as  in  one  sum  at  or  near  the  dose  of  the  year.    It  is  scarcely  neoe^ 
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Mirj  for  me  to  My^that  many  of  the  parishes  are  prompt  in  remitting  b j 
installments,  and  that  many  indiyidual  pledges  are  paid  in  full  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year. 

Finally,  there  is  a  resolution  of  the  Conyention  which  requires  yonr 
Treasurer  to  close  his  accounts  on  the  first  of  June,  but  I  find  that  the 
practice  has  been  to  receiye  payments  on  account  of  pledgee  of  the  past 
year  until  the  close  of  the  first  day  of  the  Conyention.  If  the  pledges 
were  paid  quarterly,  as  suggested  aboye,  then  it  would  be  feasible  to  make 
payzoents  to  Missionaries  quarterly,  commencing  June  1st,  and  thus  to 
dose  all  accounts  of  the  committee  June  1st  each  year,  as  required  by  the 
resolution  referred  to  abore.

The  Rev.  J.  A.  Wilbom*,  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  ChriBtian  Education,  read  the  report,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Christian  Ednoat^n  beg  to  report : 
First.  That  the  Conyentions  of  this  Diocese,  for  many  years  in  the  past, 
haye  deyoted  to  the  subject  of  Christian  Education  the  most  ample  discus- 
sion. They  find  a  long  list  of  committees,  reports  and  resolutions,  making 
imposing  appearance  on  the  pages  of  old  journals.  In  these  reports  the 
great  importance  of  t&e  subject  is  pointed  out  in  forcible  statements  of  the 
great  ^eed  and  value  of  haying  Church  Schools  of  the  higher  and  lower 
grades  in  this  diocese,  and  ways  and  means  to  accomplish  a  practical  result 
are  suggested  and  urged.  All  this  in  succeeding  conyentions  has  been 
pressed  by  the  most  earnest  appeals  upon  the  wisdom,  faith  and  charity  of 
churchmen.  The  committee  think  that  it  was  reasonable  to  expect  sad 
hope,  that  thele  constant  and  vigorous  attempts  in  convention  should  have 
insured  the  means  and  produced  the  efforts  in  the  Diocese  to  accomplish,  in 
a  good  measure,  the  object  they  aimed  at.  Yet  they  regret  to  say  that  little 
or  nothing  has  been  done  by  individual  parishes,  nor  by  the  church  aH  a 
whole  in  this  State,  to  make  provision  for  Christian  culture.  These  many 
years  we  have  met  in  council,  seeking  fruit  in  this  direction  and  find  none. 
The  committee  believe  that  they  cannot  make  a  more  telling  report  than  to 
state  thia  diatressing  fact  to  the  members  of  this  body — a  Christian  body, 
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BO  large,  intelligent,  and  wealthy  as  that  composing  this  Diooeoe,  yet  vith- 
out  a  single  church  school  to  afford  a  good  English  and  Classical  eduoatkn. 
This  seeming  apathy  and  indifference  of  the  chnrch,  as  to  who  shall  edu- 
cate her  children,  and  how  they  shall  be  educated,  cannot  fail  to  produce 
in  the  future,  and  that  not  very  remote,  an  injury  to  her  number,  strength, 
and  efforts,  which  no  after  exertion  can  repair.     Such  are  our  fears, 
although  they  do  not  chill  out  of  the  mind  all  hope.     We  have  nid 
the  subject  is  an  old  one,  and  one  well  worn  by  committees,  reports  and 
resolutions,  and  this  fact  itself  seems  to  indicate  something  hopeful.    This 
patient  importunity,  repeating  its  calls  year  af €er  year,  seems  to  denote  a 
determination  not  to  be  silent,  nor  cease  to  plead  till  the  church  shall 
respond  to  its  calls,  and  save  her  sons  and  her  daughters,  by  providing  lor 
them  her  own  institutions  of  learning.    There  is  a  settled  oonriction, 
deeper  and  more  general  among  the  Clergy  than  the  Laity,  that  such  a 
provision  can  only  defend  and  save  the  youth  of  the  church  from  the  dan- 
gers that  surround  them,  and  this  voice  of  a  long  succession  of  committees 
serves  to  keep  the  serious  question  before  the  mind.    Shall  we  fall  asleep 
and  be  bound?    Such  conviction  of  danger  to  which  the  faith  and  reverence 
of  the  young  are  exposed,  is  founded  in  fact,  as  the  committee  believe.    This 
is  eminently  a  skeptical  age,  and  the  essence  of  the  skepticism  of  the  jyresent 
generation  consists  in  the  denial  and  rejection  of  the  supematuraL    It  is 
pursuing  with  talent  and  vigor  its  evil  mission,  using  the  hall,  the  lecture 
room  and  the  press,  to  depose  the  Christian  religion  in  the  mind  of  this 
nation.    From  these  soul  dangers  so  numerous  and  subtle,  the  oommittee 
believe  the  youthful  have  no  prot^tion  and  but  little  defense  in  the  com- 
mon school  system  and  training.    We  may  hope  for  something  from  the 
home  school,  where  there  is  an  altar  and  priest,  which  so  nukny  homes 
have  not.    We  may  hope  for  something  from  the  Sunday  School,  which 
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affords  but  an  hour  in  the  week ;  but  all  this  will  afford  but  feeble  protec- 
tion to  the  young  of  the  Church  from  the  dangers  they  must  meet  at  every 
step  and  turn.  •

The  Rev.  G.  P.  Schetky,  D.D.,  Chairman  of  the  special  Com- 
mittee on  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  refers  to  Missions, 
presented  and  read  the  report,  as  follows : 
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The  oomxnittee  appointed  to  report  on  that  part  of  the  Addreis  of  the 
Bishop  relating  to  Miasionary  operationa,  beg  leave  to  report  the  following 
preambles  and  resolutions : 

Whereas,  The  manifestation  of  a  missionary  spirit  is  the  best  eyidenoe 
that  the  Churoh  possesses  the  spirit  of  Christ,  and  an  active,  prayerful 
interest  in  the  spiritual  welfare  of  all  persons  within  reach  of  a  CSxristian'a 
heart  and  voice,  is  the  beat  means  of  its  cultivation ;  therefore, 

Beaolvedj  That  it  be  and  is  hereby  recommended  to  every  parochial  Cler- 
gyman to  desigpiate  some  appropriate  work  for  each  member  of  the  Church, 
and  to  encourage  and  urge  its  performance  as  the  requirement  of  Gk>d,  and 
ihe  express  provision  of  a  merciful  Saviour,  by  which  His  love  is  to  be 
cultivated  in  the  human  heart,  and  extended  to  others. 

Bewlved,  That  it  be  commended  to  the  Clergy  to  institute  plans  for 
active  work  by  young  persons  of  both  sexes,  to  be  performed  in  connection 
with  the  Church ;  and  whenever  it  may  be  practicable,  to  establish  Mission 
Sunday  Schools  in  localities  within  their  parochial  districts  destitute 
of  religious  services  and  teachings. 

Whebeas,  The  rapid  increase  of  population  in  this  State,  especially  in 
its  northern  portion,  demands  the  employment  of  increased  effort  for  the 
supply  of  their  spiritual  necessities ;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  thdse  now  emigrating  to  and  occupying  its  rich 
agricultural,  mining  and  lumbering  districts,  are  brethren  ox  our  common 
futh  from  England,  and  on  that  account  claiming  our  fraternal  sympathy 
and  succor ;  therefore, 

Begolvedj  That  a  committee  of  three  olergfymen  and  two  laymen  be 
appointed  to  take  into  consideration  a  plan  for  the  establishment  in  this 
diocese  of  one  or  more  associate  Missions,  with  schools  attached,  to  submit 
such  plan,  as  soon  as  practicable,  to  the  Bishop  and  Church  Extension 
Committee,  and  if  approved  by  them,  to  present  the  same  to  the  next  Con- 
vention for  its  action.

Whereas,  The  present  Bishop,  b^  reason  of  advuicing  years,  and  the 
great  distance  required  to  be  traveled  in  order  to  meet  the  demands  upon  his 
time  and  services,  cannot  possibly  perform  his  Episcopal  functions  in  rmir 
lug  such  new  posts,  to  say  nothmg  of  the  older  ones,  without  undergoing 
an  amount  of  fatigue,  care  and  responsibility  that  ought  not  longer  now, 
in  view  of  his  past  faithful  services,  ooverinf  a  period  of  time  of  oyer  a 
third  of  a  century,  to  be-^nposed  upon  him ;  therefore 

Betolvedf  That  a  committee,  to  consist  of  four  clergymen  and  four  lay- 
men, be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Gonventiaa 
whether  it  is  expedient  to  divide  tne  Diocese  and  erect  another  within 
this  State,  and  to  report  upon  all  matters  touching  the  same.

present  convocational  system,  and  thus  touches  vitally  the  Missionary 
interests  of  the  Diocese,  the  committee  would  simply  recommend,  that  the 
proposed  Canon  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Conven- 
tion, and  be  laid  over  as  unfinished  business.

The  oommittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  '*  Clergymen's 
Mutual  luBuraace  League/'  with  a  yiew  to  devise  some  plan  for  the 
insurance  of  every  Reotor  of  this  Diocese,  respectfully  report,  that  the 
absence  of  Mr.  N.  P.  Loveridge,  the  d^airman  of  the  oommittee,  and  want 
of  sufficient  consideration  for  the  maturing  of  a  plan  of  definite  action  to 
accomplish  this  important  object  of  their  appointment,  prevents  them  from 
submitting  any  perfected  plan  at  the  present  time,  and  a  continuance  of 
the  oommittee  is  asked.  But,  unwilling  that  a  matter  so  important,  and 
which  so  forcibly  commends  itself  to  the  judgment  of  all  who  haye  invest 
tigated  the  subject,  should  fail  to  receive  endorsement,  and  to  some  extent 
be  made  to  yield  its  benefit  to  this  Diocese,  the  oommittee  respectfully 
recommend  that,  prior  to  the  next  Convention,  a  special  collection  be  made 
in  each  Parish  and  deposited  in  the  Parish  Treasurer's  hands,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  insuring  their  respeotive  Hectors  and  for  meeting  the  mortuary 
dues  to  be  assessed  therefor ;  and  that  whenever  the  sum  raised  is  suffi- 
cient, a  membership  in  the  League  be  effected,  if  not  already  done,  and 
the  mortuary  dues  be  paid.  And,  further,  the  committee  recommend  that 
each  Rector,  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Bishop,  embody  a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  such  collection,  and  what  application  has  been  made  thereof. 
We  therefore  submit,  for  the  action  of  this  Convention,  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 

lUfolved,  That  prior  to  the  next  Convention  each  Parish  be  advised  to 
take  up  a  special  coUection  for  the  purpose  of  making  their  respective 
Rectors  members  of  the  Clergymen's  Insurance  League,  wherever  the  same 
has  not  already  been  effected,  and  for  meeting  mortuary  dues  to  be  assessed 
thereon. 

MesolMd,  That  at  the  next  Convention  each  Rector  is  desired  to  make  a 
statement,  in  his  annual  report,  of  what  action  has  been  taken  in  his 
Parish  under  the  preceding  resolution,  giving  the  amount  of  collection  and 
what  lias  been  done  therewith. 

Hettolvedy  That  the  Committee  on  this  subject  of  Clergymen's  Insurance 
League  be  continued.

Beaoived,  That  the  Bishop  is  respectfully  requested  to  oontinne  the  semi- 
annual Missionary  meetings,  to  be  held  in  the  month  of  Noyember,  and  as 
soon  as  practicable  after  Easter,  each  to  occupy  two  entire  days,  and  that 
the  Ohurch  Extension  Committee  are  directed,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Diocesan,  to  secure  the  arrangements  for  such  meetings. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  7}  o'clock. 
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SECOim  SAT-EVUNINa  SESSION.

Dear  Brsthren  : 

I  again  cordially  velcoxne  yon  to  the  annual  meeting  of  onr  Diocesan 
Council. 

THE  HEALTH  OF  THE  CLBROT  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

For  Beveral  years  past  our  first  record  was,  the  death  of  one  of  our  faith- 
ful brethren  in  Christ.    God  has  spared  us  that  sorrow  at  this  meeting. 

During  the  past  year,  Gh>d  has  blessed  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  with  good 
health  for  the  performance  of  the  arduous  duties  connected  with  their 
office,  and  I  can  say  it,  with  perfect  safety,  that  few  dioceses  can  present  a 
more  faithful  and  energetic  class  of  devoted  servants  of  Christ  than  Qod 
has  placed  under  my  care. 

THE  PEACE  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

We  have  had  nothing  to  interrupt  the  beauty  and  harmony  of  our  Dio- 
cese by  the  introduction  of  any  novelties,  either  in  doctrine  or  practice. 
We  have  dung  with  firmness  to  the  good  old  ways  presented  in  the  canons 
and  ritnal  of  the  Church,  perfectly  satisfied  with  her  teachings  as  the  best 
exponent  of  the  word  of  Gk>d,  and  as  the  greatest  safeguard  against  the 
novelties  and  heresies  which  abound  in  the  Christian  world. 

KEW  LIFE  IN  THE  CHURCH  OF  ENGLAin>. 

We  have  not,  however,  been  insensible  to  the  g^eat  efforts  made  by  mem- 
bers of  our  mother  church  to  infuse  new  life  into  her  worship,  and  to 
awaken  her  members  to  a  deeper  sense  of  their  responsibilities  to  the  poor 
and  the  destitute.  A  new  spirit  has  been  awakened  in  the  church,  and  all 
those  benevolent  duties,  the  very  life  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  but  so  long 
neglected  and  performed  by  other  hands,  have  called  forth  the  energies  of 
holy  men  and  holy  women,  and  are  now  rescuing  thousands  from  ignor- 
ance, niisery  and  -spiritual  death. 

Homes  have  been  provided  for  the  aged  and  infirm ;  schools  have  been 
established  for  the  education  of  poor  little  degraded  children ;  orphan  asy- 
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Inms  to  shelter  and  insianiot  those  helpless  objects  of  charity ;  hospitals  for 
the  comfort  of  the  sick  and  needy,  which  have  enlisted  and  called  forth 
the  energies  of  faithful  women  in  the  church,  devoting  their  lives  to  Uiese 
works  of  charity  and  meroy.  It  has  been  a  second  reformation,  and  has 
infused  new  life  and  energy  into  our  mother  church,  fitting  her  to  cope 
successfully  with  the  mighty  power  of  Rome,  which  had  grasped  and  held 
under  her  influence  these  streams  of  Christian  benevolence.  It  has  called 
forth  a  deeper  reverence  fov  and  obedience  to  the  prescribed  festivals  and 
&sts  of  the  Church,  which  give  a  distinctiveness  to  her  doctrines  and  wor- 
ship, and  form  the  highest  memorials  of  her  divine  origin.  It  haaled  to  a 
higher  appreciation  of  the  spiritual  benefit  of  her  holy  sacraments,  di»> 
carding  the  fearful  heresy  that  they  are  only  signs  of  the  faith  of  the 
recipient,  instead  of  the  great  channels  through  which  Qod  imparts  his 
Holy  Spirit  to  the  devout  partaker  of  these  emblems  of  His  love  and  meroj. 

THE  SAME  SPIRIT  19  OUR   OWN    COMMUUION. 

We  feel  thankful  that  the  same  spirit  and  life  have  had  their  influence 
upon  our  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ.  The  lifeless  and  perfunctory 
manner  in  which  her  services  were  often  performed  has  given  place  to  a 
hearty  zeal  and  warmth  which  has  not  only  assisted  the  devotions  of  her 
own  children,  but  made  them  more  attractive  to  many  who  only  connidered 
them  a  dead  form.  The  Lenten  season  has  never  before  been  more  hiihr 
fully  observed — the  great  festivals  never  made  so  attractive.  The  same 
spirit  has  brought  many  who  differ  from  us  to  appreciate  the  force  and 
power  of  outward  and  sensible  objects  in  aiding  the  devotions  of  the  heart. 
These  things  of  themselves  are  nothing,  but  in  their  right  use  they  help 
4o  lift  the  heart  up  to  our  blessed  Lord,  and  excite  the  devout  worshiper 
to  a  loftier  and  more  holy  devotion.  Our  chaunts  and  hymns  of  praise, 
and  even  parts  of  our  liturgical  service,  have  been  made  parts  of  the  public 
worship  of  many  who  once  considered  them  a  fearful  inheritance  from  the 
Church  of  Rome,  and  we  hope  that  through  the  influence  of  this  awaken- 
ing  spirit,  coming,  as  we  believe,  from  the  great  head  of  the  Church,  the 
children  of  God  will  not  be  deprived  of  uniting  in  praises  to  God,  nor  of 
the  highest  acts  of  devotion  to  Him  who  has  redeemed  them  with  His  own 
most  precious  blood. 

THB  MUSIC  TR  THB  SERYICES. 

We  oonsider  that  united  praise  to  God,  in  which  every  heart  and  tongue 
will  be  eng^ed^  will  do  more  to  keep  out  of  the  Church  the  spirit  of  the 
world,  and  raise  up  God's  children  to  a  higher  standard  of  devotion,  and 
an  increased  consecration  of  themselves  to  His  service,  than  any  sacred 
agency  which  can  be  used. 
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Our  hearts  hare  often  been  chilled  hj  the  nnseemlj  and  inappropriate 
xnuaio  which  has  found  its  way  into  the  Churoh,  and  which  depriTes  the 
poor  as  well  aa  the  untaught  of  this  holj  act  of  devotion.  We  do  not 
oall  in  question  the  eameatness  and  zeal  of  anj  who  lead  the  deyotions  of 
the  Church,  but  we  think  it  to  be  a  sad  mistake  when  Gk>d's  people  haye 
only  to  be  silent  hearers,  instead  oi  united  worshipers.  We  belioTe  that 
there  is  an  ardent  longing  in  the  Church  for  the  return  to  that  simple  and 
Bonl-stining  music  which  will  lift  up  every  heart  to  God. 

KOTBLTIE8  IN  THE  WOBSHIF  OF  THE    CHUBCH. 

In  speaking,  however,  of  the  reforming  spirit  in  the  Church,  we  have  no 
sympathy  with  the  introduction  of  anything  into  her  worship  which  can  in 
any  way  symbblize  the  corrupt  doctrines  and  practices  of  Borne,  neither  in 
▼eetments  nor  in  the  use  of  anything  that  is  not  sanctioned  by  the  laws  of 
the  Church. 

In  all  reformations  some  will  rush  to  extremes  and  introduce  practices 
at  variance  with  the  pure  worship  of  Ghod,  and  lead  some  into  grievous 
errors.    This  we  must  expect. 

ENCOX7RA<^EME2n:«. 

But  with  all  these  mistakes  and  these  departures  from  the  clear  and 
defined  usages  of  the  church,  we  believe  that  Gk>d  is  infusing  new  life  and 
energy  into  the  hearts  of  His  children. 

We  have  everything  to  encourage  us  and  excite  us  to  renewed  efforts  in 
the  cause  of  our  blessed  Lord. 

We  have  a  certain  and  positive  faith,  handed  down  to  us  through  the 
Church ;  a  liturgy  well  calculated  io  lift  up  the  heart  to  God,  needing  no 
change,  but  suited  to  all  descriptions  of  men;  a  freedom  from  all  the  excit- 
ing topics  of  the  day,  and  now,  more  than  ever,  attracting  the  sober  minded 
and  thoughtful  to  our  holy  communion. 

THE  FBOrOSBD  BEYIBION  OF  THE  ENGLISH  BCBIFTUBES. 

But  in  speaking  of  what  God  has  done  and  is  doing  for  the  Church 

abroad  snd  at  home,  we  regret  deeply  the  action  of  some  of  the  Bishops 

and  members  of  our  mother  church  in  reference  to  a  new  translation  of  the 

Holy  Scriptures.    We  consider  this  to  be  one  of   the  most  unfortunate 

events  that  has  occurred  in  her  history,  as  a  reformed  branch  of  the  Holy 

Catholic  Church    We  need  not  now  speak  of  its  inception,  and  the  deep 

scandal  brought  upon  her  by  the  admission  of  one  who  denies  the  Lord 

that  bought  him  to  the  participation  of  the  sacrament  of  the  body  and 

hlood  oi  Christ,  thus  breaking  down  all  distinction  between  truth  and 
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error,  and  inflioting  a  wound  upon  the  bodjjof  Christ  whioh  yeara  ouuiot 
heal;  and  then  to  add  hia  name  to  the  list  of  those  intnuted  with  a  revi- 
aion  of  the  Word  of  Gtod.  It  is  sad  to  think  that  such  a  false  liberality  should 
have  grained  an  entrance  into  the  oouncils  of  those  intrusted  with  the- guar- 
dianship of  the  Ohurch  of  God.  This  action  has  not  been  demanded  by 
any  part  of  the  Catholic  Church.  There  is  no  want  felt  and  expressed  of 
the  iasuffioiency  of  our  present  translation  to  enlighten  and  lead  ainners  to 
Christ.  It  has  guided  thousands  and  tens  of  thousands  to  Him,  through 
His  Holy  Church,  in  their  journey  through  life  to  the  paradise  of  God. 

It  has  been  considered  as  a  sacred  treasure  in  our  households,  surrounded 
by  associations  connected  with  its  history  and  preservation,  that  have  made 
it  dear  to  the  little  child,  as  well  as  to  the  aged  servants  of  Christ  Are 
we  willing  to  give  up  all  that  has  made  it  so  dear  to  us,  not  only  as  the 
pure  Word  of  God,  as  the  noblest  work  of  the  servants  of  Christ  at  the  most 
trying  period  in  the  history  of  the  Church,  or  the  first  beam  of  light  com- 
ing out  of  the  midnight  through  which  she  has  passed;  containing  the 
purest  specimen  of  our  Saxon  tongue,  and  the  most  faithful  adherence  to 
the  Scriptures  in  the  language  in  which  they  were  written  by  holy  men, 
guided  by  the  spirit  of  €k>d  ?  The  very  beginning  has  done  the  Church 
great  harm.  It  has  shaken  the  confidence  of  many  of  her  children,  learned 
and  unlearned,  in  the  Book  of  God.  It  has  g^ven  cause  to  the  great  enemy 
of  the  Church  to  strengthen  her  opposition  to  the  Word  of  God,  as  an 
unfaithful  and  untrue  exhibition  of  the  revelation  of  His  will^  and  has 
increased  the  taunts  and  jeers  of  the  infidel,  and  gives  them  the  evidence 
which  has  been  furnished  them,  that  even  we  ourselves  have  not  confidence 
in  the  Book  of  God.  The  change  in  a  few  phrases,  the  expunging  of  a  few 
obsolete  words,  can  never  make  up  for  the  great  injury  which  her  own 
children  have  unwillingly  inflicted  upon  the  spouse  of  Christ. 

We  hope  that  decided  action  will  be  taken  on  this  subject  in  our  g^eneral 
oouncils,  that  will  prevent  the  removal  from  her  altars,  her  desks  and  her 
pulpits,  of  that  Holy  Book,  endeared  to  us  by  so  many  holy  associations — 
the  book  of  our  childhood,  the  guide  of  our  youth,  and  the  solace  and  com- 
fort of  advancing  years.  We  enter  our  solemn  protest  against  any  new 
version  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  we  feel  sure  that  we  will  find  in  your 
hearts  and  action  a  deep  and  hearty  response. 

THE  CONDITION  OF  THE  DIOCE8B. 

We  have  thus  briefly  adverted  to  the  condition  of  our  Holy  Church  in  its 
Catholic  character,  and  we  now  consider  the  condition  of  our  own  branch 
of  that  holy  body. 
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lOBSIONABT  OPERATIONS. 


We  have  not  been  able  to  extend  the  limits  of  onr  Misnonary  operations 
to  any  extent  daring  the  past  year.  We  have  had  fands  sufficient  to  do 
BO,  and  many  applications  for  ministerial  work  in  the  Diocese.  We  have 
new  on  onr  list  several  who  are  anxious  and  ready  to  come. 

The  great  difficulty  is  in  procuring  their  support.  If  we  had  men  with- 
out  families,  we  could  have  supplied  a  few  of  these  waste  places.  But  even 
with  theee  we  haye  been  unable  to  induce  but  a  few  to  g^  forth  in  the 
spirit  of  our  Master,  trusting  in  His  promise  to  supply  the  wants  of  His 

faithful  servants.    A  certain  amount  has  generally  been  made  the  basis  of 

» 

the  labor  to  be  given  in  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  as  we  had  only  the  Mis- 
sionary stipend  to  offer,  and  bid  them  to  trust  in  the  result  of  a  faithful 
devotion  to  His  service,  we  have  failed  in  getting  in  many  places  a  rich 
harvest  for  the  Church. 

AN  ABBOCIATB  MISSION. 

We  have  several  places  in  the  Northwestern  part  of  the  Diocese  where  an 
associated  mission  might  accomplish  a  glorious  work.  Six  or  seven  village 
could  be  reached  on  every  Lord's  Day,  and  a  foundation  laid  for  the  future 
growth  of-  the  Church. 

POLICY  IN  COMMBNCINO  BSRYICBS. 

We  have  always  considered  it  to  be  the  wisest  plan,  not  to  begin  the  ser- 
vices in  any  town  or  village  unless  we  were  able  to  have  continued  services. 
It  only  excites  expectations  which,  if  not  soon  met,  chill  the  efforts  of 
those  whose  seal  and  energies  had  been  for  a  time  enlisted  in  the  cause  of 
theChoroh. 

FBEMATUKB  ORGANIZATION  OF  PARISHES. 

And  especially  we  have  opposed  the  organization  of  Parishes  at  an  early 
date.  It  brings  into  the  Vestries  men  who  do  not  understand  the  organ-  • 
ization  and  principles  of  the  Church,  who  think  that  the  Vestry  is  the 
ecclesiastical  body  to  control  and  direct  the  Missionary  in  his  work,  and  ^ 
occasions  embarrassment  and  strife  which  sooner  or  later  causes  him  to 
abandon  his  work.  On  this  account  some  of  our  most  prosperous  Mission- 
ary fields  have  been  abandoned,  and  the  most  flattering  prospects  of  success 
entirely  lost.  The  Missionary  is  only  amenable  to  his  Bishop.  The  Ves- 
try's duty  is  simply  to  take  care  of  the  temporalities  of  the  Church.  It  is 
far  better  never  to  organize  until  proper  persons  to  fill  these  positions  can 
bo  secured. 
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lOSaiONABY  SSBYICBS  OF  THB  FABOOHIAL  CliERGT. 

If  the  Fazoohial  Clergy  could  oocaalonally  hold  seryiceB  in  pUoee  near  to 
them,  many  members  of  the  Ghorch,  and  many  anxiooB  to  be  united  with 
her,  might  be  induced  to  come  and  worship  with  them  in  the  parish 
church. 

THE  BUBAL  POPULATION. 

In  this  way  we  might  reach  the  rural  popiilation,  and  induce  tome,  at 
least,  to  leave  their  homes  on  the  Lord's  Bay  and  spend  a  part  of  it  in  Hu 
liouse.  It  is  sad  to  think  of  the  condition  of  thousands  among  us  rapidlj 
running  into  indifference  and  infidelity. 

If  the  Church  do  not  reach  and  instruct  this  part  of  our  population,  we 
shall,  in  a  few  years,  have  among  us  nothing  but  an  educated  heathenian. 
Their  sons  and  daughters,  through  the  wide-spread  influence  of  our  com- 
mon school  system,  are  weU  instructed  in  eyery  branch  of  a  thorougb 
education,  but  without  a  positiye  faith  to  direct  and  control  them,  and 
guard  them  from  the  heresies  that  fearfully  abound  among  them;  their 
education  will  only  fit  them  for  a  more  open  and  determined  opposition  to 
the  revelation  of  our  blessed  Lord.  Foreign  lands  claim  our  sympathy  and 
effort  The  Saviour  has  made  no  limit  to  our  exertions  to  extend  His 
truth.  But  we  think  that  we  have  a  field  within  our  reach  ready  for  cul- 
tivation. The  Church  must  look  at  home,  and  bring  under  her  influence 
the  thousands  who  are  growing  up  among  us,  either  to  become  the  agents 
in  extending  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  or  its  most  fearful  foes.  The  very 
existence  of  our  domestic,  social  and  civil  comforts  depends  upon  the  wide- 
spread influence  of  the  truth,  and  while  we  are  asleep  the  enemy  is  sowing 
broadcast  over  it  the  most  fearful  tares. 

We  verily  believe  that  the  salvation  of  our  country  depends  upon  the 
wide-spread  influence  and  power  of  the  Church. 

CHBI8TIAK  BDUCATION. 

In  connection  with  the  subject,  Christian  education  holds  the  first  rank. 
Our  sons  and  daughters  must  be  imbued  at  the  earliest  date  with  the  puri- 
fying influences  of  the  Gospel  of  our  blessed  Lord.  It  should  be  oonneoted 
with  every  study  and  every  branch  of  science  in  its  most  attractive  form. 
We  have  often  wished  for  these  fountains  of  x>ower  and  purity,  that  th^ 
streams  might  flow  out  in  every  part  of  our  land,  to  refresh  and  purify  the 
waste  places.    Others  may  do  what  we  have  failed  to  aocomplish. 

\         THE  PROPOSED  SCHOOLS  AT  FENTOK. 

We  cannot  pass  without  commendation  the  unwearied  zeal  and  energy 
of  a  presbyter  of  this  Diocese  to  provide  a  Christian  home  for  tlie  inatruo- 
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tion  of  the  children  of  the  Churoh.  The  institations  at  Fenton — one  for 
hojBf  the  other  for  girls — are  in  no  respect  connected  with  this  Dioceee,  bat 
they  certainly  claim  its  fostering  care.  The  bnildings  are  nearly  com- 
pleted and  nearly  free  from  debt.  They  are  very  neat  and  commodious, 
with  extensire  grounds  around  them,  and  the  strong  hope  is  cherished 
that,  at  no  distant  day,  they  will  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  pupils,  under 
the  care  of  well  educated  and  competent  teachers. 

THB  COMMON  SCHOOL  8YBTEM. 

In  thus  speaki])^  of  Christian  education,  we  bj  no  means  umderyalue  the 
power  and  influence  of  our  excellent  common  school  system.  We  cannot 
array  the  Church  against  it,  nor  can  we,  if  we  had  the  power,  undermine 
and  destroy  it.  It  makes  no  pretension  to  a  thorough  religious  education, 
but  we  belieye  that,  as  far  as  possible,  many  of  the  leading  truths  of  our 
holy  religion  are  kept  before  the  minds  of  the  pupils.  We  haye  visited 
them  with  pleasure,  have  conducted  the  religious  services,  using,  as  is  now 
▼eiy  general  in  these  schools,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  repeated  by  the  scholars, 
and  such  other  prayers  as  we  saw  fit  to  use,  read  a  portion  of  the  Word  of 
God,  and  joined  with  them  in  singing  a  hymn  of  praise.  This  is  great 
gain,  and  must  in  a  degpree  connect  with  mental  training  the  necessity  of  a 
higher  and  holier  influence — the  training  of  the  heart.  If  home  teaching 
and  church  teaching  will  keep  pace  with  this  admirable  system,  we  need 
not  fear  that  our  children  will  be  led  away  from  the  truth. 

THE  CONYOCATIONB. 

We  have  attended  as  often  as  possible  the  meetings  of  our  several  Con- 
vocations. They  take  place  at  times  when  we  have  other  duties  to  perform, 
and  have  been  deprived  of  meeting  with  them.  But  they  are  designed  for 
the  Clergy,  and  are  in  no  way  connected  with  the  duties  of  the  Bishop. 
We  have  always  had  doubts  of  their  efficiency  as  at  present  conducted. 

Their  whole  influence  is  spent  upon  a  single  Parish — when  we  think 
they  were  intended  as  simple  Missionary  associations,  not  to  originate  and 
conduct  business  affecting  the  interest  of  the  Diocese,  but  the  members 
coming  together  at  different  periods  and  preaching  the  truth  in  the  desti- 
tute plaoee  within  theit  reach.  If  different  points  could  be  selected  within 
the  range  of  the  Convocation,  and  two  or  more  of  its  members  would  hold 
the  services  of  the  Church,  and  tell  men  of  the  love  of  Gfod  through  Christ, 
we  think  g^reat  g^ood  could  be  done.  This  was  their  design.  If  not,  their 
influence  can  be  felt  only  in  one  spot,  and  past  exp^ence  has  shown  us 
that  very  little  has  been  accomplished  through  this  agency.  We  hope  as 
Missionary  associations  they  will  be  continued,  and  their  power  felt  among 
many  who  are  now  deprived  of  our  holy  services.

THE  CONFIBMATION8. 

Tlie  number  oonfirmed  has  not  quite  reached  that  of  last  year.  Four  or 
fiye  Parishes  have  yet  to  be  yisited,  which  will  be  done  as  soon  as  possible 
after  Gonyention.  The  oonfirmatlons  were  much  larger  in  the  oountiy 
Parishes  than  in  the  city. 

We  never  had  a  more  pleasant  yisitation,  and  nerer  reoeiyed  more  kind- 
ness from  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  never  preached  to  larger  congrega- 
tions.   It  was  yery  pleasant  that  so  many  of  the  young  from  our  Sunday 
Schools,  and  from  the  hands  of  faithful  sponsors,  were  brought  to  confirmar 
tion.    It  was  the  design  of  the  Church  that  they  should  be  brought  at  a 
yery  early  period,  not  as  a  mere  form,  but  as  well  trained  and  "  brought  ap 
in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord.'*    She  has  happily  fixed  no 
period  when  these  yows  should  be  assumed,  but  claims  the  heart  and  lives  of 
her  children  at  the  earliest  possible  period.    If  this  be  not  kept  in  mind  bj 
sponsors  and  parents,  and  these  seasons  be  passed  by,  and  the  influence  of 
the  world  gradua&y  g^in  possession  of  the  heart,  it  beqomefl  a  matter  of 
great  doubt  whether  they  ever  will  devote  themselves  to  the  service  of 
Christ.'  The  plea  that  they  are  too  young,  made  oftentimes  as  the  excuse 
for  the  neglect  of  these  lambs  of  the  flock  of  Christ,  has  lost  many  a  soul 
that  might  have  been  purified  and  saved.    We  rejoice  that  a  better  and 
wiser  day  is  dawning  upon  the  Church,  and  that  little  children  will  not  be 
overlooked  in  their  part  of  the  covenant  of  salvation. 

FROYIDING  KECTOBTE8. 

It  has  given  me  no  little  pleasure  to  find  that  continued  efforts  are  made 
in  so  many  Parishes  to  provide  a  suitable  and  permanent  home  for  their 
Rectors.  This  has  been  greatly  needed,  and  the  want  of  it  felt  by  those 
who  have  been  forced  to  leave  their  fields  of  labor  on  this  account.  In  one 
Parish,  a  large  amount  was  placed  on  the  altar  on  Easter  Day,  as  an  offering 
to  God  for  this  purpose.  It  was  the  result  of  self-denial  and  efforts  during 
the  season  of  Lent. 

FREE  WILL    OFFERINOS. 

How  much  more  becoming  the  followers  of  Christ,  and  how  muoh  more 
in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  His  gospel  and  His  Church,  are  such  offer- 
ings, than  a  resort  to  the  mode  so  generally  practiced  to  obtain  money  for 
Christian  objects.  The  latter  modes  have  brought  into  the  church  the  spirit 
and  practices  of  the  world ;  have  almost  made  obsolete  the  very  founda- 
tions of  Christian  character,  self-denial,  and  rendered  the  command  of  the 
Apostle  to  "  lay  by  on  the  first  day  of  the  week  as  the  Lord  has  prospered 
them,"  of  no  effect.  We  hope  that  these  things  have,  as  far  as  possible, 
oome  to  an  end,  and  that  now  the  members  of  the  church  are  feeling  in 
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some  degree  the  obligations  resting  upon  them  as  stewards  of  Christ.  Pro- 
fessional Christianity,  and  practical  Christianity,  are  widely  different.  The 
latter  doeh  not  consist  simply  in  the  observance  of  ohnroh  duties,  but  it 
seeks  for  a  participation  in  every  good  work.  Its  great  principle  is,  to  live 
for  Christ. 

THE  AFFBOACHIKG  GENERAL  CONVENTIOK. 

As  the  General  Council  of  the  Church  will  meejb  in  a  few  months,  it  may 
be  well  for  us  to  be  prepared  to  meet  some  of  the  subjects  likely  to  be  con- 
sidered at  that  time. 

ALTEBATIONS  OF  THE  PRAYER-BOOK. 

I  know  of  none  more  important  than  the  attempt  to  be  made  to 
change  and  alter  parts  of  the  Prayer-Book.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  know  that 
no  such  wish  is  to  be  found  among  us.  We  are  perfectly  satisfied  with  it  as 
it  is,  and  as  it  was  compiled  by  those  who  risked  their  lives  for  the  truth 
as  it  ia  in  Christ.  Like  the  present  revision  of  the  Bible,  it  has  associa- 
tions connected  with  it  that  have  made  it  dear  to  the  Church  of  Christ.  It 
oonneots  us  with  times  of  trial  and  persecution,  as  well  as  with  the  triumph 
of  the  truth;  it  associates  us  in  prayer  and  praise  with  the  purest  men 
that  ever  lived  on  this  earth,  and  teaches  us  the  doctrines  which  they  drew 
from,  the  word  of  Gtod  as  the  foundation  of  all  that  they  did  and  suffered 
for  Christ.  It  would  open  the  door  for  endless  change,  and  destroy  the 
unity  and  harmony  of  the  churcb.  It  would  foster  the  right  of  a  false 
private  judgment  in  things  pertaining  to  Gh>d,  and  take  from  the  Church 
its  richest  inheritance  and  its  most  sacred  trust,  '*  the  faith  once  delivered 
to  the  saints." 

We  hope  that  God  will  save  us  from  the  restless  spirit  of  restless  men, 
who  think  that  the  truth  of  God  must  be  suited  to  the  spirit  of  the  age  in 
which  we  live ;  whose  work  appears  to  be  to  puU  down  instead  of  building 
up  the  temple  of  the  Lord. 

We  believe  all  the  doctrines  contained  in  it  just  as  they  are,  'as  simple 
declarations  of  the  truth  of  God,  and  humbly  pray  that  no  restless  hand 
shall  ever  fnar  the  beauty  and  truth  of  that  book,  above  every  other  but  the 
Book  of  God.  We  feel  confident  that  our  Diocese  will  stand  firm  and  true 
in  their  devotion  to  this  rich  inheritance — the  richest  legacy  that  can  be 
bequeathed  to  our  children.

I  never,  on  any  occasion,  preached  to  so  larg^  a 
congregation  in  this  Church.  This  Parish  has  built  and  completed  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  parsonages  in  the  Diocese  for  their  Bector.  They 
indeed  abound  in  good  works. 

ALBION. 

April  17.^1  preached  in  St.  James'  Church,  Albion,  and  confirmed  three 
persons.  This  parish  has  been  reduced  in  numbers  by  removals,  but  is 
gradually  gaining  under  the  faithful  efforts  of  its  Bector.

April  38. — ^I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Bay  City,  and  confirmed  fifteen 
persona.    This  was  my  second  yisit  to  this  increasing  Parish. 

BT.  J0HN*8  CHURCH — DETROIT. 

April  80. — I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Detroit,  and  confirmed  thirty- 
eight  persons.  This  was  my  second  visit  to  this  Parish.  It  is  always  a 
pleasure  to  unite  in  the  worship  of  God  in  this  Parish.  The  hearty  and 
general  responses,  the  plain  and  simple  chaunts  and  tunes,  all  sung  by  the 
whole  congregation,  fills  the  heart  with  a  holy  joy,  and  seems  to  take  us 
from  the  things  bf  earth  to  have  a  slight  foretaste  of  the  things  of  Heaven. 

It  has  oonneoted  with  it^  a  thriving  and  increasing  Missionary  station, 
under  the  care  of  the  Sector  and  his  worthy  assistant.  A  suitable  build- 
ing has  been  prepared  for  the  accommodation  of  the  worshipers.  This, 
with  other  agencies  in  continued  operation  to  extend  the  Church  and  gos- 
pel of  Christ,  furnish  the  daily  evidence  of  the  life  and  energy  of  the  par- 
ish. I  feel  glad  that  its  worthy  Rector  has  consented  to  be  absent  for  a  few 
months  in  Europe,  as  a  slight  recreation  from  his  arduous  toils.  I  hope 
ihtft  (}od  will  have  him  in  His  holy  keeping,  and  return  him  to  us  with 
renewed  health  and  strength.

They 
have  purchased  a  very  comfortable  parsonage  for  their  Bector,  and  a  large 
sum  of  money  has  been  freely  subscribed  to  enlarge  and  beautify  the  present 
church-building,  with  the  addition  of  a  chapel  for  the  Sunday  School  and 
the  services  during  the  week.  It  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Bev.  Samuel 
Earp,  a  worthy  successor  to  the  former  dilig^t  and  able  pastor,  the  Bev. 
Dr.  Tustin. 

ORAND    HAYEN. 

Hay  4. — I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Grand  Haven,  and  confirmed 
one  person.  The  storm  and  rain  were  so  severe  as  to  prevent  several  per- 
sons who  had  intended  to  be  confirmed. 

BIO  KAFIDS. 

^ay  7. — I  preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Parish,  Big  Bapids  (in  the  courts 
room),  twice,  and  confirmed  twenty-three  persons. 

This  Mission  is  under  the  care  of  the  Bev.  E.  W.  Flower.  Some  of  the 
most  prominent  families  of  this  growing  town  were  among  the  confirmed. 
I  have  seldom  seen  a  greater  interest  manifested  in  the  services  of  the 
Church.  The  building  waa  crowded;  the  singing  simple  and  good.  The 
deep  reverence  |nd  respect  shown  in  their  worship  gave  the  evidence  that , 
a  g^tle  but  master  hand  had  glided  them  in  the  ways  of  our  Holy  Church. 
It  is  one  of  the  most  successful  Missions  we  have  had  in  any  part  of  the 
Diocese.  A  lot  has  been  purcihaBed,  on  whieh  a  church  edifice  is  to  be 
erected  in  accordance  with  their  means,  and  I  earnestly  hope  that  the  dif- 
ferent Parishes  in  the  Diocese  will  aid  in  carrying  out  this  noble  work. 

BABANAC. 

May  8. — I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Saranao,  and  confirmed  eight  per- 
sons. This  point  has  not  had  a  settled  pastor  for  a  year.  The  Bev.  Mr. 
Morris  has  taken  care  of  them  part  of  the  time,  and  labored  most  ^ithfully 
among  them.  The  Bev.  Mr.  Wood,  of  Kegaunee,  in  the  Upper  Peninsula, 
being  on  a  visit  to  his  family,  kindly  prepared  the  candidates  for  confirm- 
ation. This  Parish,  in  connection  with  Lowell,  a  thriving  town  six  miles 
distant,  would  form  a  pleasant  missionary  field.    , 

Several  ladies  came  to  see  me  at  Saranao,  expressing  the  wish  for  ser- 
vices, and  as  indicative  of  their  zeal  and  energy,  assured  me  that  they  had, 
by  their  exertionSy  raised  a  sufficient  sum  to  purchase  a  suitable  lot  on 
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which  to  erect  a  ohiiroh.    I  do  hope  that  I  will  soon  be  able  to  procure  the 
serrioea  of  an  active  Miuionary. 

IONIA. 

May  9. — I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Ionia,  and  confirmed  three 
persons.  A  Clergyman  has  seldom  been  able  to  live  more  than  a  year  in 
this  parish. 

COBX7NKA. 

May  10. — ^I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Parish,  in  Corunna,  and  confirmed 
three  persons.  I  was  happy  to  learn  t^at  the  Bey.  Mr.  Banwell  was  willing 
to  connect  this  Parish  with  that  of  Owosso.  It  is  only  three  miles  dis- 
tant.    He  has  given  new  life  and  energy  to  the  Parish. 

owosso. 

May  10. — I  preached  in  the  etening  in  Christ  Church,  Owosso,  and  con-  / 
firmed  seyeu  persons.    This  was  my  second  yisit. 

GRACE    CBTTRCB. — ^DBTBOIT. 

May  14. — I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Detroit,  and  confirmed  thirty-six 
persona.  I  had  held  a  special  confirmation  at  the  request  of  the  Sector, 
and  confirmed  six  persons,  making  the  total  number  confirmed  forty-two. 

DBXTBB. 

May  15. —I  preached  in  St.  James'  Church,  Dexter,  and  confirmed  five 
persons.  This  church  was  much  damaged  by  lightning  some  time  since, 
but  has  been  yery  neatly  repaired.  I  never  saw  it  in  a  better  condition.  It 
has  suffered  greatly  by  removals  and  deaths,  but  the  faithful  Missionary 
keeps  well  together  his  little  flock. 

COLDWATEB. 

Hay  18. — I  preached  twice  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Coldwater,  and  eon- 
firmed  five  persons.  This  Parish,  on  £aster-day,  made  on  offering  to  Gk)d 
of  $800,  to  liquidate  the  debt  incurred  in  the  purchase  of  a  beautiful  par- 
sonage. Such  efforts  cannot  fail  to  bring  down,  in  the  richest  profusion, 
the  blessings  of  Ood  upon  such  denials  and  efforts  in  His  cause. 

The  Rector  of  this  Parish  also  officiates  in  the  afternoon  of  every  Lord's- 
day  in  Qaincy,  a  most  active  town,  six  miles  distant.  Efforts  will  soon  be 
nittfde  to  erect  a  church  there. 
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TFSILANn. 

May  21. — I  preaolied  twice  in  St.  Luke's  Choioli,  Ypsilanti,  and  con- 
firmed eight  persons.  Ood  has  greatly  afflicted  its  worthy  Bector  during 
the  past  year,  in  the  remoyal  of  his  son  and  a  very  dear  grandchild.  While 
it  has  almost  crushed  him  to  the  earth,  hd  has  bowed  in  submission  to  the 
will  of  Gk>d,  and  considered  it  the  discipline  of  a  Father  more  kind  than 
any  earthly  parent. 

The  Parish  appears  to  be  in  a  very  healthy  condition. 

BBOOKLYK. 

Hay  22. — Preached  in  All  Saints'  Church,  Brooklyn,  and  confirmed  seyen 
persons.  This  Parish  is  in  connection  with  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels', 
Cambridge,  five  miles  distant,  and  now  under  the  care  of  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Frisbie. 

There  were  many  sad  associations  oommted  with  my  visit  to  this  Parish. 
The  family  of  the  old  Rector,  the  Rev.  lilLr.  Lyster,  broken  up  and  gone; 
the  old  home,  the  scene  of  a  refined  and  warm-hearted  hospitality,  passed 
into  other  hands ;  the  humble,  self-denying  Rector  far  away  in  the  Diocese 
in  a  new  and  uncultivated  field,  but  still  devoting  himself  to  his  Master's 
service.  I  felt  happy,  however,  that  his  place  had  been  so  well  filled,  and 
that  everything  indicated  an  increase  of  the  oongregation. 

ORDINATION    OF   MB.  B.  W.  GRANGB. 

June  8. — ^I  ordained  Robert  W.  Orange  as  a  Deacon  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Detroit.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the  Rector,  and  the  sermon 
preached,  at  my  request,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wadleigh,  of  St.  Luke's  Church, 
Gtermantown,  Pennsylvania. 

From  circumstances  beyond  my  control,  I  had  to  le%ve  three  or  four  Par- 
ishes tmvisited  until  after  the  Convention. 

It  is  a  comparatively  easy  matter  now  to  visit  the  Diocese.  The  railroad 
facilities  are  so  g^reat  that  all  the  parishes  could  be  visited  twice  in  a  year 
if  necessary. 

BBTBOSFECT  OF  MY  EFI8GOFATB. 

Your  Bishop  is  now  rapidly  approaching  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  his 
Episcopate. 

In  the  retrospect  of  these  years,  there  is  much  to  sadden  as  well  bb  oom- 
fort. 

Much  more  might  have  been  done  than  we  have  accomplished.  But  there 
is  a  sweet  consciousness,  under  all  circumstanote,  that  there  was  the  only 
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leading  design  and  aim  to  fulfill  the  trust  which  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Chnrch  oommitted  to  him.  We  have  had  but  little  aid  from  without, 
except  the  yearly  amount  allotted  to  the  Diocese  by  the  Domestic  Commit- 
tee. When  we  consider  what  has  been  done,  we  recognize  the  continued 
presence  of  the  Spirit  of  God  giving  efficiency  to  the  means  which  He  has 
revealed,  and  enabling  ns  to  lay  foundations  on  which  some  wiser  builder 
may  erect  a  glorious  temple  to  the  Lord.  We  have  feli  like  many  seeking 
homes  in  this  portion  of  our  land,  without  means,  and  depending  upon 
their  limited  possessions,  from  which  they  can  dig  the  capital  to  extend 
their  comforts,  and  spread  around  them  and  their  children  permanent 
blessings. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  extract  our  capital  from  the  soil  of  hearts  soft- 
ened and  imbued  by  the  g^race  of  God,  and  from  these  have  arisen  the 
means  which  have  beautified  many  waste  places,  and  made  spiritual,  and 
we  hope  permanent,  homes  for  the  children  of  Gk>d. 

CONCLUSION. 

We  commend  you  to  GK>d*B  g^race,  and  pray  that  it  may  come  down  into 
our  hearts  in  copious  showers,  making  them  more  pure,  our  lives  more 
holy,  and  our  zeal  and  energy  in  some  degree  like  to  our  blessed  Lord.^

I  have  held  service  one  Sunday  evening  at  PlainweU.  I  spent  thirteenth 
Trinity  Sunday  at  iSudson,  assisting  the  Beotor  of  Trinity  in  dedicating 
a  hall  for  church  use,  preaching  twice  and  administering  the  holy  com- 
munion* I  also,  while  there,  administered  the  communion  in  private  to  an 
aged  and  blind  lady,  who  was  a  candidate  for  confirmation. 

The  Parish  at  Allegan  have  been  somewhat  crippled  during  the  year  by 
general  Bioknes§  among  the  people  and  by  frequent  prostration  of  the  Hec- 
tor by  fever  and  ague.  There  has  been,  however,  a  determination  not  to 
yield  to  discouragement.  They  have  at  last,  of  themselves,  purchased  a 
very  fine  toned  Meneely  bell,  weighing  1,074  pounds,  costing  $490,  which, 
though  an  "  Easter  offering,*^  was  rung  for  the  first  time  on  the  fourth 
Sunday  after  Easter.  It  has  on  it  the  following  inscription,  by  which  the 
Parish  especially  commemorated  the  existence  of  Ike  X^hurch  in  Michigan :

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This  report  embraces  only  the  last  half  of  the  Conventional  jear,  there 
having  been  no  regular  services  for  several  months  previous  to  my  coming 
here  in  December  last,  by  appointment  of  the  Bishop,  immediately  after 
my  ordination  to  the  Diaoonate.  This,  I  am  happy  to  report,  g^ves  evi- 
dence of  being  a  g^wing  mission,  and  one  which,  I  believe,  at  no  distant 
day  will  become  a  self-supporting  parish. 

We  have  lots  for  church  and  parsonage,  worth  about  $1,000,  and  have 
commenced  the  erection  of  a  small  church,  which  we  devoutly  hope  may 
be  completed  the  present  year. 

My  occasional  services  without  the  Parish  have  been  as  follows :  Lan- 
sing— ^Assisted  Bector  in  the  service  twice  and  baptized  an  infant,  also 
preached  once.  Grand  Rapids — Preached  once  in  St.  Mark's,  and  read 
service  and  preached  three  times  in  the  Memorial  Chapel.  Bead  service 
twice  in  St  Paul's,- Detroit,  and  once  at  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

It  would  be  proper  to  state,  that  one  of  the  persons  reported  confirmed 
at  the  visitation  of  the  Bishop  was  a  young  lady  brought  here  by  the  Bev. 
C.  M.  Almquist,  Missionary  to  the  Swedes  settled  in  this  vicinity. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  would  also  report  that  pledges  have  been 
obtained  lor  Church  Building  Fund  of  about  $1,200  in  Big  Bapids;  $100 
from  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand  Rapids ;  $75  from  individuals  in  Detroit ;

'*  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society,"  in  harmony  and  lore,  continues  to 
fulfill  its  pledge  made  in  behalf  of  the  African  Mission. 

During  the  winter,  a  "  Home  Missionary  Society  "  was  org^ized,  which 
promises  to  do  a  g^od  work  among  the  sick  and  needy. 

The  Rectory,  referred  to  in  the  last  report,  through  the  liberality  and 
seal  of  the  members  of  the  Parish,  in  connection  with  the  earnest  efforts 
of  the  Ladies'  Bectory  Association,  has  been  completed.  It  is  a  substantial, 
tasteful,  and  commodious  building,  and  furnished,  as  it  is,  with  every  con- 
venience, forms  a  most  comfortable  and  delightful  home. 

May  all  the  members  of  this  beloved  Parish,  whose  generous  kindness 

haA  ministered  so  abundantly  to  the  temporal  wants  of  the  Beotor  and  his 

family,  be  rewarded  seven-fold  into  their  bosom,  and,  at  last,  through  faith 

in  Jesus,  reach  that  home,  prepe^ed  by  our  Father's  love,  in  the  mansions 

of  Heaven.

The  past  year  has  been,  in  many  respects,  an  exceptional  one  in  the  his- 
tory of  this  Parish.  With  much  to  encourage,  we  have  had  also  many 
causes  of  sorrow  and  deep  searchings  of  heart.  Many  deaths  have  occurred, 
all  of  them  of  a  very  painful  character.  The  death  of  Mrs.  S.  S.  Cobb  was 
especially  felt  by  the  Parish,  she  having  been  identified  with  its  interests 
lor  many  years.     Her  fine  social  qualities  and  religious  character  had 
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endeared  her  to  many.  She  was  a  faithful  worker,  an  earnest  Snndaj 
School  teacher,  and  a  consistent,  generous  and  intelligent  Christiaii  womiuu 
Her  death  has  left  a  blank  ameng  the  earnest  Christian  women  of  the 
Parish,  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  fill.  Others  not  so  well  known,  but  in 
their  own  circle  none  the  less  dear,  have  been  called  to  rest. 

There  is  promise,  too,  of  a  reviyed  interest  in  parish  and  church  work.  It 
is  the  misfortune  of  this,  as  of  many  other  Parishes,  that  the  burden  of 
interest  and  responsibility  rests  with  a  few.  We  hope,  however,  to  secure 
in  time  a  more  active  general  co-operation.  A  rectory  has  been  built,  and 
money  raised  for  repairs  and  the  general  improvement  of  the  church. 

In  consequence  of  the  pressing  nature  of  our  parish  interests,  our  oontri-  * 
butions  to  outside  objects  have  been  condparatively  small.    Some  of  our 
Diocesan  claims  have  been  overlooked.    We  hope,  however,  to  do  better 
the  ensuing  year.    Taken  altogether,  we  are  hopeful  of  future  bleaalng  and 
prosperity.

Last  winter,  he  officiated  in  two  services  at  a 
lumber  camp,  27  miles  from  this  village,  where  he  held  the  most  interesting 
services  of  his  life.  About  one  hundred  men  were  present.  Long  mil  the 
impressions  produced  licger  in  the  memory.  As  the  old  story  of  the  Prod- 
igal Son  was  rehearsed,  and  applied  to  those  who  for  months  had  been 
absent  from  home,  tears  were  in  many  eyes  unused  to  weeping,  and  voices 
not  often  raised  in  prayer  uttered  the  words,  "We, have  erred  and  strayed 
from  Thy  ways  like  lost  sheep."  May  they^all  be  gathered  at  last  into  the 
Ibid  of  the  Grood  Shepherd,  and  with  all  the  redeemed  praise  €k>d  for  "  the 
means  of  grace,  and  for  the  h6pe  of  glory.*'  There  is  much  hard  work  to 
be  done  here,  with  little  worldly  pay.  The  reward  will  doubtless  come 
hereafter,  in  the  consciousness  of  having  performed  duty.

A  oircnlar  requeBting  a  report  of  tiius  Farish  having  fallen  into  my  hands, 
and  being  requested  by  several  parties  in^rested  in  the  Episcopal  Church 
to  reply  to  it,  in  the  absence  of  Wardens  (or  any  other  officers  belonging 
to  the  Church),  I  will  endeavor  to  make  a  plain  statement  of  how  matters 
stand.  I  believe,  from  what  I  can  learn,  that  for  several  years  there  has 
been  no  Church  org^anization  in  this  place,  consequently  there  can  be  no 
regular  report  to  make.  Since  last  summer,  we  have  had  no  Episcopal  ser- 
vices here  at  all,  and  then  only  occasionally,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stonex,  of  Ionia, 
officiating. 

I  would  say,  that  there  are  quite  a  number  interested  in  this  Chnrohf  and 
though  there  are  comparatively  few  communicants,  I  think  with  a  little 
effort,  especially  at  the  present  time,  there  being  a  dearth  of  religious  ser- 
vices, and  a  sad  lack  of  general  morality,  that  a  church  organization  might 
soon  be  established.  I  feel  convinced,  and  ai|^  authorized  to  say,  that  there 
is  an  earnest  desire  to  this  effect. 

About  two  weeks  ago,  the  ladies  got  up  a  little  festival  to  raise  a  fond  to 
have  occasional  services  on  the  Sabbath  day,  from  which  was  realized  $44. 
That  sum  is  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  B.  M.  Hutchinson,  acting  as  treasurer,  to 
be  applied  for  that  purpose.  A  great  deal  more  could  be  done  with  a  litUe 
help  and  co-operation  from  the  Diocese,  and  some  good  man  as  pastor  to  be 
occasionally  amongst  us,  so  that  the  interest  now  raised  may  not  die  out. 

I  am  requested,  in  behalf  of  the  parishioners,  to  earnestly  b^  that  the 
state  of  our  Parish  here  might  be  a  subject  for  consideration.

The  present  Bector  entered  upon  his  duties,  in  this  Parish,  on  the  twenty- 
first  Sunday  after  Trinity  (November  6),  1870.  During  the  racancy  in 
the  Rectorship  (August,  September,  and  October),  the  services  on  the 
Lord*s-day,  were  continued  without  interruption  by  a  Lay-reader  and  the 
Rev.  M.  S.  Woodruff,  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  Mainly  through  the  inde- 
fatigable labors  of  the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  the  necessary  funds  have  been 
contributed  for  a  new  furnace  and  church  repairs.  A  new  organization 
has  recently  been  instituted,  under  the  name  of  *'  Thb  LAjiJEB*  Church 
•Aid  of  Tbinitt  Pa&ibh."  This  society  is  instituted  for  the  purpose  of 
aiding  its  members,  through  mutual  co-operation,  prayer  and  advice,  in 
doing,  with  system  and  order,  under  the  direction  and  gfuidanoe  of  the 
Divinely  appointed  Ministry,  such  works  of  love  for  Christ's  Church, 
and  poor,  as  Christian  women  may  engage  in."  As  a  part  x>t  such  works,  a 
committee  has  been  appointed  to  collect  weekly,  mite  subscriptions  for  the 
Parsonage  Fund.  A  bi-monthly  paper  is  issued  by  the  Rector  as  a  **  Paro- 
chial Record,  having  for  its  object  the  increase  of  a  general  interest  in  all 
Parochial  matters,  and  an  incitement  to  more  earnest  and  united  work  in 
all  things  connected  with  the  Church.  It  is  designed  also  to  serve  as  a 
medium  ^r  communicating  matters  of  information  and  sugfgestions  in 
regard  to  Parochial  affairs,  and  interesting  items  of  Diocesan  and  Mission- 
ary intelligence."  There  are  gratifying  indications  of  the  Divine  blessing 
upon  the*  several  departments  of  Pastoral  and  Parochial  work.  The  Parish 
is  united  and  harmonious,  and  all  its  affairs  are  in  a  prosperous  condition. 
In  reporting  the  number  of  "  Public  Services,"  and  likewise,  the  celebra- 
tions of  the  **  Holy  Communion/'  I  have  given  as  near  to  an  approximate 
of  numbers  as  possible,  with  such  means  of  information  as  were  at  hand. 
The  attendance  at  Holy  Communion  during  the  past  six  months,  has 
averaged  more  than  one-half  of  all  the  communicants.  **  Cottage  Lec- 
tures "  were  held  weekly,  at  private  houses  during  Lent,  with  large  attend- 
ance, and  we  trust  epiritutU  benefit.  On  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month 
we  have  had  a  service  especially  for  the  children,  with  a  sermon  and  pub- 
lic catechising.  They  have  also  been  catechised  and  addressed  in  the  Son- 
day  School  on  eleven  occasions.    On  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter  the  Rector 
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opened  a  Mission  School,  at  the  Fourth  Ward  School-honse,  Capitol  Hill. 
There  has  been  an  average  attendance  of  fifty  pnpils,  and  the  enterprise  is 
increasing  in  interest.  The  teachers  assisting  the  Rector  are  all  members 
of  the  Bible  Glass.  ^ 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  to  report  the  following  dnties  performed 
elsewhere  dnring  the  past  year,  viz :  Assisted  once  in  Ann  Arbor ;  twice 
in  Trinity  Chnroh,  New  York ;  five  times  and  preached  once  in  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Mount  Holly,  New  Jersey ;  officiated  and  preached  in  different 
Churches  in  Philadelphia,  nine  times;  in  Beverly,  New  Jersey,  twice; 
Frankford,  Pennsylvania,  once ;  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania,  three  times.  I 
also  baptized  seven  children  in  Philadelphia,  and  participated  in  Mission- 
ary meetings  and  convocations  at  Adrian,  Jonesville,  East  Saginaw,  and 
Coldwater.  At  the  latter  place,  on  that  occasion,  I  baptized  an  adult  and 
three  children,  and  presented  a  class  of  four  candidates  for  confirmation.

Since  last  Easter,  my  labors  have  been  mostly  confined  to  Paw  Paw.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  and  autumn  of  1870, 1  officiated  regularly  at  Lawton  and 
Lawrence;  occasionally  at  Decatur  and  Keeler.  At  the  last  mentioned 
place,  I  found  a  young,  interesting  Church  family,  or  rather  the  lady  of 
which  was  an  intelligent  daughter  of  the  Church  from  Central  New  York, 
whose  first-bom  child  I  baptized  in  May,  1870.  The  husband  was  an  intel- 
ligent young  man,  son  of  on^\f  the  early  settlers  of  Keeler,  and  wholly 
unacquainted  with  the  Church ;  but  he  was  deeply  affected  at  the  baptism 
of  his  child,  and  interested  in  the  services  of  the  church,  which  he  then 
witnessed  for  the  first  time,  and,  aided  in  no  small  degpree  by  the  excellent 
example  of  his  noble  wife,  he  decided  to  enlist  as  a  soldier  of  the  cross.  I 
baptized  him  in  the  month  of  August.    But  hia  Christian  career  was  short. 
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After  R  few  monthB  of  a  deyoutlj  religiooB  life,  and  before  he  had  the 
opportunity  to  cany  His  wiBfaea  and  ihtentiona  fallj  into  effeoi  in  the  rit^ 
of  confirmation,  he  was  called  home.  On  the  first  Sunday  after  Saater,  I 
was  called  to  perform  the  two  oMces  of  burying  him  and  of  baptizing  hia 
second  child. 

There  are  several  candidates  for  confirmation  at  Lawton  and  Paw  Fai^ 
and  other  parts  of  the  missionary  field.  The  church  people  of  Lawion 
have  decided  to  connect  themselves  for  the  present  with  St.  Mark's,  at  Paw 
Paw;  consequently  my  Sundays  are  mostly  spent  in  Paw  Paw,  where  we 
have  regular  morning  service,  and  a  very  interesting  Sunday  School  at 
4f.  h.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Pariah  of  **The  Church  of  the 
Redeemer/'  at  Whitehall,  Muskegoa  county,  for  the  year  just  closed. 

This  Parish  was  organized  about  the  first  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1870.  Its 
Vestry  invited  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Clark,  then  of  Muskegon,  to  officiate  as  Beo- 
tor,  and  under  an  arrangement  then  made  he  was  to  hold  service  every  four 
weeks;  in  about  six  weeks  thereafter  he  resigned  his  Rectorship,  since 
which  time  we  have  not  had  service.  During  this  period^  the  Rev.  Marcus 
Lane,  of  Flint,  Michigan,  held  service  three  Sabbaths. 

8oon  after  the  organization  of  the  Parish,  the  ladies  identified  with 
it,  organized  jan  Aid  Society  having  for  its  object  the  accumulation  of 
money  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  Church.  During  the  summer  and  last 
winter,  the  Society  accumulated  about  f  125,  and  received  a  donation  of  $50 
from  his  excellency  Governor  Baldwin,  all  which  they  now  have  ready  to 
be  used  when  required. 

At  a  festival  in  June  last,  the  Parish  received  a  donation  of  a  Commun- 
ion Service  from  a  true  friend  residing  in  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids,  and  of 
the  value  of  about  $85. 

Although  we  have  not  had  any  one  to  guide  us  but  the  dictates  of  our 
own  conscience,  in  view  of  the  light  set  before  us,  we  have  been  at  work, 
and  we  think  time  will  reveal  its  benefits. 

About  two  weeks  ago,  Mrs.  Joseph  Heald,  aided  by  a  lady  of  the  Society, 
commenced  the  circulation  of  a  subscription,  and  have  procured  subscrip- 
tions to  the  sum  of  about  $2,800,  including  the  money  on  hand ;  but  to 
accomplish  this  the  Society  subscribed  the  sum  of  $500,  and  they  intend 
to  g^t  that  sum  by  their  own  effort,  although  they  sometimes  )iave  their 
doubts ;  but  when  they  look  at  their  former  liberal  donations,  and  particu- 
larly of  friends  from  abroad,  their  "  strength  is  renewed." 

The  Vestry,  at  a  recent  meeting,  resolved  to  erect  a  Church,  and  to  that 
end  have  employed  an  architect  to  draw  plans  and  specifications,  and  will 
let  the  oentraot  during  the  next  ten  days.  We  confidently  expect  to  have 
the  Church  ready  to  be  consecrated  by  the  first  of  November  next.

Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  on  each  Wednesday  morning  at  these 
meetings,  and  Missionary  addresses  were  the  order  for  each  Wednesday 
evening.

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KEPOET  OF  THE  NORTHEEN  CONVOCATION. 

7b  the  at,  Eeo,  the  BUhop  of  the  Dioceee  of  Michigan: 

Three  meetings  of  the  Northern  ConTooation  have  been  held  during  the 
past  conventional  year. 

The  first  at  Flint,  October  18, 1870,  and  though  few  of  the  members  were 
present  the  want  was  supplied,  in  part  at  least,  by  brethren  from  the 
Eastern.    The  Roy.  S.  S.  Chapin  was  re-elected  Secretary. 

The  usual  services,  sermons,  and  addresses  were  interesting,  and  at  the 
business  meeting  the  following  questions  elicited  some  spirited  remarks: 

"  What  methods  are  best  calculated  to  make  Sunday  Schools  preparatory 
schools  for  Confirmation  P" 

"  How  can  we  eng^age  the  Laity  more  generally  and  more  earnestly  in 
Parochial  work  ?" 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Owosso,  January  18,  1871. 

The  principal  event  at  this  meeting  was  the  consecration  of  Christ 
Churchy  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  eleven  of  the  brethren. 

At  this  meeting,  the  subject  of  Convocation  Music  was  freely  discussed 
and  the  Secretary  directed  to  purchase  copies  of  Waterbury's  Conunon 
Praise  for  its  use. 

The  subject  of  Convocation  Boundary  was  also  acted  upon,  the  Bishop 
approving. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  in  Bay  City,  April  18,  1871.  Five  of  the 
brethren,  beside  the  Itector,  were  present  and  participated  in  the  interest- 
ing services  held. 

G^eneral  questions  respecting  Missionary  work  were  discussed,  and  Bev. 
Messrs.  Clark  and  Lane  were  appointed  a  committee  to  devise  some  plan 
whereby,  if  possible,  to  make  Convocation  more  thoroughly  a  Missionary 
worker,  the  principle  being  right,  but  the  machinery  used  in  part  wrong. 

It  waa  agreed  upon  by  all  present,  that  as  good  as  Convocations  are,  they 
can  be  made  very  much  better  and  more  effective  for  gpood  to  the  Church. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Hospital  and  the  Home  are  alike  dependent  upon  voluntary  oflPer- 
ing^  for  their  support ;  they  have  no  endowment  whatever,  except  a  con- 
tribution of  one  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  oaly  of  which  is  applicable 
to  the  use  of  a  free  dispensary,  which  has  just  been  established  under  most 
favorable  auspices,  and  is  already  doing  good  service  gratuitously  to  all 
who  need  it. 

The  property  of  the  Institution  is  now  valued  at  about  |60,000.  Except 
a  mortgage  for  the  purchase  of  the  land,  of  six  thousand  dollars,  its  debts 
are  all  paid.  Subscriptions  have  been  made  to  discharge  the  mortgage 
nearly  suifioient  to  liquidate  the  debt.

FBOFOSED  AMENDMENT  OF  CANON  ZI, 

Entitled  "  Of  Conyocations  of  tbe  01erg7.'' 

(Bee  Joarxi4l,  pagei  25, 44.) 

L  There  shall  he  a  Missionary  Convocation  in  each  Pariah  of  this  Dio- 
cese, once  during  the  Conventional  year,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the 
Laity  acquainted  with  the  needs  of  the  Church  in  tms  Diocese,  and  securing 
their  hearty  and  enlightened  co-operation  with  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  for 
its  advancement: 

n.  The  said  Convocation  shal!  heg^n  on  Friday  and  extend  through  Sun- 
day, and  the  regidar  order  shall  consist  of  full  evening  service,  with  sermon, 
on  Friday  and  Saturday  evenings ;  full  morning  service  on  Sunday ;  a  meet- 
ing with  the  Sunday  School  on  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  and  a  missionary 
meeting  on  Sunday  evening. 

m.  The  memhers  of  the  Convocation  shall  consist  of  two  of  the  Clergy 
of  some  Parish,  not  too  remote  from  that  visited,  and  of  some  Layman  or 
Clergyman  to  represent  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  together 
with  the  Rector  of  the  Parish. 

IV.  In  order  not  to  impose  additional  labor  on  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
on  whom  devolves  the  care  of  all  the  churches,  the  mere  clerical  work  of 
designating  the  times  for  the  several  convocations,  and  those  who  shall  take 
part  in  them,  shall  be  discharged  by  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee, 
by  means  of  printed  Blanks,  to  which  shall  be  attached,  with  his  consent 
and  under  his  direction,  the  name  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  case 
there  be  no  Bishop,  or  of  any  emergency  wherein  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee usually  act,  the  names  of  the  said  Standing  Committee. 

V.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  belonging  to  this  Diooese  to 
give  as  many  Sundays  to  this  work  as  he  may  be  required  to  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee,  acting  for  and  by  consent  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  the  Standing  Committee,  as  provided  for 
in  section  IV  of  this  Canon ;  provided,  always,  that  no  Clergyman  may  bo 
called  upon  for  more  than  four  times  in  each  Conventional  year. 

VI.  At  the  final  Missionary  Meeting  of  each  Convocation,  printed  blanks 
shall  be  circulated  for  the  obtaining  of  pledges  from  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  the  Parish  of  sums  to  be  handed  in  to  the  Treasurer  of  its  Vestry, 
in  quarterly  payments,  for  the  support  of  missions  in  this  Diocese  during 
the  Conventional  year. 

Vn.  In  ^ny  case  where  a  Clergyman,  summoned  to  attend  a  Convocaiion, 
is  unable  to  bear  the  necessary  traveling  expenses,  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Missionary  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  defray  such  expenses  out 
of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  when  notified  of  the  necessity  thereof. 

VnL  The  Convocation  may  be  held  on  other  than  the  three  days  desig- 
nated in  this  Canon,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  members  of 
the  Missionary  Committee,  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  any  Pariah  require 
such  a  change ;  but  this  shall  not  be  done  in  any  instance  by  said  commit- 
tee without  the  assent  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  or  he  be 
absent,  of  the  Standing  Committee.

TITLE    I. — CANON    XII.— GEN€RAL   REGULATIONS   OF    MINISTERS   AND 

THEIR    DUTIES. 

§  I.  [i.]  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  minister  into 
any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered, 
to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this  effect : — 

We,  the  Church  Wardens  (or,  in  case  of  an  Assistant  Minister,  We,  the  Rector  and 
Church  Wardens),  do  certify  to  the  Right  Rev.  (naming  the  Bishop),  or  the  Rev. 
(naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee),  that  (naming  the  person)  has  been 
duly  chosen  Rector  (or  Assistant  Minister,  as  the  case  may  be),  of  (naming  the  Parish 
or  Church). 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

§  II.  No  Minister,  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary  Dis- 
trict to  another^  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector,  Stated  Minister,  or  Assist- 
ant Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  District  to 
which  he  removes,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  from  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following  : 

» 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  Rev,  A B has  been  canonically  trans- 
ferred to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Minister  in  regular  standing. 


CANONS  OF  THE  DIOCESE  OF  MICHIGAN— X.  OF  VACANT  CHURCHES. 

§  I.  Whenever  a  Church  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Vestry  to  give  immediate  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 

§  II.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  those  of  the  Clergy  in  the  Diocese  who 
can  with  most  convenience  discharge  the  duty,  to  supply  such  vacant 
Parishes  at  such  time  as  may  be  deemed  convenient  and  proper.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  vacant  Churches  thus  supplied,  to  defray  all  the 
expenses  incidental  to  such  occasional  services. 


TITLE  II. — CANON  XII.— <;ENERAL  CONVENTION. 

§  I.  A  Communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another,  shall  pro- 
cure from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or,  it 
there  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  stating  that  he 
oi  she  is  a  communicant  in  good  standing;  and  the  Rector  of  the  Parish 
or  Congregation  to  which  he  or  she  removes  shall  not  be  required  to  re- 
ceive him  or  her  as  a  communicant  until  such  letter  be  produced.

Rnles  of  Order 


Of  the  ConyenUon  of  the  Diocese  of  Mi 


I.  In  case  the  Bishop  withdraw  from  the  sittings  of  the  Convention, 
he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during  his  absence. 

II.  Each  session  shall  be  opened  with  prayer ;  the  morning  session  of 
each  day  with  the  Daily  Morning  prayer. 

III.  On  the  first  day,  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

FIRST  DAY. 

1.  The  roll  of  the  Clergy  (see  Canon  I,)  shall  be  called  by  the  Secre- 
tary, or,  in  his  absence,  by  a  Secretary /r^  Unu,  to  be  elected  viva  voce* 

2.  The  names  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation  shall  be  called, 
and  the  Lay  Delegates  from  each  shall  present  their  certificates  of  elec- 
tion, which  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  two  clergymen  to  report 
thereon. 

3.  On  the  acceptance  of  their  report,  the  roll  of  the  Lay  Delegates 
elected  shall  be  called,  and  the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention 
organized. 

4.  Irregular  and  defective  certificates  shall  be  reported  to  the  Conven- 
tion, which  shall  decide  on  the  admission  of  the  Delegates  therein  named. 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  who  may  appoint  an 
assistant,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention. 

6.  If  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  be  absent,  a  Treasurer /r<7  tem. 
shall  be  elected  viva  voce.

IX.  A  question  being  decided  shall  not  be  reconsidered  at  the  same 
annual  session,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  nor  without  the  motion  for  that  purpose  being  made  by  one  of 
the  majority  on  the  prior  decision. 

X.  Every  member  present  when  a  motion  is  put  shall  vote  thereon, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention. 

XI.  On  the  requisition  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall 
be  called,  and  entered  on  the  Journal.  {Concerning  the  vote  by  Orders^ 
see  Constitution^  Article  VIL) 

XII.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the*  Convention. 

XIII.  When  a  member  desires  to  speak,  he  shall  arise  and  address 
the  President  in  an  audible  voice.  If  more  than  one  member  rise,  the 
President  shall  determine  the  preference. 

XIV.  No  member  shall  speak  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

XV.  No  member  shall  withdraw  from  the  Convention  without  leave 
asked  and  voted. 

XVI.  These  Rules  of  Order,  once  adopted,  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present ;  nor  shall  any  of 
them  be  changed  or  rescinded,  except  upon  one  day's  notice  of  motion  to 
that  effect.

OF    AID   FOR  AGED     AND     INFIRM     CLERGYMEN,    AND    WIDOWS    AND 

ORPHANS  OF  THE  CLERGY. 

A  Fund  shall  be  established  to  be  known  as  the  Christmas  Fund, 
to  aid  aged  and  infirm  clergymen,  and  widows  and  orphans  of  the 
clergy  of  this  diocese.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  Parish 
to  take  up  an  annual  collection  for  this  fund,  on  Christmas  day,  or 
the  Sunday  preceding  or  succeeding  Christmas  day. 

The  amount  collected  by  each  Parish  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  diocese — who  shall  also  be  the  Treasurer  of  this  fund — 
and  if  more  money  shall  be  raised  than  the  present  necessity  requires, 
such  surplus  shall  be  safely  invested  by  the  Treasurer,  under  the 
advice  of  the  lay  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  shall  be- 
come a  part  of  the  permanent  fund. 

All  appropriations  from  this  fund  shall  be  made  by  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted 
by  the  Committee ;  but  in  no  case  shall  any  one  appropriation  exceed 
the  sum  of  $250  per  annum;  nor  shall  the  total  appropriations  for 
any  year  exceed  the  aggregate  of  the  collections  and  income  for  the 
year  next  preceding. 

It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  to  transmit  to  each 
of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese — annually  within  the  first  week  of  the 
Advent  season — a  printed  copy  of  this  Canon.

It  appears  by  the  above  statements  that  the  amount  received 
and  disbursed  by  this  committee  during  the  past  year  is  larger 
than  in  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  Diocese ;  and  yet 
the  committee  were  obliged  to  refuse  many  most  worthy  applica- 
tions for  aid,  from  want  of  money. 

There  has  been  no  decline  in  the  contributions  of  the  churches 
to  this  fund  for  many  years,  always  a  slight  increase. 

May  we  not  expect  and  urge  something  more  than  a  corres- 
ponding increase  to  the  pledges  for  the  ensuing  year  ?  It  will  re> 
quire  a  large  increase,  to  give  the  committee  the  same  means 
they  had  last  year,  because  there  is  now  an  available  balance  of 
only  $108.94  gainst  $745.57   of  the  preceding  year. 

In  this  connection  I  take  pleasure  in  calling  the  attention  of 
the  committee  to  the  handsome  sum  of  $365.19  received  during 
the  past    year    from  unpledged    sources    and    in  excess  of  pledges.

Mr.  J.  H.  Kennedy,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of 
the  last  Convention  on  Fenton  Schools,  presented  the 
report  which  was  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  F;  CONOVER,  as 
follows: 
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Report  of  the  Sohools  at  Fenton. 

Your  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  (Journal 
page  38)  **  to  represent  this  Convention  till  its  meeting  this  year,  and  to 
act  to  the  best  of  their  judgment  for  the  interests  of  the  Diocese,  in  re- 
gard to  Trinity  Schools  at  Fenton/  respectfully  report,^They  have  had 
correspondence  with  the  Secretary  and  General  Agent,  and  have  also 
seen  and  conversed  with  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  have 
visited  and  examined  the  school  property  at  Fenton.  All  the  main 
facts  concerning  these  schools  were  furnished  your  committee  by  a  state- 
ment prepared  by  a  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  which, 
it  is  thought,  places  before  the  Convention  the  information  it  requires,  to 
act  upon.  This  statement  marked  "A/'  is  appended  to  this  report  and 
made  a  part  of  it.  Your  committee  will  add,  that  a  personal  inspection  of 
the  buildings  and  grounds,  confirms  the  statement  made  to  them  in  the 
printed  exhibit  and  otherwise.  The  Trinity  Schools  were  incorporated 
under  the  general  law  of  the  State,  September  14th,  1868,  ''to  establish, 
maintain  and  perpetuate,  on  an  avowed  Christian  basis,  a  systematic  and 
thorough  instruction  for  youth  of  both  sexes,  in  the  various  English 
branches  and  ancient  and  modem  languages,^  and  "  furthermore  to  estab- 
lish and  continue  a  course  of  instructions  suitable  to  young  men  looking 
forward  to  the  Christian  Ministry,  according  to  the  standards  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States."  The  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  is,  as  his  successors  in  office  must  be,  President  ex-officio  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Trustees  are  appointed  on  the  nomination 
of  the  Bishop,  and  confirmed  by  the  Trustees,  whose  terms  are  unex- 
pired, the  present  Board  of  Trustees  are  churchmen  with  one  exception. 
The  Diocese  of  Michigan  has  at  every  Convention  for  a  number  of 
years,  expressed  its  desire  to  promote  Christian  education,  through 
the  encouragement  and  establishing  of  Church  Schools.  Your  com- 
mittee see  in  the  present  condition  of  Latimer  Hall,  and  its  proposed 
speedy  completion,  an  opportunity  to  carry  this  desire  into '  effect. 
If  a  conmiodious  school  building  nearly  completed,  located  on  advan- 
tagious  grounds,  which  are  ample  enough,  and  requiring  less  than  $3,000 
to  put  it  in  operation  under  the  control  of  Churchmen,  be  permitted  to 
pass  into  other  hands  for  the  want  of  the  sum  named,  as  must  be  the 
case  if  action  is  not  taken  now  ;  the  protestations  of  the  Convention  in 
behalf  of  Christian  education,  your  committee  fear  would  not  encourage 
further  effort  in  that  direction.  Rev.  O.  £.  Fuller,  the  Secretary  and 
Agent  of  this  Institution  has  labored  with  rare  faith,  fidelity  and  per- 
severance, and  substantially  unaided  by  the  Diocese  in  bringing  the 
school  thus  far  to  completion,  but  it  is  his  opinion  and  the  opinion  of 
your  committee,  that  he  cannot  go  on  further  without  the  encouragement 
and  help  of  the  church.     Your  committee  believe  that  moneys  collected 
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in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  would  be  so  slowly  gatlicrcd  that  expenses 
would  use  them  up. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Convention 
of  the  resolution  appended  to  Exhibit  ^A*'  accompanying,  and  a  part  of 
this  report,  and,  that  the  action  of  the  Convention  in  adopting  it  be  cor- 
dially seconded  by  the  good  will  and  contributions  of  the  Parishes.  This 
action  commits  the  Ccmvention  to  nothing  beyond  this  help  idiich  win 
put  the  Schools  in  operation.

GtHtiemuH  : — In  the  matter  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Diocesan  Convention  of  1871,  whereby  you  were  appointed  "a  committee 
of  two  to  examine  into  the  organization  and  administFation".  of  Trinity 
School,  Fenton,  '^to  report  to  the  next  Convention,  with  recommenda- 
tions," the  undersigned  beg  leave  to  say  that  they  have  been  directed  by 
the  Trustees  of  said  School  to  lay  before  you  such  information  as  you 
may  desire,  and  invito  you  to  attest  the  same,  as  far  as  possible,  by  per- 
sonal inspection. 

We  have  thought  best  to  commit  the  more  important  fibcts  to  paper,  as 
being  most  convenient  for  your  purpose.  Any  details  required  will  be 
verbally  supplied. 

The  Corporation  of  Trinity  School  was  formed  Sept  14, 1868,  with  the 
avowed  purpose  of  promoting  Christian  Education  under  the  guidance  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

The  Trustees  are  seven,  and  at  present  as  follows  :  The  Rt  Rev. 
Sam'l  A.  McCosERY,  James  Burtenshaw  and  Wm.  N.  Carpenter 
of  Detroit ;  and  C.  H.  Turner,  B.  K.  Dibble,  F.  H.  Wright,  and  0. 
£•  Fuller  of  Fenton. 

We  have  two  buildings  nearly  a  mile  apart — Latimer  Hall  for  boys, 
and  Ridley  Hall  for  girls  ;  the  former  on  grounds  consisting  of  about 
five  acres,  paid  for  and  held  in  fee-simple,  with  adjoining  lots  of  about 
three  acres  held  on  contract ;  the  latter,  on  grounds  consisting  of  about 
one  acre  and  a  half,  paid  for  and  held  in  fee-simple. 

Each  building  is  of  brick,  40  x  46,  with  four  floors. 
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They  are  both  under  roof,  with  sash,  doors  and  flooring  on  hand  and 

paid  for. 

There  has  been  raised  and  spent 

In  Fenton, $9437  39 

In  other  parts  of  Michigan, 3,726  00 

Outside  of  Michigan, 9t7^  ^^ 

Total, $22,932  39 

Besides  this,  in  order  to  put  the  buildings  and  grounds  in  their  present 
shape,  it  has  been  necessary  to  raise  $2,000  on  the  property.     Mr.  F* . 
H.  Wright,  since  become  a  Trustee,  holds  the  mortgage  and  is  willing 
to  give  any  reasonable  time  for  its  payment.    The  interest  is  paid  to 
May  I,  1872. 

The  floating  debt  is  all  paid  off,  save  in  one  instance,  for  which  provi- 
sion is  made  by  funds  in  hand. 

The  agent  has  struggled  on  through  many  discouragements  to  the  pre* 
sent  time,  hoping  and  praying  that  helpers  might  be  found  to  relieve  him 
from  a  single-handed  effort  and  bring  the  work  to  a  happy  issue.  We 
need  not  say  that  large  in-roads  have  been  made  upon  his  receipts  by 
expenses.  He  is  unwilling  to  again  go  out  of  the  State  for  funds,  believ- 
ing such  a  course  unwise,  if  not  wrong,  and  he  does  not  wish  to  enter 
upon  a  canvass  throughout  this  broad  Diocese,  which  by  its  long  contin- 
uance and  lack  of  moral  support  would  defeat  its  own  end. 

The  Board  fully  agree  with  him,  that  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  are 
at  a  turning  point ;  and  that  in  this  crisis  an  earnest  co-operative  effort  is 
imperatively  demanded. 

We  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration,  the  conclusion  of  the 
board  in  regard  to  this  present  juncture. 

For  $2,750,  we  are  assured  after  careful  estimates,  Latimer  Hall  can  be 
finished  and  plainly  furnished  for  the  reception  of  pupils  in  Sept.  next, 
provided  there  can  be  a  reasonable  assurance  concerning  the  funds,  so  as 
to  begin  work  as  early  as  the  first  of  July. 

With  two  months  for  advertisement  and  appropriate  effort,  it  is  believ- 
ed that  from  ten  to  fifteen  boarding-pupils  may  be  secured  with  a  moder- 
ate number  of  day-pupils. 

In  the  event  of  the  building  being  ready  at  the  time  mentioned,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Fuller,  with  competent  assistance,  will  assume  the  charge  of 
the  School. 

Believing  that  the  friends  of  Christian  Education  in  this  Diocese  will

Oanon  4.— Of  Parish  Re8:isters  and  Parochial  Reports. 

Section  I.  In  every  congregation,  the  Church  Wardens  shall  pro- 
vide a  proper  book,  in  which  the  minister,  or  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
one  of  the  wardens,  shall  record  the  name  and  date  of  the  birth  of  the 
child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors,  the  name 
of  the  adult  baptized,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  witness  or  wit- 
nesses, the  names  of  the  persons  confinned,  together  with  a  list  of  all 
the  communicants  in  the  Parish,  with  the  date  of  every  event  recorded, 
all  of  which  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  person  recording. 
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From  this  register,  there  shall  annually  be  presented  to  the  Bishop, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  Convention,  by  the  minister,  or,  if  there 
be  no  minister,  by  one  of  the  wardens,  an  accurate  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals,  and  persons  confirmed  and 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  since  the  last  report,  and  also  of  the 
number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday  School  in- 
struction in  the  Parish ;  M^  revfnues^  and  receipts  far  pew  rents^  collec- 
tions and  other  sources;  the  expenditures  for  all  parochial  purposes^  and 
contributions  for  missions  and  other  objects;  together  with  such  other 
particulars  as  may  throw  light  on  the  condition  of  the  Parish. 

To  enable  the  Minister  to  make  the  report  herein  required^  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Church  Wardens^  Treasurer  or  Seaetary^  to  furnish 
the  Minister  a  full  statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
Parish, 

The  report  herein  required,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  shaU  be  approved 
by  the  Bishop,  and  permitted  to  be  read  in  open  Convention,  shall  be 
published  in  its  Journals.

That  committee  reporting  at  this  session  gives  the  subject 
to  the  Bishop  to  consider  in  his  Address.  Your  present  committee  as- 
sume it  not  to  be  within  their  province  or  power  to  express  any  opinion 
as  to  the  present  expediency  or  inexpediency  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese. 
They  possess  no  data  upon  which  to  form  such  an  expression.  In  view 
however,  of  the  agitation  of  the  subject  by  the  Convention,  and  its 
notice  by  the  Ordinary,  and  also  in  view  of  the  grave  importance  of  the 
subject,  they  believe  the  Diocese  should  in  their  Parishes  respectfully  pre- 
pare for  a  careful  consideration  of  it  Your  committee  therefore  re- 
spectfully proposes  that  the  whole  matter  be  referred  to  the  Parishes  for 
consideration.

Dear  Brethren: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure,  and  I  trust  with  thankfulness  to  God,  that  I 
again  meet  you  in  our  Diocesan  Council.  It  is  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
members  of  the  same  family,  separated  far  and  wide,  engaged  under  the 
great  Captain  of  our  salvation,  in  the  warfare  against  the  enemies  of  God 
and  man,  and  coming  together  to  tell  of  their  various  successes  and  victor- 
ies. We  have  higher  trophies  to  present  than  all  the  greatest  conquerors  of 
the  earth.  We  come  together,  not  to  think  of  the  dead,  but  of  the  living;  to 
tell  of  those  rescued  and  raised  from  the  death  of  sin  into  newness  of  life. 
Our  weapons  inflict  no  mortal  wound,  but  only  kill,  to  make  alive  again, 
our  conquests  excite  no  unholy  ambition,  foster  no  selfish  pride,  and 
surely  triumph,  but  in  the  spirit  of  meekness  and  love ;  we  come  to  lay 
them  all  down  at  the  feet  of  our  adorable  Head.  We  come  then  togeth- 
er in  the  spirit  of  love,  bound  together  by  no  common  ties,  members  of  the 
same  great  brotherhood,  and  expectants  of  the  same  high  and  holy  re- 
wards. We  welcome  you  then,  dear  brethren,  and  rejoice  in  your 
presence,  all  anxious  to  gain  new  strength  and  excite  each  other  to 
renewed  efforts  in  the  great  work  committed  to  us. 

It  is  a  good  time  to  look  backward  as  well  as  forward  ;  to  mark  the 
guiding  hand  of  Gk>d  in  the  days  gone  by ;  to  think  and  speak  of  His  care 
over  His  household;  of  its  preservation  from  evils  within  and  without, 
and  of  the  rich  blessings  He  has  bestowed  upon  His  children ;  of  the 
unity  and  peace  He  has  preserved  amidst  conflicting  opinions  ;  of  the 
power  and  strength  thus  gained  for  diffusing  its  blessings  throughout  our 
land,  and  for  gathering  thousands  into  the  fold  of  Christ 

THE  LATE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

Since  we  last  met  together,  the  Church  has  passed  through  one  of 
those  periods  in  her  history,  which  excite  no  little  anxiety  and  fear  in  the 
minds  of  her  children.  It  was  especially  so  in  reference  to  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Council,  which  assembled  in  Baltimore,  in  October.  Not 
only  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  but  her  forms  of  devotion,  had  been  the 
subject  of  contention,  and  no  little  strife  for  years  preceding  its  meeting. 
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Many  ardent  prayers  had  ascended  to  God,  and  His  Holy  Spirit  invoked 
to  guide  the  minds  and  hearts  of  those  entrusted  with  the  interests  of  His 
Holy  Church.  Its  results  gave  the  evidence  that  God  was  in  the  midst  of 
His  household,  calming  the  spirits  of  His  children,  bringing  them  togeth- 
er in  closer  bonds,  enlarging  their  charity  in  all  things  not  essential  to  the 
faith,  and  in  saving  "  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  Saints,**  handed 
down  and  preserved  in  Christ's  Holy  Church,  and  also  the  book  of  our 
devotion,  from  any  change  or  alteration  by  the  hand  of  man. 

There  never  was  such  a  mingling  together  of  different  views  ;  never 
such  a  happy  interchange  of  opinions,  and  of  union  in  the  great  essen- 
tials of  our  holy  religion. 

THE  DELEGATION  FROM  THE  CHURCH  OF  ENGLAND. 

The  presence  of  the  distinguished  Bishop  of  Litchfield,  the  well  known 
Missionary  Bishop  of  New  Zealand,  added  no  little  interest  to  the 
Convention,  and  aided  no  little  to  produce  that  harmony  which  distin- 
guished its  deliberations.  His  noble  efforts  in  telling  of  the  triumphs  of 
the  gospel  of  Christ  over  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  heathen,  and  in  pre- 
senting the  duty  of  the  Church  to  be  more  active,  and  diligent,  and  faith- 
ful in  the  great  trust  committed  to  her,  was  like  oil  on  the  excited  waters. 
It  drew  all  to  the  cross  of  Christ,  to  the  power  of  His  grace,  to  the 
greatness  of  His  love  and  to  the  power  of  His  truth  in  purifying 
and  elevating  the  hearts  of  sinful  men.  Such  themes  stilled  the  voice  of 
strife,  and  merged  every  conflicting  view  in  the  high  responsibilities  be- 
longing to  every  member  of  the  household  of  faith. 

THE  DECLARATION  OF  THE  BISHOPS  ON  BAPTISMAL  REGENERATION. 

The  declaration  set  forth  and  signed  by  the  different  Bishops  on  the 
subject  of  baptismal  regeneration,  appeared  to  meet  the  many  ojections 
made  against  that  cardinal  doctrine  of  our  faith — the  very  beginning  of 
the  Christian  life.  It  was  not  set  forth  by  the  House  of  Bishops.  It 
will  be  a  sad  day  for  the  Church  when  they  assume  to  be  the  definers  of 
the  faith  of  Christ  It  was  the  act  of  Bishops  in  their  individual  capaci- 
ty. It  was  simply  in  reference  to  the  Baptism  of  infants,  correcting  the 
erroneous  opinions  said  to  be  held  by  some  in  the  Church,  that  a  moral 
change  always  followed  its  administration.  The  declaration  signed,  was, 
that  it  was  not  determined  that  a  moral  change  always  took  place.  It 
was  saying  that  the  word  regeneration  is  not  in  the  office  of  infant 
baptism,  used  in  such  a  way,  as  to  determine  that  the  infant  is  morally 
changed  by  being  baptized.  It  does  not  deny  that  in  a  sense  it  may  be ; 
but  it  does  not  determine  that  it  necessarily  is.  It  is  simply,  and  it  was 
meant  simply  to  be,  a  denial  of  the  popular  misuse  of  words,  confounding 
regeneration  with  conversion.  The  latter  is  that  change,  in  which  the 
will  of  a  conscious  being,  acting  in  co-operation  with  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
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God,  is  changed,  submitted,  confonned  to  the  will  of  God.  And  aldiough 
in  infant  baptism,  the  will  is  not  subjected  and  submitted  to  the  sanctify- 
ing influences  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  there  is  the  great  mysUrums 
change,  making  the  child  in  all  its  nature  the  child  of  God,  removing  the 
inherited  taint  of— though  not  the  inherited  tendency  to  sin — giving  him 
the  aid  and  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God  and  placing  him  by  his 
new  birth  in  the  same  relation  to  possible,  though  undeveloped  Christian 
manhood,  that  birth  places  him  to  possible,  though  undeveloped  physical 
manhood.  Nothing  is  ^^mr//f/^</ but  every  thing  is  ^^^/f  in  Holy  Bap- 
tism, whose  best  analogy  is,  birth  which  may  end  in  disease,  or  in  death, 
but  without  which,  there  can  be  neither  health  nor  life.  This  spiritual 
change  is  taught  by  the  word  of  God,  and  is  interwoven  in  all  the  offices  of 
the  Liturgy,  in  the  Creeds,  in  the  Catechism  and  in  the  Holy  Sacraments. 
Such  was  the  view  of  Baptismal  Regeneration,  which  induced  me  to 
sign  the  declaration.  It  made  no  change  in  the  teachings  of  the  Church, 
but  corrected  the  opinions  falsely  fntertained,  and  attributed  to  some  of 
the  wisest  and  best  teachers  in  the  Church  of  God. 

THE  DIVISION  OF  THE  DIOCESE. 

At  our  last  meeting,  a  preamble  and  resolution  were  introduced  at  the 
close  of  it,  in  the  following  words  : 

"  Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  four  Clergymen  and  four 
Laymen,  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to  the  next  Annual  Con- 
vention, whether  it  is  expedient  to  divide  tne  Diocese,  and  erect  another 
within  this  State,  and  to  report  upon  all  matters  touching  the  same." 
(See  Journal,  page  42.) 

There  had  been  no  application  made  by  any  part  of  the  Diocese  for 
this  action  previous  to  the  introduction  of  the  subject  I  appointed  the 
Committee  and  had  an  interview  with  a  part  of  them  on  this  subject  As 
the  resolution  was  very  vague,  and  presented  no  mode  by  which  this 
expediency  could  be  discovered,  they  left  the  whole  subject  in  my  hands 
to  bring  it  to  your  early  notice.  Whenever  the  necessity  exists,  and  when- 
ever a  desire  is  manifested  by  any  part  of  this  Diocese  to  form  a  new  one, 
that  greater  efficiency  may  be  given  to  its  action,  and  the  Church  of 
Christ  enlarged  in  her  influence  throughout  the  borders  of  this  rapidly 
growing  State,  I  will  not  place  any  obstacles  in  the  way,  provided  the 
requisitions  of  the  canon  be  fully  met  However  painful  it  may  be  to 
sever  the  pleasant  relations  which  have  existed  between  myself  and  the « 
Clergy  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese,  without  interruption  for  nearly 
thirty-six  years  they  will  be  relinquished  whenever  the  interests  of 
our  beloved  Church  calls  for  such  a  sacrifice.  The  whole  subject 
matter  is  referred  to  you. 
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THE    MISSIONARY     OPERATIONS    OF    THE    DIOCESE    AND    ITINERANT 

MISSIONARIES. 

The  Missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese  have  been  successfully  carried 
on  during  the  past  year.  In  order  to  meet  the  pressing  demands  of  many 
parts  of  the  Diocese  I  have  made  three  of  the  Missionaries  itinerant  in  their 
work.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Prichard  extends  his  labors  to  the  towns  and 
places  on  the  eastern  shore  of  Lake  Michigan.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Morris 
to  Rockland,  Courtland  and  Greenville.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Spalding  to 
St.  Joseph,  Benton  Harbor,  South  Haven  and  other  points.  In  this  way 
we  can  keep  alive  the  interest  felt  for  the  Church  in  places  long  deprived 
of  her  services.  Much  more  could  be  done,  If  I  had  the  means  to  sus- 
tain Missionaries  at  other  points  in  the  Diocese,  but  so  long  as  the  funds 
are  given  to  places  for  twenty  years  or  more,  it  is  impossible  to  extend 
and  sustain  our  Missionary  operations. 

aid    to  THE  sufferers  BY  FIRES. 

We  owe  much  to  the  members  of  our  Church  in  the  various  parts  of 
our  country,  for  their  deep  sympathy  and  aid  furnished  for  the  sufferers 
by  fire  in  our  Diocese.  Seldom,  if  ever,  has  such  an  expression  of  inter- 
est been  manifested  by  any  people  for  their  suffering  brethren.  It  has 
shown  us  that  neither  metes  or  bounds  nor  geographical  lines  can  dry  up 
the  sympathies  of  the  human  heart.  It  has  bound  us  together  in  strong- 
er bonds,  and  exhibited  that  declaration  of  the  word  of  God  in  reference 
to  Christian  brethren,  that  when  one  member  suffers  all  suffer  with  it. 

After  my  return  home,  I  received  in  small  contributions  $933.  Six 
hundred  dollars  have  been  expended  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of 
the  donors.  I  have  now  $333,  one  hundred  of  which  has  been  pledged 
to  a  Missionary  Station,  to  be  paid  on  the  fulfillment  of  certain  condi- 
tions.   The  balance  I  intend  to  give  to  two  or  three  Missionary  Stations. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION,  AND  THE  SCHOOLS  AT  FENTON. 

I  have  often  presented  to  you,  the  subject  of  Christian  Education,  but 
we  have  never  done  anything  as  a  Diocese,  to  provide  for  the  Children  of 
the  Church,  such  teaching  as  may  educate  the  heart  as  well  as  the  head. 
Most  of  the  children  have  to  depend  upon  schools  having  no  sympathy 
with  the  teachings  of  the  Church,  or  else  leave  their  homes  for  schools  in 
other  Dioceses,  under  the  care  of  members  of  the  Church.  I  simply 
mention  the  subject  to  express  my  renewed  approbation  of  the  single- 
handed  efforts  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fuller,  in  the  erection  of  two  beautiful 
edifices  in  Fenton,  for  Christian  Education.  The  buildings  are  nearly 
completed,  and  but  a  small  debt  remains  to  be  paid.  I  do  trust  that  ef- 
forts will  be  made  by  members  of  the  Diocese  so  that  these  schools  can 
be  opened  the  coming  Autumn. 
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VISITATIONS — ^ALPENA. 

July  1 6th.  I  preached  twice  in  Trinity  Church,  Alpena,  and  confirmed 
eight  persons.  This  Parish  continues  to  increase  in  numbers,  and  no  kss 
in  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  The  Church  building  has  been  greatly 
enlarged,  and  since  my  visit,  an  eligible  lot  has  been  purchased,  and  ^ 
handsome  parsonage  erected.

August  5th.  Received  and  accepted  letters  Dimissory  of  the  Rev. 
J.  T.  Webster,  from  the  Bishop  of  Albany. 

HOUGHTON. 

August  6th.  I  preached  twice  in  Trinity  Church,  Houghton,  Lake 
Superior,  and  confirmed  eight  persons. 

This  Parish  has  been  greatly  reduced  in  number  by  removals  from  the 
town,  owing  to  the  great  depression  in  the  mining  interests.  It  was  sad 
to  see  the  number  of  homes  deserted,  and  the  few  persons  engaged  in 
business.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Seymour  has  kept  the  little  flock  together,  and 
with  commendable  zeal  has  strengthened  the  things  ready  to  die.  He 
has  been  engaged  in  teaching  in  the  public  schools  to  support  his  family, 
but  gave  as  much  time  as  possible  to  the  duties  of  the  Ministry.  The 
Church  building  has  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Vestry,  by  a  sale 
under  the  mortgage  contracted  for  its  erection,  but  I  hope  it  will  be  re- 
deemed by  the  exertions  of  the  few  who  love  the  Lord's  House. 

ROCKLAND  AND  ONTONAGON  NOT  VISITED. 

O^ng  to  the  serious  sickness  of  n^iy  wife,  who  accompanied  me,  I  was 
obliged  to  forego  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Rockland  and  Ontonagon. 

MARQUETTE. 

August  13th.  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Marquette,  and 
confirmed  ten  persons. 

This  Parish  I  found  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition,  under  the  chazge 
of  its  active  Rector.

September  loth.  I  gave  my  consent  to  the  Consecration  of  the  Rev.

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THE  SEMI-ANNUAL  DIOCESAN  MISSIONARY  MEETING  AT  MARSHALL. 

November.  I  attended  the  Semi-Annual  Diocesan  Missionary  Meet- 
ing in  Trinity  Church  Marshall. 

The  meeting  was  a  very  pleasant,  and  I  hope  a  profitable  one.  Twen- 
ty-six Clergymen  were  in  attendance.  The  services  were  of  such  a  na- 
ture, as  to  furnish  the  evidence  of  the  presence  of  our  beloved  Master, 
warming  our  hearts  I  trust,  with  renewed  zeal  and  devotion  to  His  ser- 
vice ;  and  enlarging  them  with  more  extensive  plans  and  efforts  for  the 
extension  of  His  Holy  Church. 

I  feel  confident  that  all  who  were  present,  both  Clergy  and  Laity, 
could  say  and  feel,  it  is  good  to  be  here. 

Thus  far,  these  meetings  have  been  of  great  service,  not  only 'in  bring- 
ing together  the  Clergy,  to  hold  free  counsel  and  interchange  of 
opinions  on  the  great  work  committed  to  them,  but  in 
comforting  and  consoling  each  other  under  the  many  trials  connected 
with  their  solemn  trusts  ;  and  in  furnishing  new  incentives  for  more  vig- 
orous efforts  in  the  cause  of  our  Blessed  Lord.  We  are  enabled  to  discover 
not  only  the  waste  places  in  the  Diocese,  but  also  those  that  have  long 
waited  for  the  services  of  the  Church.  They  have  led  the  Ministers  of 
Christ,  not  to  be  contented  in  breaking  the  bread  of  life  simply  to  the 
Parish  over  «hich  God  has  placed  them,  but  to  extend  their  efforts  as 
far,  and  as  often  as  possible,  to  places  within  their  reach,  which  have,  by 
these  means  been  brought  under  the  influence  of  the  Gospel  and  Church 
of  our  adorable  Head.  It  is  the  only  way  in  which  we  can  meet  the 
demands  for  ministerial  services,  and  save  hundreds  from  being  led  away 
from  the  truth. 

If  the  Clergy  could  add  to  the  laborious  duties  of  their  parish,  some 
place  or  places  within  their  reach,  where  services  could  be  held,  even 
once  or  twice  in  a  month,  they  would  gladden  the  hearts  of  many  of 
God's  children,  who  have  long  been  deprived  of  the  sweet  and  holy  com- 
munion of  our  beloved  Zion. 

CHRIST  CHURCH  DETROIT. 

December  17th.  Preached  in  Christ  Church,  Detroit,  and  confirmed 
thirteen  persons. 

CHAPEL  AT  FORT  WXYNE. 

December  17th.  In  the  afternoon,  preached  in  the  Chapel  at  Fort 
Wayne,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

YORK. 

January  2,  1872.  I  preached  twice  in  Grace  Church,  York,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
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ST.   PETER'S  CHURCH,  DETROIT. 

January  21st.  I  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Detroit,  and  confirm- 
ed twenty-three  persons.  This  parish  has  been  greatly  increased  by  the 
zeal  and  energy  of  its  present  Rector.  It  has  become  a  self-supporting 
Parish,  and  abounds  in  good  works  in  the  cause  of  Christ. 

The  music  was  most  pleasant  to  me,  as  all  the  congregation  appeared 
to  join  heartily  in  the  simple  chants  and  tunes,  so  well  calculated  to  ex- 
cite the  devotion  of  the  heart.  It  was  really  refreshing  to  me  to  be  saved 
from  standing  up  in  the  house  of  God,  as  a  mere  listener  to  the  perform- 
ance of  a  choir  in  which,  few,  if  any,  could  join.  I  trust  we  are  in  the 
way  to  an  entire  change  in  the  devotions  of  the  Church  ;  and  that  soon 
the  young  and  the  old,  the  learned  and  the  unlearned  can  take  a  part  in 
that  glorious  service,  which,  in  its  anthems  of  praise,  lifts  up  the  heart 
and  mind  to  God.

I  preached  twice  in  Chri st  Church,  Adrian,  and  confinn- 
ed  twenty-one  persons.  I  was  greatly  surprised  on  entering  the  beautifid 
Church.  I  could  scarcely  believe  that  any  part  of  the  old  Church  build- 
ing remained.  I  could  recognize  only  the  walls.  It  is  a  very  neat  and 
Church-like  structure,  affording  ample  acconunodation  for  the  increas- 
ing congregation.  It  has  been  increased  in  length,  with  a  recess  chan- 
cel ;  and  the  Altar,  with  its  accompanying  arrangements  were  well  calcu- 
lated to  impress  the  devout  worshipers  with  a  deeper  reverence  for  holy 
things.  The  Parish  is  in  a  most  prosperous  condition,  and  God's  bless- 
ing attends  the  imwearied  labors  of  the  Pastor. 
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ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  DETROIT. 

February  24th.  St.  Matthias' day,  I  confirmed  two  persons  in  St. 
John's  Chapel,  Detroit  It  was  the  admission  of  a  distinguished  Presby- 
terian Minister  with  his  wife,  to  the  privilege  and  comfort  of  the  Church 
of  God.  Seldom  have  I  performed  this  holy  rite  with  greater  pleasure, 
as  it  will  add  one  to  our  number,  distinguished  for  eminent  abilitiesi 
purity  of  life,  and  a  conscientious  conviction  of  the  divine  claims  of  the 
Church  of  God. 

ST.  JOHN'S  MISSION  CHAPEL,  DETROIT. 

February  25th.  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Mission  Chapel,  Detroit,  and 
confirmed  nine  persons.  This  Chapel  is  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Taylor,  the  assistant  in  St.  John's  Church.  It  is  the  result  of  the  energy 
and  zeal  of  that  active  congregation,  spreading  its  influence  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  its  parish,  and  gathering  into  the  Household  of  God  many 
in  our  city,  who  had  long  been  deprived  of  the  holy  services,  and  others 
who  had  been  strangers  to  her  holy  and  heavenly  ways.

ANN  ARBOR. 

March  3d.  I  preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Ann  Arbor,  and  con- 
firmed fourteen  persons. 

WASHTENAW  COUNTY  POOR  HOUSE. 

The  day  preceding  these  services,  I  visited  the  Poor  House  in  com- 
pany with  the  Rector,  made  some  remarks  to  its  inmates,  and  joined 
with  him  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  The  congrega- 
was  made  up  of  the  halt  and  the  blind,  the. sane  and  the  insane.  They  were 
respectful  in  their  attention  to  the  services.  I  felt  thankful  that  I  could 
join  with  this  devoted  servant  ot  Christ,  in  speaking  words  of  comfort 
to  these  unfortunate  members  of  our  race.  I  felt,  I  hope,  more  strongly 
the  power  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  influence  of  His  Grace,  imparted 
through  His  dear  Son  in  His  Holy  Church,  and  through  the  agency  of 
His  Blessed  Spirit,  that  could  alone  comfort  and  cheer  these  poor  in- 
mates of  a  public  charity.  Several  were  members  of  his  Church,  and 
reverently  joined  in  the  reception  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ. 
The  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  visits  them  in  sickness,  tells  them  of  a  Sav- 
ior's love,  instructs  them  publicly,  as  often  as  possible,  in  the  Truth  of 
God,  and  when  death  ends  their  trials  and  their  hopeless  poverty,  rever- 
ently commits  their  wasted  forms  to  the  earth,  in  the  hope  of  enduring 
riches  beyond  the  grave.

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YPSILANTI. 

March  14th.  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Ypsilanti,  and 
confirmed  sixteen  persons.  It  was  pleasant  to  find  the  Rector,  one  of  the 
oldest  in  the  Diocese,  with  renewed  health  and  strength,  in  the  active 
performance  of  his  Master's  Work. 

ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH,  DETROIT. 

March  17th.  I  made  a  brief  exhortation,  and  confirmed  thirteen  per- 
sons in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Detroit. 

ALBION. 

March  28th.  I  preached  in  St.  James'  Church,  Albion,  and  confinned 
ten  persons.    This  Parish  is  gradually  gaining  in  strength. 

MARSHALL. 

March  29th.  I  preached  and  confirmed  seventeen  persons  in  Trinity 
Church,  Marshall.  I  deeply  sympathized  with  the  Rector  in  the  sad  trial  God 
has  called  him  to  endure,  in  the  loss  of  a  lovely  and  devoted  daughter.  I  had 
confirmed  her  at  my  last  visit,  and  her  sudden  death,  away  from  her 
home,  ivithout  the  comforting  words  of  her  father  and  mother,  but  stu:- 
rounded  by  kind  friends,  furnished  the  evidence  of  the  purifying  and  sus- 
taining influence  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  imparted  in  Holy  Baptism,  and 
increased  in  power  in  this  public  act  of  renewed  devotion  to  God.  It 
was  the  only  comfort  and  support  to  these  stricken  and  bereaved  hearts, 
and  made  them  bow  in  humble  resignation  to  the  will  of  God. 

ST.    JOHN'S    CHURCH,    DETROIT,    AND    ORDINATION  OF  MR.  JAMES  F. 

CONOVER, 

April  I  preached  in  St  John's  Church,  Detroit,  and  ordained  Mr. 
James  F.  Conover  as  a  deacon.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the 
Rector  of  the  parish.  He  has  with  my  consent  taken  charge  of  St.

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ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  DETROIT. 

April  7th.  I  preached  in  St  John's  Church,  Detroit,  and  confirmed 
thirty-four  persons. 

ST.  STEPHEN'S  CHURCH,  DETROIT. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  dry,  I  preached  in  St  Stephen's  Church, 
Detroit,  and  confirmed  twenty-six  persons,  one  in  private.  This  church 
has  been  freed  from  all  its  liabilities,  by  the  willing  hearts  and  hands  of 
churchmen  in  the  city.  The  Rector  has  passed  through  many  dark  and 
trying  days,  I  hope  he  will  now  be  cheered  in  his  arduous  work,  and  his 
pathway  brightened,  and  his  heart  comforted,  by  the  continued  light  of 
God's  Holy  Spirit  giving  power,  as  He  has  done,  to  the  service  of  His 
Holy  Church. 

TECUMSEH. 

April  1 2th.  I  preached  in  St  Peter's  Church,  Tecumseh,  and  con- 
firmed twelve  persons.  This  parish  has  been  greatly  weakened  by  re- 
movals,  but  it  is  now  growing  imder  the  faithful  labors  of  its  Rector. 

JACKSON,  AND  MISSIONS. 

April  14th.  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Jackson,  and  con- 
firmed twelve  persons. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  preached  at  Woodville,  a  Mission  Station  of  the 
church  four  miles  distant ;  confirmed  four  persons.  This  mission  has 
been  sustained  by  the  faithful  labors  of  Mr.  Henry  A.  Hayden.  He  has 
read  the  service  and  a  sermon  on  every  Lord's  day,  provided  prayer 
books,  and  Sunday  school  booUs,  and  a  good  parish  library.  The  influ- 
ence of  this  pious  work  has  not  only  been  felt  by  the  worshippers,  but 
throughout  the  whole  neighborhood.  The  mere  visitor  can  readily  per- 
ceive that  a  more  than  human  influence  has  been  felt  by  the  laborers  in 
the  coal  mine  not  far  distant,  as  well  as  by  the  surrounding  population. 
The  Rector  of  St  Paul's,  Jackson,  who  has  the  charge  of  the  Mission, 
Tisits  them  as  often  as  possible.  I  also  visited  the  neat  Mission  chapel 
erected  in  the  city  of  Jackson,  partially  the  gift  of  an  old  and  faith- 
fill  member  of  the  church,  remembering  it  in  her  last  moments,  but 
principally  through  the  liberal  contributions  of  one  who  qnietly  but  per- 
severingly  labors  for  the  church  of  Christ.  This  chapel  is  chiefly 
under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grange,  the  assistant  to  the  Rector  of  St 
Paul's,  in  the  mother  church,  as  well  as  in  these  offshoots  of  her  interest 
and  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  I  addressed  the  Sunday  school,  which 
appeared  to  be  in  a  very  healthy  condition. 
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ALLEGAN. 

April  1 5th.  I  preached  in  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Allegan, 
and  confirmed  nine  persons. 

GRAND  HAVEN,  AND  CONSECRATION. 

April  1 6th.  I  preached  in  St  John's  Church,  Grand  Haven,  and  con- 
firmed nine  persons. 

April  17th.  I  preached  and  consecrated  St.  John's  Church,  Grand 
Haven.  I  was  aided  in  these  services  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tustin,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Earp,  Chapin,  Beckwith,  Judd,  Wilson,  Morris  and  the  Rector. 
This  Church  edifice  was  erected  through  the  persevering  efforts  of  the 
Rector.  He  resigned  the  day  of  its  consecration,  and  at  my  request 
accepted  the  appointment  of  Itinerant  Missionary  to  all  the  region  round 
about. 

GRACE  CHURCH,  DETROIT. 

April  3 1  St.  I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Detroit,  and  confirmed  thirty 
persons.    This  includes  a  special  confirmation  and  two  in  private. 

MARINERS'  CHURCH,  DETROIT,  AND  RESIGNATION  OF  REV.  A.  H.  LEWIS. 

In  the  aflemoon,  I  preached  in  the  Mariners'  Church,  Detroit,  and  con- 
firmed seven  persons.  Owing  to  a  very  severe  storm  several  were 
prevented  from  receiving  that  rite.  Since  my  visitation,  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  has  resigned,  and  taken  charge  of  the  parish  lately 
organized  at  Romeo.  Few  men  ever  labored  more  assiduously  to  keep  up 
this  church,  so  surrounded  as  it  is  by  places  of  business,  and  so  far  from 
those  who  attend  its  ministrations. 

ST.  JOHN'S  CHURCH,  KALAMAZOO. 

April  23rd.  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Kalamazoo,  and  con- 
firmed fifteen  persons. 

SEMI-ANNUAL  MISSIONARY  MEETING  AT  KALAMAZOO. 

April  24th  and  25th.  The  semi-annual  Diocesan  Missionary  Meeting, 
was  held  in  the  same  church,  and  was  attended  by  twenty-one  cleigy. 
The  sermon,  ad  CUrum,  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  B.  Eastman,  of 
Monroe,  and  the  missionary  sermon  by  the  Rev.  B.  F.  Fleetwood,  of 
Adrian. 

The  afternoon  was  devoted  to  the  Sunday  School  of  the  Parish,  and 
addresses  made  to  them  by  several  of  the  clergy  present.  In  the  evening 
of  the  last  day,  a  special  missionary  service  was  held,  and  warm  hearted 
appeals  were  made  to  the  clergy  and  laity  to  excite  renewed  zeal  and 
efforts  for  the  extension  of  the  church  in  our  own  Diocese. 
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PONTIAC. 


April  28th.  I  preached  twice  in  Zton  Church,  Pontiac,  and  confirmed 
twenty-two  persoAs.  This  parish  has  purchased  a  very  comfortable 
parsonage  for  the  Rector  who  has  been  much  blessed  in  his  labors. 

FENTON. 

April  29th.  I  preached  in  St.  Jude's  Church,  Fenton,  and  confirmed 
seven  persons.  This  parish  has  erected  and  paid  for  a  suitable  parson- 
age for  the  Rector. 

SAGINAW  CITY. 

April  30th.  I  preached  in  St.  John's  Church,  Saginaw  City,  and  con- 
firmed eleven  persons. 

EAST  SAGINAW. 

May  1st.  I  preached  in  St  Paul's  Church,  East  Saginaw^  and  con- 
firmed seventeen  persons. 

BAY  CITY. 

May  2nd.  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Bay  City,  and  confirmed 
one  hundred  and  eighty-six  persons.  The  Rev.  Messrs  Clark  and  Watts 
were  present  and  aided  in  the  services.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  the 
Rector  of  the  parish,  was  in  Europe  for  a  year's  absence  on  account  of 
his  health.  The  Rev.  Dr.  McMurdy,  transferred  to  this  Diocese  by  the 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Colorado,  has  had  temporary  charge  of  the  Parish. 
He  has  visited  from  house  to  house,  presented  in  public  and  private  the 
truth  of  God  as  held  and  taught  by  His  Holy  Church;  and  such  an  ex- 
hibition of  the  power  of  God's  grace,  I  never  before  witnessed.  There 
was  no  undue  excitement,  but  a  calm  and  holy  determination  manifested 
to  devote  their  hearts  and  lives  to  God.  It  was  a  remarkable  in- 
stance  of  the  power  of  the  Grace  of  God,  upon  the  faithful  labors  of  a 
minister  of  Christ,  using  no  other  instrumentalities  but  those  furnished 
by  His  Holy  Church.

This  was  the  second 
confirmation  I  held  in  this  Parish  during  the  year.  It  is  in  a  very  pros- 
perous condition. 

ST.   mark's  CHURCH,.  GRAND  RAPIDS. 

May  5th.  I  preached  twice  in  St.  Mark's  Church,  Grand  Rapids,  and 
confirmed  fifteen  persons.  This  Parish  have  made  great  improvements, 
in  adding  a  very  neat  chapel  to  the  church,  and  enlarging  the  church 
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itself.  When  their  contemplated  improvements  have  been  completed,  it 
will  be  one  of  the  largest  church  buildings  in .  the  diocese.  It  will  be 
needed,  as  the  congregation  is  continually  increasing  under  the  active 
labors  of  the  Rector.  And  they  have  not  been  unmindful  of  the  wants 
of  hundreds  in  this  rapidly  growing  city.  The  Rector  has  two  Mission- 
ary Stations  at  different  points,  where  services  are  held. 

ST.   PAUL'S  CHURCH,  GRAND  RAPIDS. 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  St  Paul's  Church  on 
the  west  side  of  the  river,  and  confirmed  fifteen  persons.  This  was,  in 
its  first  beginning,  a  chapel  of  St.  Mark's  Church.  It  is  now  an  inde- 
pendent congregation  and  self-supporting.  It  is  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition,  and  gives  the  evidence  of  the  unwearied  labors  of  its  Rector. 

ST.  ANDREW'S  CHURCH,  BIG  RAPIDS. 

May  6th.  I  preached  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  Big  Rapids,  and  con- 
firmed sixteen  persons,  three  of  whom  were  Swedes,  presented  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Almquist 

ORDINATION  OF  THE  REV.   E.  W.   FLOWER. 

May  7th.  I  preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Big  Rapids,  and  or- 
dained the  Missionary,  the  Rev  E.  W.  Flower,  to  the  Priesthood.  He 
was  presented  by  his  father,  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Flower.  It  was  a  very  pleas- 
ant service  to  me,  as  I  was  permitted  to  advance  one  who  had  been  so 
faithful  and  successful  in  the  work  committed  to  him,  to  the  full  priv- 
ileges of  the  Christian  Priesthood.  The  church  edifice  exhibits  great 
taste  in  all  its  arrangements,  built  and  nearly  paid  for  within  the  year. 
I  was  happy  to  have  with  me  on  this  occasion  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Flower, 
Earp,  Prichard,  Almquist  and  Morris,  who  aided  me  in  the  services. 

ROCKFORD. 

May  7th.  1  preached  in  a  room  at  the  hotel  at  Rockford.  This  is  one 
of  the  Missionary  Stations  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Morris,  in  con- 
nection with  Courtland  and  Greenville. 

COURTLAND. 

May  8th.  I  preached  at  Courtland,  in  the  little  upper  room,  kindly 
given  for  years,  for  this  purpose.  This  is  entirely  a  country  parish. 
There  are  few  houses  in  the  village,  the  congregation  is  principally  made 
up  of  farmers  in  the  neighborhood.  There  is  no  place  in  the  diocese 
where  a  larger  and  more  respectable  congregation  assemble  for  public 
worship,  considering  the  distance  many  have  to  come  for  this  purpose. 
Although  the  weather  was  stormy  and  rainy,  still  the  number  present 
showed  no  little  interest  in  the  church  of  Christ  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Pric- 
hard and  Morris  were  with  me. 
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GREENVILLE. 

May  9th.  I  preached  in  Greenvillei  an  active  and  thriving  town, 
twelve  miles  from  Courtland,  in  a  very  comfortable  building  fitted  up 
especially  for  the  worship  of  God,  and  confirmed  six  persons.  The 
congregation  was  very  large,  for  the  size  of  the  building,  and  the 
deepest  interest  manifested  in  all  the  services.  A  very  active  and 
efficient  Layman  has  done  much  to  sustain  the  efforts  of  the  Mission- 
ary, and  from  whom  we  received  no  little  kindness  in  our  visit  to 
this  pleasant  town.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Prichard  and  Morris  added 
much  to  my  pleasure  by  their  aid  and  kindness. 

PLAIKWELL. 

May  15th.  I  preached  in  Plainwell,  a  very  thriving  village,  ten 
miles  north  of  Kalamazoo.  It  was  my  first  visit  to  this  place.  The 
Methodist  building  was  kindly  given  to  me  for  the  services.  The  con- 
gregation was  quite  large,  and  good  attention  was  paid  to  the  services, 
new  to  many  who  were  present.  There  are  several  very  active  church 
women  in  this  village,  with  a  few  men,  who  have,  and  are  making  the 
most  commendable  exertions  to  procure  the  services  of  a  Pastor.  I 
will  do  all  I  can  to  aid  them. 

THREE  RIVERS. 

May  16th.  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  Three  Rivers,  and  confirmed 
seven  persons.    This  congregation  is  improving  under  its  present  Rector. 

MENDON. 

May  17th.  I  preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Mendon,  and  confirmed 
four  persons.  I  regretted  to  learn  that  the  faithful  Missionary  and  Rec- 
tor of  this  Parish  intended  to  resign  in  a  few  weeks.  The  Church  edi- 
fice is  a  very  beautiful  one,  embarassed  with  a  debt  borne  by  a  few  most 
devoted  and  self-denying  Laymen  of  the  parish.  They  hope  however,  to 
be  relieved  in  some  degree,  kindly  consenting  to  take  upon  themselves 
the  heaviest  part  of  the  burden.    I  hope  I  can  soon  send  them  a  Pastor 

NILES. 

May  19th.  I  preached  twice  in  Trinity  Church,  Niles,  and  confirmed 
twenty-one  persons.  The  Church  edifice  has  been  enlarged  to  nearly 
double  its  original  size.  This  was  necessary  to  accommodate  the  increas- 
ing congregation.  It  will  be  completed  in  a  few  months.  The  Altar 
and  the  Chancel  were  beautifully  decorated  with  flowers,  and  everything  in 
the  Church  seemed  to  fall  in  with  the  glorious  festival  of  Whit-Sunday, 
and  impress  the  worshipers,  of  the  presence  of  that  Spirit,  then  given  in 
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all  its  purifying  power,  without  which,  nothing  can  be  strong,  nothing 
can  be  holy. 

PAW  PAW. 

May  30th.  I  preached  in  Paw  Paw,  in  a  building  kindly  given  for 
the  service,  and  confirmed  eight  persons.  The  Missionary  has  labored 
faithfully  with  many  discouragements,  for  several  years.  He  has  added 
to  his  own  home  a  neat  little  Chapel,  in  which  the  services  on  the 
Lord's  day  are  held,  and  the  prospect  for  the  increase  of  the  Church 
never  was  more  encouraging. 

LEXINGTON. 

May  23d.  I  preached  in  the  Parish  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  Lexington, 
and  confirmed  six  persons. 

DAVISVILLE,  AND  CONSECRATION. 

May  24th.  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Davisville,  and  confirmed 
eight  persons.  I  consecrated  the  Church,  built  and  paid  for  through  the 
exertions  of  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Flower.  It  is  a  very  neat 
building,  with  everything  complete  in  all  its  arrangements.  The  cost 
was  only  $1,300. 

It  will  compare  favorably  with  many  large  church  edifices,  and  is  a 
good  example  to  be  followed  by  those  who  wait  for  the  ability  to  erect 
a  larger  and  more  costly  edifice,  frequently  burdened  by  debt  The 
Missionary  must  have  no  little  pleasure  in  seeing  the  work  of  his  Master 
crowned  with  such  success.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Stowe  and  Dooley  accom- 
panied me  in  my  visitation,  and  added  much  to  my  comfort. 

ALGONAC 

May  25th.  I  consecrated  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Algonac ;  preached, 
and  confirmed  two  persons.  I  have,  on  a  former  occasion,  spoken  of 
this  beautiful  church  edifice,  and  of  the  unwearied  labors  of  a  few  de- 
voted women,  who  never  faltered  in  their  efforts  to  erect  and  complete 
this  House  of  God.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Jamieson,  of  the  Diocese  of  Huron, 
resides  in  the  village,  and  holds  the  services  in  the  evening  of  every 
Lord's  day.

In  addition  to  the  above  offerings,  this  Parish  gave  generously  to- 
wards the  relief  of  the  citizens    of  Holland,  after  the  late  fires,  and 
now  stand  pledged  $100  towards    the   erection   of  Grace  Church   at 
that  village. 
II 
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I  preached  twice  at  the  January  meeting  of  the  Northwestern  Con- 
vocation  at  Grand  Haven.  The  Sunday  after  Easter  I  visited  Whiter 
hall  by  appointment  of  Convocation,  and  held  servipe  rooming  and 
evening,  in  a  new  church  erected  under  the  auspices  of  two  ladies* 
one  a  Presbyterian  and  the  other  a  non-communicant  of  any  church. 
The  subscription  had  been  raised,  and  the  church  all  completed, 
seating  two  hundred,  and  ready  for  carpets,  within  the  short  time  of 
ten  months.  The  cost  about  $2,500,  and  incumbered  with  a  debt  of 
less  than  $120.  The  day  and  the  roads  were  very  unfavorable,  and 
yet  the  house  was  well  filled  at  both  services.  They  were  eager  for 
the  regular  services  of  a  clergyman. 

May  15th.  I  visited  Plain  well  and  read  services  for  the  Bishop, 
who  preached  in  the  Methodist  meeting  house.  I  again  visited  that 
village  on  the  first  Sunday  evening  after  Trinity,  and  held  services  in 
the  same  place.  A  thorough  canvass  of  the  community  reveals  the 
fact,  that  there  are  already  fourteen  communicants  on  the  ground, 
ready  and  anxious  for  the  permanent  services  of  a  clergyman.  They 
have  raised  pledges  to  the  amount  of  $300  towards  such  an  end,  and 
promise  me  still  further  aid  if,  by  the  help  of  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, I  will  divide  a  portion  of  my  time  among  them.  A  hundred 
or  more  dollars  could  not  be  better  expended  for  the  year  to  come 
than  by  helping  into  vigorous  life  a  Missionary  Parish  there.  Many 
of  the  *'  outsiders "  inquire,  if  the  church  people  are  not  to  have  regu- 
lar services.

The  Sewing  School  was  held  in  the  Winter  for  four  months. 

In  addition  to  the  services  at  the  Poor  House,  where  five  funerals  have 
been  attended  and  one  child  baptized,  and  at  the  jail ;  the  Rector  has 
given  six  services,  on  three  occasions,  at  Grace  Church,  York,  and  bap- 
tized six  children.  (See  Report  of  the  Parish.)  He  has  also  held  one 
service  at  Saline. 

With  decided  opportunities  and  encouragements  in  this  Parish,  we 
need  more  of  that  spirit  of  mutual  help  that  leads  the  people  to  readily 
fall  in  with  the  plans  of  their  pastor  to  do  them  good.  By  far  the  major- 
ity of  the  communicants  sadly  neglect  the  ordinary  week-day  services,  and 
on  the  part  of  some,  this  neglect  extends  to  irregular  attendance  on  the 
Lord's  Day. 

These  remarks  are  made  more  with  reference   to  danger   for   the 
future,  than  weakness  in  the  present.

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Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  we  have,  by  the  blessing  of  God  upon 
our  labors,  succeeded  in  erecting  a  decent  church  edifice.  Our  thanks 
are  due  for  the  liberal  aid  extended  to  us  for  means  to  build,  to  Parishes 
and  Churchmen  in  this  and  other  Dioceses.  At  present  it  is  a  source  of 
trial  to  us  that  the  cost  so  much  exceeded  our  expectations.  This  leaves 
us  in  debt  at  a  time  when  the  people  are  over-burdened  by  the  almost 
total  failure  of  the  lumber  interests  for  this  year,  and  upon  which  we 
mainly  depend. 

No  people,  I  think,  have  ever  done  better  in  the  way  of  giving  for  the 
Church,  when  it  is  taken  inio  consideration  that  there  is  not  a  family  con- 
nected with  the  Parish  who  have  an  abundance  from  which  to  give.  My 
services  not  included  in  the  above  have  been  as  follows  :  Upper  Big 
Rapids,  10 ;  Hersey,  (Osceola  Co.,)  i  ;  also  in  Battle  Creek  and  Lex- 
ington and  Davis ville,  each  i  ;  Detroit  in  the  several  churches,  6  times  ; 
New  York  City,  2  ;  Brooklyn,  L.  I.,  13,  and  baptized  one  infant ;  Ithaca, 
Central  New  York,  2  ;  Providence,  R.  I.,  3.  Have  also  attended  Con- 
secration of  Church  in  Gran4  Haven,  one  Convocation  at  Muskegon,  and 
Missionary  meetings  at  Marshall  and  Kalamazoo.

The  Wardens  of  the  Parish  in  Clinton  wish  me  to  make  a  report  from 
that  Parish,  but  really  there  is  scarcely  life  enough  in  the  Parish  to  make 
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a  report,  or  enough  of  a  parish  to  be  counted.  Although  not  officially 
connected  with  them,  I  have  held  service  there  every  alternate  Sunday 
during  the  year.  The  average  attendance  has  been  about  forty  persons  ; 
sometimes  sixty  or  seventy,  at  other  times  not  more  than  twenty-five  per- 
sons  present.  I  administered  the  Communion  twice  to  some  eight  or  ten 
Communicants.  Alms  received,  four  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents ;  as- 
sessment on  the  Parish — amount  paid,  $5.  I  baptized  one  adult  and 
married  two  couples  in  the  Parish.  This  is  all  that  I  can  state  in  regard 
to  official  acts  and  figures. 

I  shall  probably  continue  to  hold  services  there  through  the  summer, 
but  not  with  any  great  expectation  of  reviving  the  Parish.  Still  it  will  be 
a  consolation  to  the  few  survivors,  and  wiU  perhaps  be  the  means  oi  sav- 
ing the  property  to  the  Church.

I  ought  to  say,  too,  that  we  have  tried  to  work  as  members  of  "  The 
Catholic  Church,"  according  to  catholic  principles ;  according  to  God's 
plan,  not  man's. 

Our  people  worked  with  great  earnestness,  through  our  department  of 
relief  for  fire  sufferers  and  the  poor.  We  also  made  considerable  offer- 
ings for  Nashdtah  and  St.  Luke's  Hospital  in  clothing,  the  amount  of 
which  could  not  be  accurately  estimated  in  money.

The  Rector  held  one  Sunday  Service  in  addition  to  the  above  report, 
in  Cambria  Mills.  One  of  the  children  reported,  was  baptized  in  private 
in  the  same  place. 

I  attended  each  of  the  four  meetings  of  the  Southern  Convocation, 
preaching  the  Missionary  Sermon  in  Trinity  Church,  Three  Rivers,  in 
June,  1871,  and  the  same  in  Trinity  Church,  Monroe,  in  March,  1872.  I 
also  attended  joint  Services  of  the  Convocation  during  Lent,  at  Brook- 
lyn, Cold  water,  Jonesvilie,  and  Hudson  ;  preaching  a  sermon  at  Brook- 
lyn. The  Convocation  held  its  third  meeting  in  our  Parish,  January 
l6th  and  17th,  1872,  and  also  a  joint  service,  March  14th.  I  attended 
also  the  two  semi-annual  Missionary  Meetings  of  the  Diocese,  held  le- 
spectively  at  Marshall  and  Kalamazoo  ;  at  the  latter  place  fulfilling  an  ap- 
pointment and  making  an  address.      During  a  trip  to  the  East  in  July, 
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1 87 1,  I  held  seven  full  services  and  preached  in  Central  New  York  and 
assisted  at  one  service  in  Diocese  of  New  York. 

A  Sunday  School  was  conducted  very  successfully  during  the  year 
187 1,  in  a  school  district,  two  miles  out  of  the  city,  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Tallman, 
a  communicant  in  the  Parish,  and  now  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  church  has  been  improved  and  embellished  during  the  year,  by 
the  addition  of  new  burners  for  lighting,  a  new  desk  lectern,  by  raising 
back  seats  and  cushioning  same  ;  and  also  by  the  insertion  of  a  beautiful 
memorial  window,  bearing  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Hobart  DeGarmo, 
late  Rector  of  the  Parish,  now  deceased. 

The  greater  share  of  our  Parishioners  are  contributing  by  envelopes 
through  the  Offertory,  in  the  payment  of  pledges,  for  all  purposes  within 
the  Parish  and  without. 

Grateful  to  God  for  all  His  bestowed  mercies  and  blessings,  for  con- 
tinued health,  strength,  and  grace  ;  and  with  thanks  to  my  parishioners 
for  their  many  manifestations  of  good  will  and  affection,  I  am  happy  to 
report  the  Parish  prosperous.

The  town  of  Holland  was  nearly  obliterated  by  the  fire  of  last  October. 
The  disaster  stands  next  to  that  of  Phestigo  in  the  proportion  of  prop- 
erty destroyed.  Our  place  of  worship,  with  every  book  and  paper 
belonging  to  it,  went  with  the  flames.  With  no  room  to  meet  in,  and 
the  people  scattered  abroad  for  shelter,  I  could  do  nothing  but  wait  In 
a  short  space  buildings  sprang  up,  and  in  December,  I  was  able  to  hold 
a  brief  service  in  an  upper  room  and  preach  to  the  people.  In  January, 
I  gathered  the  Sunday  School  in  an  unfinished  room  and  distributed 
gifts  to  the  children  from  generous  contributions  sent  from  abroad.  Since 
that  time  the  school  has  contrived  to  meet,  and  several  donations  have 
been  made  to  the  library  by  persons  at  the  east.  Up  to  the  beginning  of 
Lent,  I  spent  a  good  portion  of  time  out  in  the  larger  towns  of  Michigan, 
gathering  funds  for  replacing  our  church  building  in  Holland.  I  then 
went  east  seeking  aid  for  both  of  my  parishes.  I  returned  home  on  the 
8th  of  June,  having  collected  in  all  some  $4,500.  The  money  I  placed 
out  at  8  per  cent,  as  fast  as  collected,  to  the  amount  of  $4,204.  $1,100 
of  which  is  for  building  at  Saugatuck.  I  have  pledges  which  may  add 
$500  to  each  place  during  the  progress  of  building. 

With  the  loss  of  all  the  church  papers  and  the  confused  state  of 
16 
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everything  in  consequence  of  the  fire,  and  the  little  time  I  have  had 
since  my  return  from  the  east,  it  is  useless  for  me  to  attempt  a  statistical 
report.  The  town  is  fast  building  up,  and  by  another  year  doubdess 
everything  in  Holland  wiU  be  settled  and  prosperous.

Outside  the  Parish,  I  have  held  services  as  follows  :  three  times  in 
St.  John's  Church,  Detroit ;  once  in  Christ  Church,  Adrian,  and  once 
in  Morenci.  This  last  service  was  the  first  one  ever  held  in  the  place, 
so  far  as  I  can  learn.  The  Methodist  Church  was  kindly  given  me  for 
the  occasion,  and  although  it  seats  several  hundred  people,  and  the  eve- 
ning was  during  the  week,  it  was  filled  with  an  attentive  and  appreciative 
congregation.  I  found  several  communicants  there,  others  interested  in  the 
Church,  and  all  anxious  to  have  permanent  scfrvices  established  in  their 
midst,  which  I  hope  to  be  able  to  do.  The  place  is  an  enterprising  town 
of  nearly  looo  inhabitants,  on  the  line  of  the  Canada  Southern  R.  R., 
and  with  as  promising  a  future  as  any  in  the  State.  The  church  ought 
to  be  laying  her  catholic  foundation  in  its  midst  for  the  sake  of  the  fu- 
ture, even  if  the  present  should  not  prove  very  encouraging.  I  have  as- 
sisted in  services  at  St.  John's,  Detroit ;  St.  Peter's,  Hillsdsde  ;  AH  Saints', 
Brooklyn  ;  Christ,  Adrian  ;  and  St.  Peter's,  Detroit. 

This  Parish  has  just  broken  ground  for  a  church,  to  be  built  of  brick,  at  a 
cost  of  $6000,  and  the  work  will  be  pushed  to  completion  as  fast  as  funds 
are  at  hand.  It  is  on  the  main  street  of  the  town,  on  the  best  location  of 
any  church  here.  If  we  may  judge  by  the  visible  indications  at  present, 
this  Parish  is  destined  to  see  better  days  when  their  house  is  finished, 
for  this  busy  point  has  long  yearned  for  something  which  our  teachings 
can  alone  supply.

During  the  past  year,  by  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  the  missionary 
operations  of  the  Parish  have  been  carried  forward  with  a  good  degree 
of  success. 

In  the  2nd  Ward  of  the  city,  a  Chapel  known  as  the  "  Chapel  of  the 
Good  Samaritan,^  has  been  completed  and  was  opened  for  public  worship 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent  The  chapel  is  built  in  the  Gothic  style,  with 
recess  chancel,  porch,  bell  cote,  and  seats  240  persons. 

With  the  exception  of  a  bequest  of  $503  from  the  late  Mrs  J.  Marian, 
the  funds  for  the  erection  of  the  building  have  been  furnished  by  one 
whose  offerings  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  church  have  been  un- 
stinted, Henry  A.  Hayden  Esq.  The  lots,  three  in  number,  two  of 
which  are  reserved  for  a  Church  and  Rectory  in  the  future,  were  cordially 
and  generously  given  by  Allen  Bennett  Esq.  and  Mrs  Guy  Foote. 

The  pmyei  desk,  pulpit,  font,  communion  table,  bell,  cabinet 
organ,  stained  glass  for  the  windows,  (including  a  beautiful  chancel 
window,)  and  the  seats  ;  are  among  the  gifts  of  Mr.  Hayden. 

The  chapel  is  freej  and  the  weekly  offering  system  has  been  adopted. 

The  services  at  Woodville  have  been  sustained  without  intermission, 
the  Rev.  W.  Grange,  Missionary  and  Rector's  Assistant,  officiating  each 
Sunday  morning,  and  Mr.  Hayden  superintending  Sunday-School  and 
Bible  Class  in  the  afternoon. 

The  assistant  Minister,  in  addition  to  the  work  at  Woodville,  conducts 
the  Sunday-School  and  holds  evening  service  every  Sunday  in  the  Chapel 
of  the  Good  Samaritan. 

The  Rectory  debt  has  been  liquidated,  and  the  grounds  adjoining  the 
Rectory  have  been  graded  and  turfed. 

Harmony,  quietness  and  peace ;  have  marked  the  progress  of  the 
Parish  during  the  entire  year.

The  past  year  has  been  in  some  respects  one  of  more  encouragement. 
By  God's  blessing,  we  have  been  enabled  to  make  some  much  needed 
repairs  on  our  church,  and  others  are  soon  to  be  made.  The  erection  of 
a  parsonage  is  now  in  contemplation,  towards  which  we  have  $450  already 
subscribed.  It  is  hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  build  this  fall.  To  the  con- 
tributions of  the  parish  above  mentioned,  I  uould  also  add  the  annual 
donation  to  the  Rector,  which  this  year  amounted  to  nearly  $90  This 
is  over  and  above  the  amount  raised  for  the  Rector's  salary,  which  is 
S600.  I  have  held  services  at  other  places  as  follows  :  Preached  three 
times  at  Brooklyn,  and  on  one  occasion  at  Cambridge  when  I  consecrated 
the  Holy  Eucharist.  Preached  three  times  while  on  a  visit  to  Wisconsin ; 
twice  at  Hudson,  and  also  assisted  in  the  services  on  a  special  occasion^. 
Preached  twice  in  Christ  Church  Detroit,  and  married  a  couple  at  the 
parsonage.  Preached  twice  in  St.  Andrew's  Church  Ann  Arbor ;  twice 
at  Saranac  ;  twice  at  Coldwater  ;  attended  and  assisted  in  the  services  at 
three  convocations,  Brooklyn,  Hillsdale  and  Monroe.  Last  fall  I  held 
Ave  services  at  Reading,  a  place  twelve  miles  distant,  but  did  not  find 
sufficient  encouragement  to  continue.  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  the 
place  this  spring.  I  learn  that  another  church  family  has  gone  there  to 
reside,  and  I  hope  we  shall  yet  be  able  to  establish  church  services  in 
the  place.

I  assumed  the  charge  of  St.  Luke's  Parish,  Kalamazoo,  on  the  ist  of 
May,  1872.  It  had  been  without  regular  services  for  nearly  six  months, 
the  rectorship  having  been  vacant.  This  will  account  for  the  disparity 
of  Parochial  statistics  as  compared  with  previous  years.  The  services 
reported  are  only  such  as  the  present  Rector  has  held,  he  not  having 
found  any  record  of  those  held  in  the  parish  during  the  year  before  he 
assumed  charge  of  it.  He  has  been  much  embarassed  in  making  an 
accurate  report  of  the  Parish  Statistics,  not  having  been  able  to  find  a 
statement  of  communion  alms,  or  a  recent  list  of  the  names  of  parish- 
ioners or  communicants.  He  has  endeavored  by  personal  visitation 
and  inquiry  to  make  the  statistics  as  perfect  as  possible.  He  feels  en- 
couraged by  the  prospect  of  future  unity  and  life  in  the  parish.

As  Mackinac  is  an  island,  and  presents  no  inducements  whatever  to 
persons  to  make  it  their  permanent  place  of  residence,  so  the  population 
does  not  increase.  While  it  is  highly  necessary  for  a  clergyman  to  labor 
here,  yet  the  principal  advantage  derived  is,  from  his  meeting  the  influx 
of  summer  visitors  who  resort  here.  Something  over  ten  years  have 
passed  away  since  an  Episcopal  clergyman  has  resided  here,  and  the 
consequences  resulting  from  this  have  been  most  unhappy.  We  have 
much  to  encourage  us.  I  entered  upon  my  labors  at  Mackinac  the 
middle  of  last  October,  and  our  congregations  have  been  generally 
much  larger  than  was  anticipated.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  we  shall  be 
able  to  recover  the  ground  that  has  been  unfortunately  lost  to  us. 

I  have  held  services  at  the  village  of  Cheboygan,  and  the  prospect  is 
that  we  shall  soon  have  a  church  erected  at  that  place.  Our  lenten  ser- 
vices at  Mackinac  were  well  attended.

According  to  the  request  of  the  Bishop  I  began  services  in  the 
dormant  station  at  Manchester,  (Calvary  Parish.)  There  are  seven  or 
eight  communicants  residing  here.    The  Presbyterians  granted  the  use 
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of  their  house  for  services  at  3  P.  M.  The  congregations  have  always 
been  good.  I  went  down  after  morning  service  here  at  Brooklyn,  (the 
distance  is  twelve  miles,)  once  a  month,  making  five  visits.  The  interest 
in  the  church  and  ser\'ices  constantly  increased,  the  responses  were  good. 
But  we  were  at  length  refused  the  use  of  the  building.  And  for  three 
months  no  service  was  held  there.  Recently  the  Baptists  have  given 
the  use  of  their  house  of  worship,  and  two  services  have  since  been 
held.  The  interest  has  been  further  manifested  by  a  number  of  persons 
desiring  confirmation,  by  the  fdrmation  of  a  Ladies  Society  for  church 
work,  and  by  a  willingness  to  use  every  effort  to  put  up  a  church  build- 
ing. They  have  paid  their  assessment  $2,  and  have  given  me  $15  to 
defray  my  expenses  in  visiting  them.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  statement  of  contributions,  I  deem  it 
proper  to  report  that,  in  response  to  the  world-wide  appeal  for  aid  to  the 
sufferers  by  the  calamitous  fires  in  Chicago,  Wisconsin,  and  our  own 
State,  our  congregation  very  generally  contributed  an  amount  exceeding 
/ive  hundred  dollars^  in  addition  to  supplies,  in  large  quantity,  of  pro-

visions,  wearing  appard,  etc.  At  the  same  time,  upon  a  request  from  tlie 
ladies  of  the  city  of  Marshall,  I  organized  a  ^  Ladies'  Relief  Association,' 
in  the  benevolent  object  of  which,  very  many  of  the  Christian  women  of 
our  own  Parish,  became  actively  engaged.  As  an  executive  member  of 
the  local  conomittee,  formed  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering  and  destitute  in 
our  own  State,  I  was  happily  associated  with  several  gentlemen  of  the 
Parish, in  carrying  forward  the  work  of  Christian  sympathy  and  fraternal 
aid.  I  desire  here,  also  to  record  and  acknowledge  the  bounty  and  largc^ 
hearted  generosity  of  friends  in  New  Jersey,  who  constituted  me  the 
almoner  of  their  gifts  to  those  pordons  of  our  State  visited  by  the  fires 
and  to  several  of  our  friithful  missionaries.  These  gifts  were  in  barrels 
and  boxes  of  valuable  dry  goods,  bedding,  wearing  apparel  etc.,  and  a 
money  contribution  of  two  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars. 

The  statistical  portion  of  this  report  will  indicate  a  condition  of  peace 
and  prosperity  in  our  several  parochial  departments,  for  which  we 
bless  and  praise  God.  Our  ^Ladies'  Church  Aid''  is  energetic  in  its 
several  departments  of  work,  and  especially  in  the  effort  to  increase  the 
ftmd  for  the  erection  of  the  Parsonage.  By  an  exchange  of  the  old  or- 
gan which  had  been  in  use  nineteen  years,  and  from  the  avails  of  a  legacy 
by  the  late  Miss  Harriet  M.  Mann,  we  have  purchased  a  new  and  superior 
instrument,  full,  rich  and  powerful  in  tone,  as  well  as  pleasing  in  quality, 
and  built  with  reference  to  enlargement  at  some  future  day.  The  Mis- 
sion School  in  the  Fourth  Ward  is  steadily  increasing  in  interest.  The 
faithful  labors  of  those  associated  with  me  in  the  good  work,  are  evi- 
dently appreciated  by  the  class  of  children  whom  they  are  thus  instru- 
mental in  training  in  the  ways  of  our  Holy  Church.  During  a  brief  ab- 
sence of  five  weeks  in  April  and  May,  the  services  of  the  Parish  Church, 
conducted  by  Lay- leading,  were  well  attended.  I  returned  home  during 
the  first  week  of  Trinity  Season,  with  renewed  health  and  strength,  glad- 
ly welcomed  by  a  loving  and  sympathizing  flock,  whose  generous  kind- 
ness to  their  Pastor  in  the  day  of  sorrow  and  bereavement,  has  endeared 
them  to  him  to  a  degree  which  can  find  its  expression  only  in  devom 
prayers  for  the  benediction  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  their  further- 
ance in  all  spiritual  growth  and  future  blessedness. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  have  to  report  the  following  duties  perform- 
ed elsewhere  during  the  past  year  viz  ;  Assisted  and  made  an  address 
at  Ann  Arbor  ;  twice  and.  preached  at  Coldwater ;  once  and  preached  at 
Battle  Creek ;  officiated  and  preached  twice,  and  made  an  address  at 
West  Philadelphia;  assisted  three  times  at  Philadelphia  ;  once  and  made 
an  address  at  Camden,  N.  J. ;  eighteen  times,  preached  once  and 
made  two  addresses  at  Mount  Holly,  N.  J. ;  participated  in  Convoca- 
tion at  Brooklyn  in  this  state,  and  at  the  General  Missionary  Meeting 
held  in  Nov.  1871  in  this  Parish ;  and  upon  appointment  by  the  Bishop, 
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delivered  the  Missionary  Jubilee  Sermon  before  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Del- 
egates assembled  for  Diocesan  Convention  in  Zion  Church,  Pontiac,  on 
the  evening  proceeding  the  Convention.

The  undersigned  in  behalf  of  St.  Paul's  Church  of  Muskegon,  beg 
leave  to  report  for  the  past  year  as  follows  :  That  occasional  services  have 
been  held  by  Rev.  J.  B.  Prichard,  Missionary,  who  has  baptized  six  in- 
fants and  officiated  at  two  funerals.  At  the  time  of  the  N.  W.  Convoca- 
tion, which  was  held  here  April  i8,  the  church  was  indebted  to  various 
parties  in  the  sum  of  about  $1,900,  nearly  $700  of  which  was  a  mortage 
lien  on  their  property  here.  At  that  Convocation,  measures  for  our  rehef 
were  discussed  and  the  sum  of  $500  pledged  us  by  Rev.  Samuel  Earp 
of  Grand  Rapids,  on  condition  that  the  Church  cleared  up  the  mortgage, 
to  assist  us  in  paying  up  the  outside  indebtedness,  viz:  the  $1,200  due 
various  parties  for  labor  and  material.  The  amount  was  quickly  raised 
the  mortgage  paid  up  and  sufficient  means  pledged,  which,  together  with 
$500  from  Mr.  Earp,  will  clear  us  from  debt,  when  we  hope  through 
the  Divine  blessing  to  be  able  by  the  help  of  our  brethren  of  the  churches, 
to  erect  an  edifice  that  shall  be  commensurate  with  our  wants  and  not  a 
monument  of  our  folly  and  miscalculation.  The  want  of  a  church  is 
greatly  felt  here,  with  over  twenty  families  and  at  least  thirty  communi- 
cants and  more  coming.  The  services  of  the  church  should  and  could, 
be  maintained  here,  and  we  hope  to  make  a  better  showing  at  the  next 
Convention.

This  parish  was  organized  in  1855.  Services  have  been  held  from  time 
to  time  by  various  visiting  clergymen.  During  the  past  few  years,  ser- 
vices have  been  totally  suspended,  and  the  parish  has  been  practically 
disorganized.  Meanwhile,  all  the  church  people  have  formed  other  ec- 
clesiastical connections,  so  that  the  very  name  of  the  church  was  begin- 
ning to  be  forgotten. 

During  the  past  winter,  I  visited  the  town,  and  after  consulting  with  va- 
rious old  admirers  of  our  services,  I  was  cordially  invited  to  "go  and 
preach  to  them.''  I  accordingly  made  an  engagement  to  officiate  among 
them  every  alternate  week.  After  holding  six  or  eight  services,  so  much 
interest  was  manifested  that  it  was  thought  better  that  the  services  should 
be  held  every  Lord's  Day.  A  business  meeting  of  those  interested  was 
called,  to  take  into  consideration  the  advisability  of  undertaking  to  es- 
tablish the  parish  upon  a  permanent  footing.  Although  it  was  then  de- 
cided to  be  impracticable  to  reorganize  the  old  parish,  it  was  determin- 
ed that  the  services  should  continue  with  a  view  to  an  ultimate  parochial 
organization.  A  committee  of  three  were  appointed  to  look  after  the 
temporalities  of  the  mission.  At  the  present  time,  the  actual  work  ac- 
complished is  thus  summed  up  : 

The  services  of  the  church  have  been  established  with  every  promise 
of  permanence  ;  a  temporary  organization  has  been  made  for  the  purpose 
of  doing  the  work  usually  devolving  upon  a  Vestry  ;  a  subscription  pa- 
per already  bears  nearly  $300.  We  worship  at  present  in  a  building  now 
in  possession  of  the  Congregationalists,  but  originally  erected  by  all  par- 
ties as  a  "Union  Church."  There  are  no  more  than  half  a  dozen  com- 
municants in  the  town, — all  ladies,  although  the  prospects  for  a  good 
work  here  are  very  flattering.  The  services  are  well  attended,  and  a 
regular  congregation  has  been  formed.

First  regular  services  as  an  organized  Mission,  May  12,  1872.  There 
have  been  eight  services.  Holy  Communion,  (public),  once  ;  Communion 
alms,  $10.71.  Sunday  School  not  fully  organized.  The  people  and 
children  thus  far,  have  been  instructed  in  a  body  by  the  Missionary. 
The  Sunday  School  service  is  made  up  from  the  Prayer  Book  and 
Common  Praise. 

Our  services  are  held  in  Gray's  Hall,  a  lai^e,  fine  brick  hall,  which 
will  seat  six  hundred  people.  Morning  congregation,  from  150  to  200 ; 
evening,  about  double  the  morning  attendance.  Communicants  from  25 
to  40.  The  Missionary  is  feeling  his  way ;  he  honestly  thinks  that 
Romeo  is  one  of  the  best  openings  in  the  Diocese.  My  lot  is  fallen  in  a 
fair  ground.  A  brief  statement  may  not  be  out  of  place  :  The  Eastern 
Convocation  met  here  January  22,  1872,  and  continued  in  session  through 
the  25th — the  Conversion  of  St.  Paul,  giving  seven  services,  five  sermons, 
and  eight  addresses,  and  Holy  Communion.  Present,  eight  clergymen  ; 
congregation,  from  100  to  250,  all  the  services  being  on  week  days.  The 
Church  had  a  fair  hearing  and  took  hold  of  the  people  at  once.  Rev. 
Mr.  Thorp  and  Rev.  A.  M.  Lewis,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop,  visited 
Romeo  and  gave  two  services,  two  sermons  and  two  addresses,  February 
1 2th  and  13th,  with  a  congregation  of  about  100. 

Under  the  instruction  of  Convocation,  Rev.  A.  M.  Lewis  officiated  on 
Sunday,  March  17th,  and  gave  two  services,  two  sermons  and  Holy  Com- 
munion ;  congregation  from  300  to  400.  Sunday,  April  7  th,  Rev.  W.  R. 
Tillinghast,  gave  services  and  sermons  with  large  congregations,  and 
ascertained  that  a  subscription  had  been  raised,  and  that  the  people  were 
anxious  to  have  the  present  Missionary  settled  over  them.  Accordingly, 
I  visited  them  April  28th,  had  large  congregations,  with  great  interest, 
and  informed  the  people  that  I  would  cast  in  my  lot  with  theirs. 

May  3rd,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  issued  the  following :  **  Rev.  and

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Dear  Sir — I  hereby  appoint  you  as  Missionary  in  charge  of  the  Parish  at 
Romeo.  In  all  matters  connected  with  your  ecclesiastical  duties  you  are 
alone  amenable  to  the  Bishop.  I  trust  that  God  will  bless  you  in  your 
labors,  and,  with  the  hearty  co-operation  of  those  under  your  care,  you 
will  be  able  to  extend  the  influence  of  the  Church  and  the  Gospel  of 
Christ.

During  the  last  year,  I  have  held  services  and  preached  thirteen  times — 
three  times  at  St  Luke's,  Kalamazoo  ;  four  times  at  Plainwell;  and  six 
times  at  Allegan.    All  of  which  is  hereby  respectfully  reported. 


The  Rev.  DANIEL  E.  BROWN,  Flint,  Genesee  County.    (1862.) 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention  I  have  been  steadily  engaged 
in  the  duties  of  the  Ministry,  in  this  Diocese.  I  officiated  for  a  few 
months  in  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Saginaw  City,  the  Parish  being  vacant 
at  the  time,  and  administered  the  communion  several  times.  I  also  went 
to  St.  John's  Church,  Ionia,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  Advent,  and  continued 
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there  in  supplying  the  vacancy,  until  the  first  Sunday  in  June  following 
the  close  of  the  conventional  year,  it  being  six  months.  I  was  there 
through  Lent  and  held  service  every  Sunday,  and  on  Ash  Wednesday, 
and  Good  Friday,  and  daily  through  Passion  Week,  and  administered  the 
communion  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month,  on  Christmas,  Easter 
and  Trinity  Sundays,  and  baptized  one  infant  and  three  adults,  and  at- 
tended one  funeral.  I  have  also  attended  one  funeral  and  celebrated  one 
marriage  at  Flint.  The  Parish  at  Ionia  have  at  length  obtained  a  Rec- 
tor, and  it  is  hoped  that  under  his  ministrations  the  blessing  of  God 
will  rest  upon  it  and  will  bring  it  up  out  of  the  depressed  condition  in 
which  it  has  been  laboring  for  some  time  past 

From  my  advanced  age  I  do  not  think  it  prudent  to  engage  in  full 
parochial  duties,  but  am  anxious  to  execute  the  duties  resting  upon  me 
as  far  as  my  health  will  allow.

Agent  for  Trinity  Schools,  Fenton. 

During  the  last  conventional  year,  as  well  as  during  some  months  of 
the  previous  year,  I  have  been  exclusively  engaged  in  the  affairs  of 
Trinity  School.  While  thus  employed  I  have  occasionally  assisted  the 
Rev.  L.  L.  Rogers  of  St.  Jude's.  I  have  also  officiated  several  times  for 
other  clergymen. 

As  to  the  condition  of  Trinity  School,  which  I  represent  as  secretary 
and  agent,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  Exhibit  A  connected  with  the  report  of 
the  special  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  to  inquire  into 
the  status  of  said  school.

I  am  still  engaged  in  the  pursuits  of  husbandry.  This  in  my  case 
has  become  a  necessity,  in  the  out  door  life  it  requires,  I  try  daily  to 
solve  the  problem  of  health,  and  in  the  labors  it  imposes  to  obtain  the 
means  of  support*  I  thus  become  chargeable  to  no  man,  no  not  even 
to  the  physician. 

There  has  been,  however,  but  little  room  for  boasting,  since  until  very 
recently,  I  dragged  about  with  me  during  the  past  long,  dreary  winter, 
what  seemed  to  me  betimes,  a  half  dead  body.  Last  summer  I  assisted 
the  Rector  of  Grace  Church,  Detroit,  some  few  times,  during  divine  ser- 
vice, and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  Except  these  I 
have  no  official  acts  to  report. 

It  has  pained  me  much  to  be  obliged  to  decline  officiating  in  parishes 
whose  Rectors,  in  some  cases,  have  been  absent  on  account  of  ill  health. 
One  of  these,  and  I  record  it  with  pleasure,  was  my  last  charge,  the 
parish  of  Trinity,  Bay  City,  from  whose  large  hearted  vestry  I  had  a 
most  pressing  and  affectionate  invitation  to  this  end.  But  alas  !  ^  can 
the  dead  bury  the  dead."

They  are  looking  to  my  son  who  speaks 
the  Indian  language  well. 
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The  Rev.  JOSIAH  P.  TUSTIN,  D.D.,    (1863.) 

Missionary  to  the  Swedes  in  Michigan. 

Owing  to  absence  in  Europe  last  year,  I  could  not  make  report  of  my 
preceding  year.  Under  my  commission  as  General  Missionary  for 
Church  work  among  the  Swedes  in  Michigan  and  in  my  relation  on  the 
two  important  committees  of  the  General  Convention  for  church  work 
among  the  Swedes  in  the  old  world  and  in  the  new,  my  time  is  divided 
between  Europe  and  this  country.  During  the  last  winter,  for  five 
months,  I  officiated  for  St.  Mark's  Church,  Evanston,  in  the  diocese  of 
Illinois,  as  in  the  preceding  winter.  I  had  also  officiated  for  the  same 
parish  for  three  months.  This  position  in  the  vicinity  of  Chicago  gave 
me  access  to  the  Swedish  people  throughout  Illinois  and  the  West 
generally. 

During  my  two  last  visits  in  Europe,  I  officiated  in  England,  France, 
Sweden,  Denmark,  and  Norway,  in  English  and  Swedish  Churches,  and 
on  shipboard  on  the  Atlantic  and  Northern  Oceans  many  times ;  and 
during  these  past  two  years  I  have  delivered  nearly  as  many  sermons  and 
addresses  as  I  should  have  delivered  as  the  Rector  of  a  parish  at  home. 
I  have  baptized  fifteen  children,  and  officiated  at  several  tunerals  and 
performed  one  marriage  ceremony.  I  have  directed  the  proceedings  in 
organizing  two  Swedish  parishes,  St.  Johannes*,  at  New  Bleking,  and  St. 
Ansgarius,  at  New  Swea,  in  the  County  of  Osceola  in  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan. I  have  been  requested  by  the  proper  authorities,  to  superintend  a 
policy  of  specific  colonization  along  the  line  of  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad,  and  in  connection  with  the  several  Bishops  having  jurisdiction 
over  that  line  of  1,800  miles,  I  hope  to  utilize  this  colonization  for  the 
higher  purposes  ot  Christ's  Church.  In  the  meantime,  I  expect  to  give 
some  attention  to  the  care  of  this  church  and  colonization  work,  in 
Michigan.

REPORT  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  CONVOCATION. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Michigan  : 

In  conformity  with  the  Canon,  the  following  Report  of  the  Southern 
Convocation  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

The  ninth  meeting  was  held  in  Trinity  Church,  Three  Rivers,  on 
June  28th  and  29th,  1871,  the  Rev.  M.  A.  Hyde,  Rector.  The  preach- 
ers were  Revs.  Raymond,  SafTord,  and  Frisbie.  The  Holy  Eucharist 
was  celebrated  and  a  missionary  service  held  in  the  evening.      * 

The  tenth  meeting  was  held  in  All  Saints'  Church,  Brooklyn,  Septem- 
ber 5th  and  6th,  Rev.  S.  W.  Frisbie,  Rector.  The  preachers  were  Rev. 
Geo.  A.  Whitney,  and  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Magrath,  of  the  Eastern  Convo- 
cation. Three  services  were  held  and  a  good  attendance  at  each.  Col- 
lections, $11. oa 
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An  interesting  and  profitable  meeting  was  held  at  Hillsdale,  January 
i6th  and  17th,  1872,  (eleventh  in  number,)  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond,  Rector. 
The  preachers  were  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Webster,  and  the  Rev.  G.  B.  East- 
man. In  the  afternoon  of  the  2nd  day  the  Sunday  School  assembled, 
and  addresses  were  made  by  the  clergy.  This  Sunday  School  meeting 
was  one  of  the  happiest  services  of  the  Convocation.  The  local  Secre- 
tary of  the  Domestic  Board  of  Missions  was  present,  and  gave  valuable 
information  upon  matters  connected  with  the  work  of  the  Board.  The 
collections  were  $15.20. 

The  twelfth  meeting  was  held  March  19th  and  20th,  during  the  Lenten 
season,  in  Trinity  Church,  Monroe,  Rev.  G.  B.  Eastman,  Rector,  nearly 
all  of  the  clergy  being  present.  The  usual  services  were  held,  the 
preachers  being  Rev.  W.  W.  Raymond  and  Rev.  B.  F.  Fleetwood.  The 
local  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Board  of  Missions  was  present,  and  at  the 
Missionary  meeting  made  an  interesting  statement  of  the  work. 

At  all  these  meetings  the  Holy  Eucharist  was  celebrated  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  second  day,  and  a  Missionary  meeting  held  in  the  evening. 
There  is  a  growing  feeling  among  the  members,  of  the  propriety  of  hold- 
ing meetings  in  places  where  the  Church  is  almost  unknown,  in  prefer- 
ence to  the  established  Parishes.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH-WESTERN  CONVOCATION. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev,  the  Bishop  of  tlie  Diocese  of  Michigan  : 

By  delegated  authority  from  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Earp,  of 
Grand  Rapids,  summoned  the  members  of  the  new  Convocation  to  meet 
in  that  city,  Sept.  26th,  1S71.  Nine  clerical  members  were  present,  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Breck,  of  California. 

After  a  formal  organization,  and  the  election  of  a  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer, the  Convocation  discussed  fully  and  freely  the  missionary  work, 
and  devised  plans  for  the  support  of  an  Itinerant  Missionary,  and  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Bishop. 

A  very  pleasant  feature  of  this  meeting  was  the  attendance,  and  co- 
operation, and  speeches  of  the  Laity  of  St.  Mark's  Church. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Grand  Haven,  Jan.  loth,  1872.  Eight 
clerical  members  were  present,  and  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Brown,  of  Detroit 

General  missionary  topics  were  discussed,  and  an  arrangement  made 
to  supply  the  Parish  in  Whitehall  with  services  once  in  each  month. 

':  he  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Itinerancy  was  read  and  accepted. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  in  Muskegon,  April  17th,  1872.  Eight 
clerical  members  of  Convocation,  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilson,  united  with 
the  Bishop  in  consecrating  St.  John's  Church,  Grand  Haven,  on  the 
morning  of  the  17th  of  May,  1872.  In  the  evening,  public  religious  ser- 
vices were  held  in  Muskegon. 

At  this  meeting  appointments  were  made  for  a  thorough  canvassing  of 
the  Missionary  ground,  and  pledges  were  made  to  visit  the  various 
places  where  there  is,  or  has  been,  or  is  soon  to  be,  a  missionary  field  to 
work. 

The  Mission  wants  of  this  Convocation  are  so  urgent  and  pressing, 
that  they  exclude  all  discussion  of  minor  topics.

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BEPORT  OF  THE"STANDINO  GOHMTTTEE. 


The  Standing  Committee  report  their  proceedings  during  the  past 
year  as  follows  : 

September  18,  1871 — They  considered  and  postponed  the  application 
of  Dr.  Louis  De  Leeuw  to  be  recommended  for  Ordination,  and  on  Sep- 
tember 2  5 thy  after  a  conference  with  Dr.  De  Leeuw,  considered  present 
action  unadvisable,  and  on  November  1 3th,  permitted  him  to  withdraw 
his  application  to  be  recommended  at  this  time  for  Ordination. 

On  November  13,  187 1 — They  recommended  Edgar  Haight  Tall- 
man,  Charles  A.  Carey,  and  Minerson  Erastus  Buck,  as  Candidates  for 
Priest's  Orders. 

On  December  18,  1871 — They  signed  the  testimonials  of  Rev.  M.  A. 
DeWolfe  Howe,  Bishop  Elect,  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania. 
On  the  same  day,  they  recommended  Rev.  Edward  West  Flower  to  be 
received  as  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders,  with  a  dispensation  as  to  the 
Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  other  branches  of  learning  not  stricdy 
ecclesiastical. 

On  February  5,  1872 — ^They  recommended  Rev.  Edward  West  Flower 
for  Ordination  to  the  Priesthood.

On  May  30,  1872 — They  recommended  Peter  Baldy  Lightner  for  ordi 
nation  to  the  Diaconate,  and  Rev.  Robert  W.  Grange  for  ordination  to 
the  Priesthood,  and  on  consideration  of  the  application  of  Roswill  Harris 
to  become  a  Candidate,  decided  that  they  were  not  prepared  to  sign  his 
testimonials.

Dear  Sir — As  Custodian  of  the  Necrology  of  the  Diocese,  I  report 
to  you  that  since  the  last  Convention  I  have  entered  on  the  Record,  a 
letter  from  Mr.  James  Burtenshaw  in  reference  to  the  Ministry  of  the 
late  Rev.  William  Kelly  at  Ontonagon,  L.  S.  Also,  such  notices  as  I 
have  been  able  to  secure  of  the  late  Rev.  Henry  Hobart  De  Garmo, 
including  a  discourse  by  the  Rev.  William  W.  Raymond ;  and  an 
historical  discourse  by  the  Rev.  John  T.  Magrath,  containing  notices 
of  deceased  Rectors  of  St.  PauFs  Church,  Jackson. 

The  widow  of  the  Rev.  William  Kelly  has  kindly  allowed  me  to 
peruse  a  MSS.  autobiography  and  journal  of  her  husband.  The 
documents  are  of  great '  interest,  and  with  revision  would  furnish  a  veiy 
valuable  volume. 

I  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  the  Convention  through  you,  that  there  are 
on  hand  materials  for  a  Memorial  volume  of  the  deceased  Clergy  o\  the 
Diocese.

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir. — Since  the  report  made  to  you  of  the  situation 
of  St.  Luke's  Hospital  and  Church  Home,  on  Easter  Tuesday  of  1871,  the 
mortgage  debt  of  six  thousand  dollars  and  interest,  has  been  raised  by 
subscriptions,  and  the  debt  discharged. 

The  property  is  now  free  and  unencumbered,  but  without  endowment 
The  value  of  the  land  is  constantly  appreciating  by  the  progress  of  im- 
provements, and  will  doubtless  rapidly  increase  with  the  growth  of  the 
city.  Its  present  value  cannot  be  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  perhaps 
much  more.  The  buildings  and  improvements  have  cost  the  sum  of 
$25,266.74.

The  Institution  is  enabled  now  to  offer,  only  the  shelter  of  bare  walls, 
except  so  far  as  the  funds  furnished  by  the  parishes  in  contributions,  or 
memberships,  will  afford  suitable  means  to  extend  the  charities  of  the 
church  ;  or  by  the  income  derived  from  persons  who  are  able  to  pay  for 
their  own  support. 

To  meet  the  necessities  of  the  situation,  and  at  the  same  time,  to 
give  an  opportunity  to  all  who  are  charitably  disposed  to  make  provision 
for  the  sick  and  infirm,  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  recently  adopted  a 
resolution  admitting  any  person  to  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital,  or  Home, 
upon  the  payment  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  annually.  This  in- 
cludes medical  attendance,  nursing,  and  all  other  necessary'  wants. 

The  situation  of  the  building,  for  health  and  comfort  is  unequalled  by 
any  other  similar  institution  in  the  city.  The  kind  care  and  attention 
given  to  the  inmates  by  the  experienced  head  of  the  Institution,  Mrs. 
Mary  L.  Maynard,  Superintendent,  is  attested  by  many  grateful  hearts 
who  have  warmly  acknowledged  and  expressed  it. 

This  broad  and  liberal  provision  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  opening  the 
benefits  of  the  institution  to  all  of  every  class  or  creed,  ought  to  commend 
it  to  the  public,  and  certainly  to  every  parish  in  the  Diocese,  possessing 
the  means,  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  beds  for  the  use  of  their 
poorer  brethren  when  required.

OF    AID   FOR  AGED     AKD     INFIRM     CLERGYMEN,    AND    WIDOWS    AND 

ORPHANS  OF  THE  CLERGY. 


A  Fund  shall  be  established  to  be  known  as  the  Christmas  Fund,  to 
aid  aged  and  infirm  clergymen,  and  widows  and  orphans  of  the  clergy 
of  this  diocese.  It  is  hereoy  made  the  duty  of  every  Parish  to  take  up  an 
annual  collection  for  this  fund,  on  Christmas  day,  or  the  Sunday  pre- 
ceding or  succeeding  Christmas  day. 

The  amount  collected  by  each  Parish  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  diocese — who  shall  also,  be  the  Treasurer  of  this  fund — 
and  if  more  money  shall  be  raised  than  the  present  necessity  requires, 
such  surplus  shall  be  safely  invested  by  the  Treasurer,  under  the  advice 
of  the  lay  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  and  shall  become  a  part 
of  the  permanent  fund. 

All  appropriations  from  this  fund  shall  be  made  by  the  Standing 
Committee,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  by  the 
Committee  ;  but  in  no  case  shall  any  one  appropriation  exceed  the  sum 
of  $250  per  annum  ;  nor  shall  the  total  appropriations  for  any  year  exceed 
the  aggregate  of  the  collections  and  income  for  the  year  next  preceding. 

It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  to  transmit  to  each  of 
the  clergy  of  the  diocese — annually  within  the  first  week  of  the  Advent 
season — a  printed  copy  of  this  Canon.

4  Canon  IV— As  Amended. 

OF  PARISH  REGISTERS  AND  PAROCHIAL  REPORTS. 

Section  I.     In  every  congregation,  the  Church  Wardens  shall  pror 
vide  a  proper  book,  in  which  the  minister,  or  if  the  Parish  be  vacant, 
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one  of  the  wardens,  shall  record  the  name  and  date  of  the  birth  of  the 
child  baptized,  with  the  names  of  the  parents  and  sponsors,  the  name 
of  the  adult  baptized,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  witness  or  wit- 
nesses, the  names  of  the  persons  confirmed,  together  with  a  list  of  all 
the  communicants  in  the  Parish,  with  the  date  of  every  event*  recorded, 
all  of  which  shall  be  under  the  signature  of  the  person  recording. 

From  this  register,  there  shall  annually  be  presented  to  the  Bishop, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  Convention,  by  the  minister,  or,  if  there 
be  no  minister,  by  one  of  the  wardens,  an  accurate  statement  of  the 
number  of  baptisms,  marriages,  funerals,  and  persons  confirmed  and 
admitted  to  the  Holy  Communion  since  the  last  report,  and  also  of  the 
number  of  pupils  and  teachers  connected  with  the  Sunday  School  in- 
struction in  the  Parish ;  the  re^/enues^  and  receipts  from  pew  rents,  coilec- 
tions  and  other  sources;  the  expenditures  for  all  parochial  purposes^  and 
contributions  for  missions  and  other  objects  j  together  with  value  of  all 
church  property;  and  such  other  particulars  as  may  throw  light  on  the 
condition  of  the  Parish. 

To  enable  the  Minister  to  make  the  report  herein  required,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Church  JVardens,  Treasurer  or  Sect  etary,  to  furnish 
the  Minister  a  full  statement  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
Parish,  and  of  the  value  of  all  church  property. 

The  report  herein  required,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Bishop,  and  permitted  to  be  read  in  open  Convention,  shall  be 
published  in  its  Journals.

OF  LAY  READERS. 

§  L  A  Lay  Communicant  of  this  Church  may  receive  from  the  Bishop 
a  written  license  to  conduct  the  service  of  the  Church  in  a  congregation 
convened  for  public  worship,  as  a  Lay  Reader. 

§  II.  [i.]  Such  appointment  may  be  made  by  the  Bishop,  of  his  own 
motion,  for  service  m  any  vacant  Parish,  Congregation,  or  Mission. 

[2.]  But  where  a  Rector  is  in  charge,  his  request  and  recommendation 
must  have  been  previously  signified  to  the  Bishop. 

§  IIL  [i.]  The  Lay  Reader  so  appointed  shall  be  subject  to  any  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese. 

[2.]  He  shall  not  use  the  Absolution,  nor  the  Benediction,  nor  the  Offices 
of  the  Church,  except  those  for  the  Burial  of  the  Dead,  and  for  Visita- 
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tion  of  the  Sick  and  ot  Prisoners  ;  omitting,  in  these  last,  the  Absolu- 
tions and  Benedictions. 

[3.]  He  shall  not  assume  the  dress  appropriate  to  Clergymen  minister- 
ing in  the  congregation. 

[4.]  He  shall  conform  to  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  as  to  the  sermons  or 
homilies  to  be  read  ;  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  directions,  if  he  is  officia- 
ting in  a  Parish  or  Congregation  having  a  Rector,  then  of  such  Rector. 
f  5.1  He  shall  not  dehver  sermons  of  his  own  composition. 
6. J  He  shall  not,  except  in  case  of  emergency,  or  peculiar  expediency, 
perform  any  part  of  the  Service  when  a  Clergyman  is  present. 

§  IV.  The  license  authorized  by  this  Canon  may  be  revoked  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority. 


OF  THE  CONSECRATION  OF  CHURCHES. 

§  I.  No  Church  or  Chapel  shall  be  consecrated  until  the  Bishop  shall 
have  been  sufficiently  certified  that  the  building  and  ground  on  which  it  is 
erected  have  been  fully  paid  for  and  are  free  from  lien  or  other  encum- 
brance ;  and  also  that  such  building  and  ground  are  secured,  by  the  terms 
of  the  devise,  or  deed,  or  subscription  by  which  they  are  given,  from  the 
danger  of  alienation  from  those  who  profess  and  practice  the  doctrine, 
discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Sections  II, 
and  III,  of  this  Canon  :  Provided^  that  this  shall  not  preclude  the  alien- 
ation of  lots  for  burial  in  vaults  or  otherwise,  nor  apply  to  land  owned  by 
the  Church  corporation  and  not  necessary  for  religious  uses.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Dooley  was  present  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jameson,  and  as- 
isted  in  the  services. 

ST.  CLAIR  AND  ORDINATION  OF  MR.  BELNO  A.  BROWN. 

May*  26th  ;  I  preached  in  Trinity  Church,  St.  Clair,  and  ordained  Mr. 
Belno  A.  Brown  as  a  Deacon.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dooley  ;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Armstrong  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Jameson  of  the  Diocese  of  Huron,  were  present  and  assisted  in  the  ser- 
vices. 

I  also  confirmed  twenty-one  persons. 
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PORT  HURON. 

In  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Port 
Huron,  and  confirmed  four  persons.  Owing  to  a  very  severe  storm  many 
persons  were  prevented  from  being  present  at  the  services. 

MARINE  CITY,  OR — CONSECRATION. 

May  27th,  I  consecrated  Trinity  Church,  Marine  City  ;  preached  and 
baptized  four  children,  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Armstrong  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jameson  of  the  Diocese  of 
Huron  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Stowe  and  Dooley  were  present 

FLINT. — LAYING  OF  THE  CORNER  STONE  OF  ST.  PAUL'S  CHURCH. 

May  29th,  I  laid  the  comer  stone  of  the  new  St  Paul's  Church,  Flint,  in 
the  presence  of  divers  of  the  clergy.  It  was  a  very  pleasant  service. 
The  first  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  Daniel  E.  Brown,  who  laid  the 
corner  stone  of  the  old  church,  was  present  and  aided  in  the  services. 

The  church  lot  with  its  commodious  parsonage  could  not  be  better 
chosen  nor  arranged.  The  church  will  be  of  stone,  and  will  be  a  very 
beautiful  structure. 

The  Rector  has  been  unwearied  in  his  labors,  and  to  his  efforts  may 
be  attributed  the  prosperity  of  the  Parish.  He  has  had  no  slight  work  to 
accomplish  in  raising  the  funds,  and  in  bringing  to  such  a  successful  is- 
sue, so  noble  an  ofTbrt. 

In  the  evening,  I  preached  in  the  old  church  building. 

DETROIT.     ST.  PETER'S  CHURCH. 

May  30th,  I  preached  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Detroit,  and  confirmed 
eighteen  persons.  This  was  the  second  conformation  held  in  this  Parish 
during  the  year. 

All  my  visits  to  this  Parish  have  been  very  pleasant,  as  the  service  is  so 
well  conducted,  and  the  congregation  join  so  heartily  in  the  worship. 

PARISHES  NOT  VISITED. 

There  are  several  parishes  that  I  could  not  visit,  owing  the  very  bad 
and  uncertain  traveling  in  the  Month  of  March.  Had  it  not  been  the 
case,  I  should  have  visited  every  parish  in  the  Diocese.  The  facilities 
for  traveling  are  now  so  great,  that  I  can  visit  every  parish  with  compara- 
live  ease  during  the  year.  I  will  visit  the  parishes  omitted  as  soon  as 
possible. 
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DEATH  OF  THE  REV.  H.  H.  DE  GARMO. 

I  deeply  regret  that  I  have  to  close  this  record,  with  the  notice  of  the 
death  of  a  beloved  Presbyter,  the  Rev.  H.  H.  De  Garmo.  He  had  not 
ofBciated  in  the  Diocese  for  a  year  owing  to  declining  health. 

He  still  retained  his  official  connection  with  it,  in  the  hope,  that  he 
might  be  able  to  return.  He  died  in  Denver  City,  Colorado,  May  18, 
1 87 1,  whither  he  had  gone  in  the  hope  of  regaining  his  health. 

He  was  a  man  of  great  purity  of  character,  and  of  great  devotion  to  his 
Master's  work.  God  had  greatly  blessed  him  in  his  labors,  as  the  Rector 
of  St  Peter's  Church,  Hillsdale.  He  had  infused  new  life  and  vigor  into 
the  parish,  and  had  gathered  around  him  active  laborers  in  the  cause  of 
Christ.  He  lives  in  many  hearts,  softened  and  subdued  through  his  in- 
strumentality, by  the  grace  of  God,  and  now  thanking  Him  that  such  a 
man  of  God  had  guided  them  in  the  way  of  life.  I  deeply  regret  his  loss 
as  a  dearly  beloved  Presbyter. 

MISSION  TO  THE  SWEDES.    • 

At  the  request  .of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Tustin,  the  faithful  and  unwearied 
laborer  in  our  Swedish  Mission,  I  append  the  notice  of  the  plan  now 
adopted  to  give  a  permanent  character  to  his  efforts. 

SWEDISH   COLONIZATION. 

The  Swedish  emigration  on  the  line  of  the  Grand  Rapids  &  Indiana  Railroad  is 
progressing  favorably  with  those  aided  by  the  credit  system,  under  the  agency  of  Dr. 
Tustin.  and  a  much  larger  number  who  have  paid  their  own  way.  There  are  now 
twelve  hundred  Scandinavians,  chiefly  Swedes,  settled  or  working  along  the  line  of 
the  road. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Tustin  and  the  Swedish  Pastor  Rev.  A.  Almquist,  have  lately  organ- 
ized two  parishes,  according  to  the  faith  and  order  of  the  Church  of  Sweden.  The  first 
is  "  New  Swea,"  near  Reed  City,  about  eight  miles  north  of  Paris,  in  town  18  north, 
section  33.  The  vestry  of  this  Parish  are  Swedish  settlers,  as  follows  :  Otto  Larson, 
Axel  Almquist,  T.  U.  Dahlstrom,  P.  O.  Hallin  and  A.  P.  Swenson. 

The  next  Parish  is  called  "  New  Bleking,"  twelve  miles  north  of  "  New  Swea,"  and 
ten  miles  south  of  Clam  Lake,  in  township  90  north,  section  35.  The  trustees  of  this 
Parish  are:  Peter  A.  Carlson,  Olof  A.  Lindstrom.  J.  £.  Larson,  Olof  Hultz,  Nils 
Lindstrom.  Lars  J.  Peterson  and  Olof  P.  Engstrom. 

The  legal  documents  in  the  organization  of  these  Parishes  are  now  duly  recorded 
in  the  Register  s  office  at  Hersey,  in  Osceola  County. 

The  Continental  Improvement  Company  have  donated  a  farm  of  eighty  acres  to 
each  of  these  Parishes,  by  a  deed  of  trust  to  Hon.  Wm.  A.  Howard.  The  local 
board  of  vestry  and  their  successors  are  to  hold  this  grant  of  land  for  a  glebe  or  par- 
sonage farm  for  church  and  school  purposes.  These  parish  farms  are  selected  from 
the  best  land  owned  by  the  Company,  and  are  favorably  situated  for  the  sites  of  vil- 
lages or  towns.     A  portion  of  the  glebe  can  be  set  aside  and  platted  out  into  town 
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lots,  and  the  pixxxeds  of  the  sales  will  apply  to  the  church  and  school  purposes  of  the 
parish,  for  the  church  and  school  building  and  for  improving  the  parsonage  farm.  A 
thriving  settlement  of  farmers  vnll  gather  around  each  church  and  school  centre. 

This  method  of  parish  organization  as  a  means  of  settling  up  the  oonntry  can  be 
applied  every  short  distance  along  the  line  of  the  road  to  the  Traverse  country. 

The  same  privilege  of  a  parish  endowment  will  be  afforded  to  any  other  denomioa- 
tion,  or  nationality,  who  will  settle  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  trust. 

A  colony  of  about  two  hundred  Norwegians,  obtained  by  Dr.  Tustin.  are  expected 
here,  in  about  two  weeks,  and  will  probably  be  settled  not  far  from  Clam  Lake. 

It  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  induce  Hollanders  to  settle  up  this  fine  r^;ion  of 
country,  as  well  as  Scandinavians. 

REVIEW  OF  THE  VISITATIONS. 

My  visitation  of  the  Diocese  was  as  usual  a  very  pleasant  one.  I  re- 
ceived great  kindness  from  the  Clergy  and  laity,  and  I  returned  home 
with  a  thankful  heart,  that  God  had  preserved  me  from  all  accident  and 
danger,  and  had  given  such  signal  proof  of  His  watchful  care  over  His 
Holy  Church.  We  trust  we  can  say  with  great  humility,  that  there  are  tew 
Dioceses  in  which  the  Gospel  of  our  blessed  Lord  is  preached  with  greater 
simplicity  and  faithfulness.  We  have  only  to  use  the  instrumentalities 
He  has  furnished  in  His  Holy  Church,  with  a  calm  reliance  on  His  grace, 
to  insure  the  rapid  increase  of  His  household. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  commend  you,  dear  brethren,  to  His  love,  and  pray  that  God  would 
impart  to  us  the  renewing  and  sanctifying  influence  of  His  Holy  Spirit, 
that  we  may  be  made  like  our  beloved  Master  in  character  and  life,  and 
and  in  doing  good.
